deem  eligible,  for  the  ufe  of  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Repre- 
fentatives, for  four  hundred  Copies  of  the  Journals  of  Congrefs, 
which  are  propofed  to  be  publifhed  by  Richard  Folwell,  and 
fuch  number  of  copies  of  different  volumes  of  the  fets  now  in 
print,  as  may  be  neceffary  to  complete  the  fame.

Saturday,  January  1,   1780. 

THE  delegates  for  Maffachufetts-Bay  produced  credentials  of  their 
appointment,  which  were  read. 

Resolved,  That  30  dollars  a  day  be  allowed  to  Robert  Jewell, 
keeper  of  the  new  gaol  in  Philadelphia  ;  20  dollars  a  day  to  each  of 
his  affiftants  ;  and  10  dollars  a  day  to  his  turnkey  ;  in  full  of  their 
fervices  and  fubfiftence,  until  the  further  orders  of  Congrefs. 

Resolved,  That  the  commiffary-general  of  purchafes  be  allowed  a 
falary  at  the  rate  of  40,000  dollars  by  the  year,  until  the  further  order 
of  Congrefs  ;  alfo  fix  rations  a  day,  and  forage  for  four  horfes  : 

Resolved,  That  an  affiftant-commiffary  be  appointed  by  the  commif- 
fary-general to  each  of  the  Mates  in  which  it  mall  be  neceffary  that 
purchafes  be  made  under  him,  and  in  which  provifion  fhall  not  have 
been  made  by  the  ftates  refpe.ctively  for  furnifhing  the  neceffary  fupplies.. 

That  the  faid  afiiftant-commiffaries  be  allowed  on  all  good  mer- 
chantable articles  which  may  be  purchafed  by  them,,  or  -under  their 
direction  refpeclively,  two  per  cent,  on  20  fold  the  prices  they  were 
fold  at  in  the  year  1774,  until  the  further  order  cf  Congrefs  ;  out  of 
which  they  fhall  pay  all  their  agents  and  defray  the  whole  expenfe  at- 
tending fuch  purchafes  :  nor  lhall  they,  nor  any  of  their  agents,  be 
entitled  to  rations  or  forage,  except  when  called  by  the  neceffary  b.uli- 
nefs  of  their  department  to  attend  the  army. 

And  in  order  the  better  to  afcertain  fuch  prices, 

Resolved,  That  the  executive  power  of  every  ftate  be  requefced  to 
return  to  the  board  of  treafury  a  lift  of  the  commodities  ufually  fold 
within  fuch  ftate,  and  the  price  current  in  the  year  1774  ;  and  that 
copies  of  fuch  lifts  be  furniihed  from  thence  to  the  commiffary-gene- 
ral and  his  afhftants  : 

That  the  commiffary-general' be  directed  to  keep  regular  accounts, 
in  which  he  fhall  charge  all  perfons  belonging  to  his  department  with 
the  money  advanced  to  them,  and  give  them  credit  for  the  purchafes 
made  by  them,  entering  their  refpective  accounts  at  large  ;  that  he 
check  all  accounts  within  his  department,  and  reject  improper  charges  ; 
direct  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  of  his  refpective  deputies  fhall 
be  kept,  ordering  the  articles  purchafed  to  be  entered  under  diftinct 
heads,  lb  that  the  expenditures  for  each  feparate  article  may  be.  feen 
ct  one  view  ;  that  he  fhall  once  in  every  three  months,  or  oftener  if 
r-quired,  exhibit  a  fair  and  compreheniive  view  of  the  ftate- of  his 
purchafes,  in  columns,  the  manner  in  which  the  fame  has  been  expended^ 
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and  the  flock  on  hand,  with  the  price  of  each  article,  and  the  ftate, 
county,  and  diftrict  in  which  purchafed  : 

That  every  affifta^it-commiffary  make  monthly  returns  to  the  com. 
jniffary-general  of  the  articles  purchafed,  the  price,  the  name  of  the 
agent  by  whom  the  fame  were  bought,  and  the  perfons  to  whom  deli- 
vered ;   or,  if  ftill  on  hand,  at  what  place  flored  : 

That  no  money  be  advanced  to  any  affiftant-commifTary  until  he  has 
made  fuch  returns  and  accounted  for  money  received,  rendering  to  the 
commiffary-general  receipts  from  his  agents  for  the  money  advanced 
to  them  : 

That  every  affiftant-commifTary  call  upon  his  agents  for  monthly 
returns  of  their  expenditures  ;  without  which  returns  no  further  fuins 
be  advanced  to  them  j  but  that  they  be  fued  to  account  for  the  money 
in  their  hands  : 

That  the  commiffary-general  of  iffues  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed 
to  make  monthly  returns  of  the  number  of  rations  iffued  ;  to  what 
perfons,  and  at  what  place  ;  to  the  board  of  war,  in  order  to  tak« 
their  direction  as  to  the  continuing  fuch  iffues* 

Mondat,  January  3,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  fum  of  96  dollars  be  allowed  to  Andrew  Har- 
per, for  his  fervices  from  Auguft  the  1ft  to  December  the  1 1th,  1779  ; 
he  being  during  that  period  employed  in  extra  duty  by  general  Hogan, 
while  commanding  in  Philadelphia. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  treafury  publifh  the  determination  of 
Congrefs  with  refpect  to  the  drawing  of  bills  of  exchange,  agreeable 
to  the  refolution  of  the  27th  of  December  laft  ;  the  terms  upon  which 
they  are  to  be  fold,  and  the  time  on  which  they  will  be  ready  for  falek 
together  with  the  names  of  the  perfons  appointed  to  difpofe  of  the 
fame. 

Wednesday,  January  5,    1780. 
Resolved,  That  a  member  be  added  to  the   committee  on  appeals, 
in  the  room  of  Mr.  Paca,  who  is  abfent. 
The  member  chofen,  Mr.  Elfworth. 

Friday,  January  7,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  commiffary-general  of  purchafes  be  empowered 
to  appoint  an  affiftant  'y  whofe  duty  it  lhall  be  to  remain  at  head-quar- 
ters, and  receive  the  directions  of  the  commander  in  chief  and  the- 
commiffary-general. 

That  the  faid  affiftant  be  allowed  a  falary,  at  the  rate  of  10,000 
dollars  per  annum,  two  rations  a  day  and  forage  for  one  horfe,  until 
the  further  order  of  Congrefs. 

That  the  coopers,  butchers,  packers,  drovers  and  fuperintendants  of 
cattle,  be  under  the  regulations  and  directions  formerly  eftablifhed  by 
refolutions  of  Congrefs :. 

That  a  letter  be  written  to  the  governor  of  Connecticut,  reprefenting 
the  apprehenfions  of  Congrefs  on  account  of  the  fmall  fupply  of  beef, 
and  requefting  the  immediate  aid  of  the  legiflature  of  chat  ftate  to  th« 
commiffary-general  or  his  afiiflants,  in  procuring  and  forwarding  the 
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fame  ;  the  expenfe  of  which  Congrefs  will  find  means  to  defray,  or 
credit  to  the  State,  in  part  of  their  quota  of  fupplies. 

A  reprefentation  from  the  fupreme  executive  council  of  the  ftate  of 
Pennfylvania,  reipedYing  the  barracks  near  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  barrack-mailer's  department,  was  laid  before  Congrefs  : 

Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  board  of  war,  and  that  they  be 
directed  to  difcharge  immediately  the  fupernumerary  officers  in  the 
barrack-mafler's  department,  and  take  further  order  thereon. 

Resolved,  That  when  expreffes  are  wanted  for  forwarding  difpatches 
from  Congrefs,  or  any  of  their  committees,  application  be  made  to  the 
board  of  war  ;  who  are  to  provide  the  fame  : 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  commerce  difpofe  of  the  fugar 
and  coffee  in  their  pofTefhon  in  this  city,  in  fuch  manner  as  they  fhali 
deem  mofl  for  the  public  intereSt. 

Resolved,  That,  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs,  the  furveyors 
of  the  poft-office  be  allowed  their  reafonable  expenfes  in  travelling  the 
roads  ;  an  account  of  fuch  expenfes  to  be  rendered  every  three 
months  to  the  pofl-mafler-general,  upon  oath ;  and  that  a  late  resolu- 
tion of  Congrefs,  giving  40  dollars  a  day,  be  repealed.

SaVurdat,  January  8,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  resignation  of  lieutenant  Jofeph  Hite,  of  the 
8th  Virginia  regiment,  be  accepted. 

Resolved,  That  every  officer  in  the  army  of  the  United  States, 
Whofe  duty  requires  his  being  on  horfeback  in  time  of  acYion,  be  al- 
lowed a  fum,  not  exceeding  the  average  price  given  at  the  time  in  the 
department  or  place  where  the  accident  fhall  happen,  for  horfes  pur- 
chafed  for  private  dragoons,  as  a  compenfation  for  any  horfe  he  fhall. 
have  killed  in  battle  :  this  resolution  to  have  retrofpedl  as  far  as  the  1ft 
of  January,  1779  ;  and  the  quarter-mafler-generaf,  or  his  deputy,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  value  of  fuch  horfes,  not  exceeding  the 
faid  price,  to  the  refpettive  fufferers,  on  the  facts  being  properly  au- 
thenticated. 

Resolved,  That  the  four  Georgia  regiments  be  reformed,  and  no 
more  officers  retained  in  the  fervice  than  are  neceffary  for  two  regi- 
ments. 

That  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fouthern  army  eftablifh  fome 
equitable  rule  for  the  arrangement  of  the  faid  officers  ;  and  fuch  as 
are  left  out  of  the  arrangement  be  deemed  fupernumerary,  agreeably 
to  the  rules  adopted  by  the  main  army,  and  entitled  to  the  benefits  al- 
lowed by  the  reiblution  of  the  24th  of  November,    1778  : 

That  fuch  of  the  officers  as  are  retained  in  fervice  fhall  be  employed, 
until  the  regiment  can  be  recruited,  in  fuch  way  as  the  laid  commanding; 
officer  fhall  deem  mofl  conducive  to  the  public  interefl : 

That  the  Georgia  officers  of  the  gallies  and  of  the  light  dragoons, 
who  are  on  continental  eflablifhment,  be  confidered  as  Supernume- 
raries. 

.Resolved,  That  the  marines  of  the  navy  of  the  United  States,  whilft 
doing  garrifon  duty,  be  allowed  the  fame  fubiiflence  monies  as  are  al- 
lowed to  the  officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  line  of  the  army  by  the  refoh" 
tion  «f  Congrefs  of  the  18-th  of  Auguft,   1799. 
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.Mondat,  January  10,    1780. 
Resolved,  That  major-general  Charles  Lee  be  informed,  that  Ccn- 
grefs  have  no- further  occafion  for  his  fervices  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States. 

IVedkeslat,  January  12,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  fuch  of  the  Virginia  troops  as,  by  a  refolve  of  the 
15th  of  December  laft,  were  required  to  return  and  join  the  main, 
army,  be  marched  by  their  officers  to  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  and  there 
discharged  :  a  change  of  circumftances  rendering  their  junction  with 
that  army  unneceffary  ;  except  fuch  number. of  thofe  whole  times  of 
enliitment  will  lateft  expire  as  lhall  be  deemed  neceffary  to  be  em- 
ployed as  guards  by  the  board  of  war. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  war  be  directed  to  order  twelve  dra- 
gcen.horfes  to  be  delivered  to  colonel  Armand,  for  the  ufe  of  his  corps ; 
the  faid  horfes  to  be  taken  from  thofe  already  purchafed  for  the  public 
uie,  and  not  otherwife  necefiarily  employed. 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Galvin  receive  the  commiffion  of  major  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States,  and  be  employed  In  the  infpectorffiip,  as 
the  commander  in  chief  fhall  direct. 

The  committee  to  -whom  was  referred  the  letter  of  the  5th  inftant 
from  general  Wafhington,  incloling  a  letter  of  the  3d  from  Royal 
Flint,  affiftant-ccmmifTary,  and  one  of  the  4th  from  brigadier-general 
Irwine,  brought  in  a  report ;  whereupon 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  the  faid  letters,  as  far  as  they  refpect  the 
diflrefs  of  the  army  from  the  want  of  provifions,  be  fent,  with  all  poffi- 
ble  dilpatch,  to  the  legijlatures,  or,  in  their  recefs,  to  the  fupreme  exe- 
cutive councils  of  the  Hates  of  Connecticut,  New- York,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Delaware  ;  and  that  they  be  refpectively  urged,  in  the  mofl  pref- 
iing  manner,  to  fend  immediate  fupplies  ef  provifions  to  the  army. 

Resolved,  That  the  muttering  department  be  difcontinued,  and  the 
officers  thereof  difcharged. 

And  whereas  the  commiffary-general  of  mutters  has  approved  himfelf 
a  good  and  faithful  officer,  and  thofe  who  have  been  employed  under 
him  have'given  fatisfaction  in  their  offices: 

Resolved,  That  the  faid  commifTary  general  of  mutters,  and  thofe 
officers  who  have  continued  in  that  department  under  him  for  eighteen 
months  laft  paft,  lhall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  fum  equal  to  their  pay 
refpectively  for  the  term  of  twelve  months  from  this  day. 

Resolved,  That  in  future  the  bunnefs  of  muftering  the  troops  be  per- 
formed by  the  inspectors  of  the  army,  in  fuch  manner  and  under  fuch 
regulations  as  the  commander  in  chief  (hall  direct ;  who  is  hereby  au- 
thorifed  to  make  the  arrangements,  reporting  the  fame  to  Congrei's.. 

Thursda}-,  January  13,.  1780. 

A  letter  of  the  4th,  from  general  Wafhington,  was  read,  accompa- 
nied with  lundry  papers  relative  to  a  propofed  exchange  of  prifoners 
oi  war  ;  whereupon 

Resolved,  That  all  the  powers  granted  to  general  Wafhington,  by 
the  resolution  of  the  5th  of  March,  1779,  refpecting  the  exchange 
of  prifoners,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  renewed  and  confirmed. 
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Ordered,  That  the  papers  accompanying  the  general's  letter  of  th» 
4th  be  returned  to  him. 

.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  executive  authorities  of 
the  feveral  Rates,  to  tranimit  with  all  pofiible  expedition  to  general 
Wafhington,  the  names  and  rank  of  all  officers  ;  and  the  number  of 
privates  belonging  to  the  enemy,  held  as  prifoners  of  war  within  their 
relpeciive  Hates,  and  the  places  they  are  at,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
included  in  the  general  exchange,  fhould  a  cartel  be  agreed  to,  between 
the  commanders  in  chief  of  the  American  and  Britifh  armies. 

Many  inconveniences  attending  the  prefent  management  of  prifoners 
of  war,  and  great  diffatisfaclion  having  arifen  from  the  mode  of  ex- 
changing them  heretofore  ufed,  from  the  partialities  inevitably  attend- 
ing the  fame,  while  conducted  under  various  directions  by  divers  com- 
miiiaries  independent  of  each  other  ;  and  fufficient  proviiion  not  being 
made  for  their  fecurity,  in  many  cafes  frequently  occurring  :. 

Resolved,  That  all  prifoners  of  war,  whether  captivated  by  the  army 
or  navy  of  the  United  States  or  by  the  fubjects,  troops,  or  flaps  of  any- 
particular  ftate,  fhall  be  delivered  into  the  care  and  cuftody  of  the 
commiffary-general  of  prifoners,  his  deputies  or  affiftants,  and  be 
deemed  and  treated,  in  all  refpects,  as  prifoners  of  war  to  the  United 
States  : 

That  it  be  earneftly  recommended  to  the  governments  of  the  rel- 
peciive ftates,  that  they  make  no  exchanges  of  prifoners  ;  to  the  intent, 
that  all  exchanges  may  be  made  through  the  commiffary-general  of 
prifoners,  by  direction  of  Congrefs  or  the  commander  in  chief,  or 
board  of  admiralty  ;  and  when  prifoners  are  taken  by  the  particular 
fuhjedfs,  troops  or  veffels  of  any  ftate,  not  in  the  fervices  of  the  United 
States,  or  by  private  fhips  or  veffels  of  war,  fitted  out  in  any  particular 
ftate,  thefe  fhall  be  fir  ft  exchanged,  fo  far  as  is  neceffary,  for  the  fub- 
jetts  or  inhabitants  of  the  fame  ftate,  taken  by  the  fubjedls,  adke- 
rents,  fhips  or  veffels  of  the  enemy  ;  and  the  overplus,  if  any,  fhall 
go  towards  redeeming  the  prifoners  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy  ;  with- 
out regard  to  their  being  fubjects  or  inhabitants  of  any  particular  ftate  i 

That  ail  mafters  or  commanders  of  private  fnips  ov  veffels  of  war, 
fhall  take  the  utmoft  care  to  bring  into  port  all  prifoners  captivated 
by  them.  And  if  from  neceflity  they  fhall  be  obliged  to  difmifs  any 
prifoners  at  lea,  they  fhall,  on  return  from  their  cruife,  make  report 
thereof,  on  oath,  to  the  judge  of  the  admiralty  of  the  ftate  to  which 
they  belong,  or  in  which  they  arrive,  within  20  days  after  their  arrival, 
with  their  reafons  for  fuch  difmiffion.  And  if  the  judge  fhall  net  be 
fatisfied  with  the  reafons  aJiigned,  or  if  it  fhall  appear  that  the  prifon- 
ers were  discharged  to  avoid  the  trouble  or  expenfe  cf  bringing  them 
into  port,  and  delivering  them  into  cuftody,  or  in  any  wife  unneceffa- 
rily,  then  the  judge  fhall  tranfmit  an  account  thereof  to  the  executive 
of  the  ftate,  who  are  requefted  to  examine  into  the  matter,  and  vacate 
the  commimon  granted  to  the  laid  delinquent  mafter  or  commander  of 
the  fhip  or  veffel,  if  they  are  of  opinion  that  inch  diimiilion  was  im- 
proper : 

That  all  prifoners  of  war  captivated  by  private  fhips  or  veffels  of 
war,  be  delivered  by  and  at  the  expenfe  of  the  mafters  or  owners  of 
fuch  fhips  or  veffels,  to  a.  comnuffsry  of  prifoners  neareft  the  place  of 
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their  landing,  or  into  the  neareft  county  gaol,  on  pain  of  forfeiture  of 
the  commiflion  granted  to  fuch  private  fhip  or  veffel  : 

That  on  fuch  delivery  of  the  prifoners  into  the  gaol,  the  gaoler  fhallbe 
obliged  to  inform  the  government  of  the  ftate  wherein  the  laid  prisoners 
are  landed  ;  or,  in  cafe  of  their  rendence  at  too  great  a  diftance,  the 
lieutenant  or  commanding  officer  of  the  militia  of  the  county  wherein 
fuch  prifoners  are  landed,  the  commifiary-general  of  prifoners  or  his 
deputy  ;  that  if  the  laid  prif  ners  are  not  deemed  by  the  executive  of 
the  ftate,  or  the  laid  commanding  officer  of  the  militia,  to  be  in  a  place 
of  fufficient  f.curity,  they  may  be  removed  under  proper  guards  to  a 
place  or  places  of  greater  fafety  at  the  expenfe  of  the  United  States. 
And  the  executive  powers  of  the  refpective  ftates  are  requefted  to  give 
the  neceffary  orders  to  the  commanding  officers  of  militia  on  this  fub- 
ject,  and  to  pay  the  expenfes  of  efcorting  and  tranfporting  the  prifon- 
ers ;  charging  the  fame  to  the  United  States.  The  laid '  executives 
are  alio  requefted  to  give  orders  to  the  officers  of  their  militia,  to  take 
immediate  charge  of  all  prifoners  of  war  captivated  by  the  {hips  and 
veffels  of  war,  belonging  to  the  United  States  or  to  any  particular 
ftate,  and  to  convey  them,  at  the  expenfe  of  the  United  States,  to  the 
neareft  commiffary  of  prifoners,  or  to  the  country  gaol  ;  and  alio  direct 
the  like  fteps  to  be  taken  in  regard  to  their  removal  to  places  of  greater 
fafety,  as  is  provided  in  the  cafe  of  prifoners  captured  by  private  vef-» 
fels: 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  legiflatures  of  the  refpective  ftates, 
effectually  to  provide,  at  the  expenfe  of  the  United  States,  for  the  de- 
livery and  fafe  keeping  of  all  prifoners  captivated  by  their  refpective 
fubjects,  out  of  veffels  ftranded  or  caft  on  Ihore  on  their  coafts,  oblig- 
ing the  parties  taking  prifoners,  to  deliver  them  to  the  neareft  com- 
miffary of  prifoners  or  into  the  neareft  gaol,  in  cafe  no  commiffary  of 
prifoners  is  {rationed  within  convenient  diftance  of  the  place  of  cap- 
ture ;  and  in  cafe  of  neglect  or  mifconduct  in  the  perfons  fo  taking 
the  prifoners,  that  they  forfeit  all  right  to  the  veffel,  her  tackle,  apparel 
and  furniture  fo  caft  on  Ihore,  or  the  property  they  may  fave,  or  be 
otherwife  entitled  to  out  of  fuch  veffel ;  or  impofmg  fuch  other  penalty 
as  the  faid  legiflatures  Uiall  reflectively  think  proper. 
"  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  faid  legiflatures  to  provide  and  di- 
rect, that  all  jailers  receive  and  deliver  prifoners  of  war,  without 
charging  any  fee  or  reward  to  the  perfons  delivering  them  into  or  tak- 
ing them  by  proper  authority  out  of  their  cuftody.  The  reafonable 
expenfes  of  fupporting  fuch  prifoners  in  gaol,  to  be  paid  by  the  go- 
vernment of  the  ftate  wherein  they  lhall  be  confined,  and  charged  to 
the  United  States  ;  except  where  they  can  and  lhall  be  otherwife 
provided  for  by  the  proper  officer  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States. 
And  the  jailer  lhall  tranfmit  a  copy  of  his  charges  againft  the  United 
States,  for  account  of  prifoners  of  war,  to  the  commiffary  general  of 
prifoners,  or  his  neareft  deputy,  when  any  prifoners  leave  the  gaol,  ei- 
ther for  removal  to  places  of  greater  fecurity,  or  for  exchange: 

That  prifoners  of  war,  either  on  their  march,  or  in  confinement,  be 
furnilhed  with  only  two-thirds  of  a  ibldier's  ration  : 

That  none  but  fick  or  wounded  prifoners  be  allowed  carriages  at 
public  expenfe: 
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That  all  prifoners  on  parole  pay  their  own  expenfes  ;  and  fuch  ex. 
penfes  fhall  be  paid  before  they  fhall  be  exchanged  : 

That  all  officers,  pri loners  of  "war  to  the  United  States,  unlefs  in 
hofpitals,  pay  their  phyficians,  furgeons  and  attendants  : 

That  the  commiffary-general  of  prifoners  and  his  deputies,  make 
regular  monthly  returns,  to  the  board  of  war,  of  the  numbeis,  lituation 
and  exchanges  of  all  prifoners  under  their  charge  ;  and  that  they  alfo 
give  the  Said  boaid  fuch  occafional  information,  of  all  material  trans- 
actions in  their  department,  as  circumftances  from  time  to  time  ren- 
der neceffary,  or  when  they  mall  be  required  by  the  board  fo  to  do, 
under  pain  of  being  fufpended  or  difmiffed  by  the  faid  board  : 

That  all  exchanges  of  prifoners  made  in  confcquence  of  the  foregoing 
xef.lutions,  fliall  be  fcldier  for  fcldier  and  failor  for  Sailor. 

Whereas  brigadier-general  du  Portail  and  colonel  Laumoy,  and  lieu- 
tenant-colonel de  Gouvion,  have  continued  in  the  Service  of  the  U- 
nited  States  purfuan':  to  a  resolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  firft  of  Ja- 
nuary, 1779,  and  under  a  permifiLon  from  the  mmifter  plenipotentiary 
cf  his  mod  Christian  majefty,  and  have  obtained  from  the  commander 
in  chief  ample  teftimonials  of  honourable  and  ufeful  Services  rendered 
during  the  laft  campaign  : 

Resolved,  That  brigadier-general  du  Portail  and  meffieurs  Laumoy 
and  Gouvion  be  retained  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States  (if  per- 
roiflion  can  be  obtained  for  that  purpofe  from  his  mod  Christian  ma* 
jefty  or  his  minifter  plenipotentiary)  fo  long,  during  the  prefent  war,  a* 
fhall  be  confident  with  their  inclinations  and  duty  as  officers  to  their 
king : 

That  the  board  be  directed  to  confer  with  the  minifter  of  France  on 
the  Subject,  and  inform  general  du  Portail  and  meffieurs  Laumoy  and 
Gouvion  of  the  refult  of  fuch  conference. 

Resohedr  That  the  commander  in  chief  be  authorifed  to  order  fo 
many  expreffes  to  be  retained  in  the  public  fervice  as  he  may  judge  ne- 
ceffary for  the  immediate  purpofe s  of  the  army. 

Resolved^  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  directed  to  report  proper  fa- 
laries  for  fuch  officers  of  the  United  States  as  have  acted  without  Sti- 
pulated  allowances;  and  alfo  what  denominations  of  officers  are  enti- 
tled, by  resolutions  of  Congrefs,  to  receive  commiffions,  and  at  what 
rate,  on  the  funis  which  they  have  refpectiveiy  negociated. 

Whereas  by  the  eleventh  article  of  the  treaty  of  amity  and  com- 
merce between  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty  and  the  United  States  of 
America,  it  is  provided,  that,  "  the  Subjects  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
United  States,  or  any  one  of  them,  fhall  not  be  reputed  aubains  in 
France,  and  confequently  fhall  be  exempted  from  the  Droit  d'  Aubainer 
or  other  Similar  duty,  under  what  name  Soever  :  they  may  by  teftament, 
donation  or  otherwii'e,  difpofe  of  their  goods,  moveable  and  immovea- 
ble, in  favour  of  fuch  perfons  as  to  them  ihall  Seem  good;  and  their  heirs. 
Subjects  of  the  faid  United  States,  rending,  whether  in  France  or  elfe- 
where,  may  Succeed  them,  ah  inteftat,  without  being  obliged  to  obtain 
letters  oS  naturalization,  and  without  having  the  effect  of  this  con- 
ceffion  contefted  or  impeded  under  pretext  of  any  rights  or  prerogatives 
of  provinces,  cities  or  private  perfons  :  and  the  faid  heirs,  whether  fuel* 
ky  particular  title  or  ab  inteftat,  ffiaU  be  exempt  from  all  duty,  called 
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Droit  de  Detraction,  or  other  duty  of  the  fame  kind  ;  faving,  never thc- 
lefs,  the  local  rights  or  duties,  as  much  and  as  long  as  fimilar  ones  are 
not  eftablifhed  by  the  United  States  or  any  of  them  ;  The  fubjedts  of 
the  moft  Chriftian  king  (hall  enjoy,  on  their  part,  in  all  the  dominions 
of  the  faid  ftates,  an  entire  and  perfect  reciprocity  relative  to  the  fti- 
pulations  contained  in  the  prefent  article  ;  but  it  is  agreed,  at  the 
fame  time,  that  its  contents  Jhall  not  affect  the  laws  made  or  that  may 
be  made  hereafter  in  France,  againft  emigrations,  which  (hall  remain 
in  all  their  force  and  vigour  ;  and  the  United  States,  on  their  part, 
or  any  of  them,  'Avail  be  at  liberty  to  enact  fuch  laws  relative  to  that 
matter  as  to  them  mail  feem  proper. 

Resolved^  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  legislatures  of  the  feveral 
United  States  to  make  provifion,  where  not  already  made,  for  con- 
ferring like  privileges  and  immunities  on  the  fubjedts  of  his  moft 
Chriftian  majefty,  agreeable  to  the  form  and  fpirit  of  the  above  re- 
cited article. 

SjTUXDAT,  January  15,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Ludiman  be  appointed  to  the  rank  of  lieute- 
nant in  colonel  Armand's  corps  ;  his  commiflion  to  bear  date  from  the 
firft  day  of  June,  1779  ;  the  date  of  his  brevet : 

That  Mr-  Buffau-lt,  who  on  the  13th  of  January,  1779,  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  brevet  rank  of  lieutenant  in  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  receive  a  commiflion  of  lieutenant  in  colonel  Armand's  corps, 
to  bear  the  date  of  his  brevet : 

That  Chriftian  Bryman  be  appointed  to  the  rank  of  cornet  in  colonel

That  the  faid  judges  hold  their  firft  feflion  as  foon  as  may  be  at  Phi- 
ladelphia ;  and  afterwards  at  fuch  times  and  places  as  they  fhall  judge 
moft  conducive  to  the  public  good,  fo  that  they  do  not  at  any  time  fat 
farther  eaftward  than  Hartford,  in  Connecticut,  or  fouthward,  than 
Williamfburgh,  in  Virginia  : 

That  the  i'aiary  of  the  faid  judges  be  fixed  on  the  firft  Monday  in 
July  next ;  and  that  in  the  interim  the  fum  of  12,000  dollars  be  ad- 
vanced to  each  of  them. 

Resolved,  That  Saturday  next  be  affignedfor  electing-  the  judges  of 
the  court  of  appeals  ;  and  that  in  the  mean  while  nomination  be  made.

are  Rationed  ;  and  to  require  of  them  any  information  relative  to  their 
respective  departments  ;  to  diicharge  fupernumerary  and  delinquent 
officers  and  men  of  the  faid  departments  ;  to  break  up  unneceffary 
pofts,  and  to  eftablifh  pofts  where  requifite  ;  to  ftop  all  iffues  of  ra- 
tions and  other  fupplies  not  indifpenfibly  neceflary  for  the  fervice  i 
that  they  repair  to  head-quarters,  and  that  they,  or  any  two  of  them, 
be  authorifed,  in  conjunction  with  gen.  Wafhingtcn,  to  reduce  the 
number  of  horfes  and  waggons  employed  in  the  army,  and  to  adopt 
the  cheapeft  and  moft  certain  method  of  tranfportation  ;  and  smy 
ether  meafures  for  promoting  economy  in  the  faid  departments. 

That,  for  the  prefent,  they  be  empowered  to  ftop  all  iffues  of 
rations  of  every  kind,  for  three  months,  dus  to  ptrfons  not  in  caa^gj

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who  can  be  otherwife  fupplied  than  from  the  public  flores  ;  and  t» 
report  the  fum  to  be  paid  for  the  rations  fo  flopped. 

That  they  report  fuch  arrangements,  in  any  or  all  of  the  faid  de- 
partments, as  they  may  judge  expedient  ;  having  regard  to  the  reib- 
lutions  of  Congrefs  of  the  14th  and  17th  of  December  laft  : 

That  the  department  of  the  barrack-mafter-general  be  abolifhed, 
and  that  he  be  called  to  an  immediate  account  for  the  money  advanced 
liim  by  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  to-morrow  be  affigned  for  electing  the  commit* 
fioners.

of  the  faid  board. 

Resolved,  That  a  fecretary  be  not  allowed  to  the  navy  board  in  the 
middle  diftrift  ;  but  that  Mr.  J.  Pennel  be  clerk  and  paymafter  to  the 
faid  board,  with  his  former  falary  of  8000  dollars  per  annum.

A  reprefentation  from  Peter  Alcott  and  Bazaleel  Woodward,  ftiling- 
themfelves  agents  from  the  greater  part  of  the  towns  in  the  northern 
diftrift  of  the  New-Hampfhire  grants,  on  both  fides  of  Connecticut 
river,  and  between  the  heights  cf  land  on  the  two  fides,  accompanied 
with  a  paper,  iigned,  "  Jofeph  Mar'h,  chairman  of  laid  convention, " 
purporting  to  be  powers  granted  them  by  a  convention  cf  members 
from  the  towns  afore  faid,  were  read. 

An  aft  of  the  legiflature  of  the  ftate  cf  New-Hampfhire  was  laid 
befure  Congrefs,  and  read,  as  follows ; 
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"  State  of  NEW-HAMPSHIRE.

"  An  aft  for  complying  with  and  carrying  into  effect  the  recomir.cn-

u  Whereas  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  of  America  did,  on 
"  the  2ith  day  of  September  laft  paft,  unanimoufly  enter  into  certain 
"  reibiuUons,  in  the  words  following,  namely,  (here  the  refolutions 
"  are  entered  at  full  length)  and  whereas  alfo  the  faid  Congreis  of  the 
«  United  States  of  America  did,  on  the  2d  of  October  laft,  unani... 
"  lTionily  enter  into  a  certain  refolution,  in  the  words  following, 
«  namely,  '  whereas  in  the  firft  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  24th  of 
"  September,'  &c.  (the  whole  refolution  being  recited)  and  jscfeereas 
"  the  afore-recited  refolutions  and  recommendations  are  founded  in 
*'  equal  juffice  and  true  policy,  and  have  for  their  object  the  eftabliJh- 
"  ment  of  perpetual  harmony,  friendfhip  and  mutual  conhdence  be- 
"  tween  the  itates  therein  named,  which  is  no  lei's  the  deiire  than  in- 
il  tereft  of  this  ftate  to  promote  :  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  that  all  the 
"  powers  and  authorities  which  it  is  recommended  to  or  requefted  of 
"  this  ftate,  in  and  by  the  laid  refclutions,  to  veil  in  or  grant  to  the 
"  laid  Congrefs,  i'hall  be  and  hereby  are  veiled  in  and  granted  thereto, 
"  as  fully  and  amply  as  if  the  fame  were  herein  again  particularly 
li  enumerated  and  defcribed  ;  and  that  the  drciiions  and  determina- 
a  tions  which  {hall  be  made  in  the  premifes,  in  purfuance  of  the  pow-- 
u  ers  and  authorities  hereby  granted,  fhall  be  obligatory  on  this  ftate 
"  and  the  people  thereof,  fo  far  as  the  faid  decifions  and  determina- 
"  tions,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  fhall  refpect  the  fame  or  any  part 
"  thereof.  And  further,  that  this  ad  mall  always  be  conftrued  in  a 
"  ienfe  moft  adapted  to  advance  the  defign,  true  intent  and  meaning 
"  of  the  faid  refolutions.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  by  the  authority 
"  aforeiaid,  that  no  advantage  mall  be  taken  by  this  ftate  of  the  non- 
"  performance  of  any  of  the  conditions  in  any  of  the  grants  of  land 
"  in  the  faid  reiclutions  referred  to  ;  but  that  further  time  be  given 
"  to  fulfil  the  fame  reipeftively,  to  wit,  until  the  expiration  of  fix 
"  years,  to  be   computed  from  the  publication  of  this  act. 

"  And  be  it  further  enacted,  by  the  authority  afcrefaid,  That  Sa- 
u  muel  Livermore,  Efq.  with  the  delegates  of  this  ftate  at  the  Con- 
"  tinental  Congrefs,  for  the  time  being,  or  either  of  them,  be  and 
"  they  are  hereby  fully  authorifed  and  empowered  to  appear  as 
li  agent  or  agents  for  this  ftate,  and  to  reprefent  the  fame  before 
"  the  faid  Congrefs,  or  any  court  or  commiiiioners  appointed  by 
"  Congrefs,  to  hear  and  determine  any  or  all  the  difputes  afore- 
«  faid." 

Resolved,  That  the  commiffary-general  of  mufters,  his  deputies  and 
muftermafters,  be  allowed  100  dollars  per  month  for  each  detained  ra- 
tion from  the  18th  of  Augull  laft  to  the  12th  of  January  laft,  when  the 
department  was  difcontinued,  in  like  manner  as  officers  in  the  line. 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  attached  to  the  companies  of  fappers  and 
miners  be  cemmiifioned,  and  rank  as  follows ;

Resolved)  That  in  part  payment  for  the  wood  and  other  fnpplies, 
furnilhed  fur  the  ufe  of  the  United  States,  from  the  eftate  of  Stephen 
Moore,  at  Well-Point,  a  warrant  iffue  on  the  trcafurer,  in  his  favour, 
for  10,000  dollars,  and  another  on  his  excellency  Richard  Gafwell, 
Tfq.  governor  of  the  ftate  of  North-Carolina,  in  his  favour,  for  30,000 
dollars,  being-  part  of  the  money  railed  in  the  laid  ftate  for  the  ufe  of 
the  United  States  ;  and  that  the  final  fettle  ment  of  his  demands  be  de- 
ferred to  a  future  opportunity.

Whereas  by  a  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  28th  of  November, 
1778,  it  was  provided,  that  the  allowance  of  the  managers,  after  that 
time,  fhouid  be  determined  at  the  clofe  of  the  drawing  of  the  fecond 
clafs  of  the  lottery  :

be  held  for  the  trial  of  the  officer  fo  offending,  to  confift  of  fuch  officers, 
if  conveniently  to  be  collected,  as  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
navy  conftitute  a  court-martial  ;  otherwife  of  five  fuch  perfons  as  the 
faid  navy  board  fhall  for  that  purpofe  appoint ;  and  if  fuch  lofs  fhouid 
be  by  capture,  and  it  fhall  appear  on  trial,  that  the  fame  was  occafioned 
by  the  cowardice  or  treachery  of  the  commanding  officer,  then,  and  in. 
that  cafe,  fuch  commanding  officer  fhall  fuffer  death  ;  and  if  the  lofs, 
whether  by  capture  or  otherwife,  fhouid  be  occafioned  by  any  other 
malconduct.,  fuch  commanding  officer  lhall  be,  by  fuch  ccurt-inartial, 
cafhiered  : 

That  when  two  or  more  fhips  or  veffels  of  war,  in  the  fervice  of 
thefe  ftate s,  are  in  company,  and  any  or  cither  of  them  (hall  be  loft,  by 
capture  or  otherwife,  a  court  of  enquiry,  fo  conftituted  as  aforefaid, 
fhall  be  held  to  enquire  into  the  caufes  thereof j  and  if  it  fhouid  appear 
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that  fuch  lofs  was  occafioned  by  the  malconduct  or  negligence  of  any 
captain  or  commanding  officer  of  any  fhip  or  veflel  in  company  as 
aforefaid,  then  a  court-martial,  conftituted  as  before  mentioned,  {hall 
be  held  for  the  trial  of  the  officer  fo  offending  ;  and  if  the  lofs  mould 
be  by  capture,  and  it  fhould  appear  on  trial,  that  fuch  capture  was  oc- 
cafioned  by  the  cowardice  or  treachery  of  fuch  captain  or  commanding 
officer,  by  withholding  his  affiftance  from  the  fhip  or  vefTel  of  war  fo 
captured,  then,  and  in  that  cafe,  fuch  captain  or  commanding  officer 
fhall  fuffer  death  ;  but  if  it  fhall  appear  that  the  lofs  happened  through 
any  other  malcondud  of  fuch  captain  or  commanding  officer,  then  he 
ihall  be,   by  fuch  court-martial,   cafhiered  : 

That  if,  upon  enquiry  as  aforefaid,  into  the  conduit  of  any  officer  or 
officers  in  the  fervice  of  thefe  ftates,  it  fhall  appear  that  they,  or  any  of 
them,  fhall  have  offended  in  any  inftance  mentioned  in  thefe  refolu- 
tions,  it  fhall  be  in  the  power  of  the  navy  board  to  fufpend  fuch  officer 
or  officers,  until  a  trial  by  court-martial  fhall  be  had  ;  nd  the  navy 
board  fhall  forthwith  tranfmit  to  the  board  of  admiralty  the  proceedings 
of  fuch  court  of  enquiry,  with  their  doings  in  confequence  thereof,  and 
to  Confrefs  all  the  proceedings  of  courts-martial,  when  any  fhall  be 
had,  previous  to  the  execution  of  any  capital  fentence  that  fhall  be  by 
fuch  court-martial  awarded  ;  to  the  end  that  Congrefs  may  extend  their, 
mercy  to  fuch  offenders  as  they  may  judge  to  be  proper  objects  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  admiralty  order  a  court  of  enquiry  to 
be  inftituted  agreeably  to  the  foregoing  refolution,  to  enquire  into  the 
caufe  of  the  lofs  of  the  continental  fioop  Fly,  lately  commanded  by 
captain  James  Robinfon. 

A  petition  from  the  corporation  of  the  public  grammar  fchool,  or 
academy,  of  the  borough  of  Wilmington,  in  the  Delaware  ftate,  was 
read,  praying  a  compenfation  for  the  damages  done  to  their  public  fchool : 

Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  board  of  treafury,  there  to  be 
filed  with  papers  of  a  fnnilar  nature. 

Wedvesdat,  February  9,   1780. 
A  letter,  of  the  8th,  from  W.  Paca,  was  read,  fignifying  his  accep* 
iance  of  the  office  of  judge  of  the  court  of  appeals. 

Resolved,  That  the  reafonable  expenfe  any  ftate  hath  incurred,  or 
may  incur,  by  railing  and  having  in  the  continental  army  more  than 
what  fhall  hereafter  appear  to  have  been  their  juft  proportion  of  the 
troops  actually  ferving  in  the  faid  army  from  time  to  time,  fhall  be  al- 
lowed to  fuch  ftates,  and  equitably  adjufted  in  a  final  fettlement  of  their 
accounts  with  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  enfuing  campaign  the  ftates  be  refpe&ively 
required  to  furnifii,  by  draughts  or  otherwife,  on  or  before  the  frrft  day 
of  April  next,  their  refpective  deficiencies  of  the  number  of  35,21} 
men,  exclufive  of  commiliioned  officers,  which  Congrefs  deem,  neceffary 
for  the  fervice  of  the  prefent  year  :

That  all  the  men  whofe  times  of  fervice  do  not  expire  before  the 
iaft  day  of  September  next,  be  counted  towards  the  quotas  of  the 
States  to  which  they  reflectively  belong,  whether  they  compofe  the 
battalions  in  the  line  of  the  feveral  ilates,  thofe  of  the  additional  corps, 
including  the  guards,  the  artillery  and  horfe,  or  the  regimented  arti- 
ficers in  the  departments  of  the  quarter  mafter-general  and  commiflary- 
p;eneral  of  military  ftores,  who  being  credited  to  the  ftates  reflec- 
tively, fhould  be  provided  for,  deemed  and  treated  in  the  fame  manner 
with  the  men  in  the  feveral  ftate  lines  ;  and  it  is  recommended  to  the 
feveral  ftates  to  make  like  proviiion  for  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
artillery,  horfe,  additional  corps,  including  the  guards  and  regimented 
artificers,  as  maybe  made  in  purfuance  of  any  refolution  of  Congrefs, 
for  the  officers  and  men  of  their  refpective  battalions  ;  with  fuch  ex- 
ceptions, reflecting  the  regimented  artificers,  as  have  been  made  by 
Congrefs  in  their  acts  concerning  them  : 

That  the  commander  in  chief  be  forthwith  directed  to  tranfmitto  the 
feveral  ftates  accurate  returns  of  the  troops  now  in  fervice,  belonging 
or  credited  to  their  refpeetive  quotas  ;  to  the  intent  that  immediate 
meafures  be  taken  by  the  governments  of  the  ftates,  to  bring  the  men 
to  be  raifed  into  the  field,  with  certainty  and  expedition-.

Resolved,  That  the  prefident  inform  the  governor  of  the  ftate  of 
Georgia  that  a  general  exchange  of  prifoners  is  now  negociating,  and 
due"  regard  will  undoubtedly  be  paid  to  colonel  Elbert. 

Resolved,  That  notwithftanding  the  high  fenie  Congrefs  entertain 
of  the  merit  of  colonel  Elbert,  Congrefs  cannot  at  prefent  promote 
him  to  the  rank  of  brigadier  in  the  continental  army,  as  fuch  promo- 
tion would  be  productive  of  difcontent  in  the  line  of  the  army. 

Ordered,  That  the  resolution  refpecting  the  exchange  of  colonel 
Elbert,  be  tranfmitted  to  gen.  Wafhington. 

SATuRDjr,  February  12,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  governor  and  privy-council  of  the  ftate  of  South- 
Carolina  be  requefted  to  advance,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  military 
cheft,  fuch  fums  of  money,  being  part  of  the  taxes  railed  in  the  laid 
ftate,  for  the  ufe  of  the  United  States,  as  they,  on  confulting  the 
commanding  officer  in  the  fouthern  department,  may  find  neceffary  " 
for  the  public  fervice  there,  advifing  the  board  of  trealury  thereof: 
and  that,  on  receipt  of  the  documents  (hewing  fuch  payments  refpec- 
tively,  the  faid  board  credit,  the  ftate  with  the  fame,  from  the  dates 
when  they  were  feverally  made,  according  to  the  refolution  of  Congrefs 
of  the  6th  of  October  laft. 

Congrefs  relumed  the  consideration  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court- 
martial  on  the  trial  of  major-general  Arnold,  and  the  fame  being  gone 
through  ; 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Forbes,  feconded  by  Mr.  Jones,  that 
the  fentence  of  the  court-martial  be  confirmed  ;  oiv  which, 

The  yeas  and  nays  were  required,  and 

It  was  refolved  in  the  affirmative.

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tor's  regiment  of  artillery,  was  read,  requeuing  leave  to  refign  his  com*

fit-solved,  That  his  refignation  be  accepted. 

A  letter,  of  this  day,  from  Lawrence  Allman,  captain-lieutenant  in 
colonel  Prodlor's  regiment  of  artillery,  was  read,  requesting  leave  to  re- 
fign his  commiffion  : 

Resolved,  That  his  refignation  be  accepted. 

Tuesdat,  February  15,  1780. 
Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  letters  from  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  as 
far  as  they  relate  to  gen.  M'lntolh,  be  tranfmitted  to  that  officer, 
and  that  he  be  informed,  Congrefs  deem  it  inexpedient  to  employ 
him  at  prefent  in  the  fouthern  army  ;  and  therefore  his  fervices  in 
that  department  be  difpenfed  with,  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs.

A  memorial  from  John  Holker,  Eft],  agent  for  the  marine  of  France, 
&c.  was  read,  accompanied  with  an  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the 
court  of  admiralty  for  the  ftate  of  MafTachufetts-Bay,  on  the  libel, 
John  Tucker,  verfus  the  lhip  Le  Vera : 

Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  appeals.

Resolved,  That  the  memorial  of  captain  Ebenezer  Green,  one  of  the 
hoftages  at  the  Cedars,  be  referred  to  the  commander  in  chief,  who  is 
hereby  authorifed  and  directed  to  take  fuch  meafures,  relative  to  the 
faid  hoftages,  as  he  fhall  judge  moft  expedient.

eftablilhed,  and  be  injurious  to  the  rights  of  other  colonels  who  have 
been  longer  in  fervice  than  colonel  Armand  ;  and  being  defirous  as 
"well  to  promote  the  public  intereft,  as  to  teftify  their  good  opinion  of 
colonel  Armand,  by  affording  him  an  opportunity  of  continuing  in  the 
fervice  of  the  United  States, 

Resolved,  That  the  remains  of  the  legion  of  the  late  count  Pulaiki, 
be  incorporated  with  the  corps  of  colonel  Armand,  marquis  de  la 
Houerie,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  commander  inchif  of  the  fouthern  army 
ihall  think  proper :  the  united  corps  to  be  formed  into  a  legion  to  be 
commanded  by  colonel  Armand  ;  provided  however  that  general  Lin- 
coln has  not  already  entered  into  meaiures  for  complying  with  the  re~ 
folution  of  Congrefs  of  December  29th,    1779..

Resolved,  That  when  any  ftate  fhall  have  taken  the  neceffary  mea- 
fures  for  furnifhing  its  quota  of  the  laid  fupplies,  and  fhall  have  given 
information  thereof  to  Gongrefs,  fuch  ftate  be  authorifed  to  carry  into 
effect  the  refolution  of  the  17th  of  December  laft,  for  discontinuing 
purchafes  of  fuch  fupplies,  by  the  commjifaries  or  quartennafters 
within  the  fame. 

Resolved,  That  the  feveral  ftates  be  excufed  from  paying  into  the 
treafury  two-thirds  of  the  monies  which  they  were  called  on  to  raife 
monthly,  for  the  ufe  of  the  United  States,  by  the  refolution  of  the 
6th  of  October,    1779, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  ftates  to  furnifh  fuch 
parts  of  their  quotas  of  meat,  in  beef  cattle,  as  the  commiflaries  JhalL 
from  time  to  time  have  occafion  for,  to  fupply  the  army  with  frefh 
beef  through  the  different  feafons  of  the  year. 

That  only  fuch  quantities  of  beef  and  pork  be  falted,  to  be  deli- 
vered in  barrels,  as  lhall  be  requefted  by  the  commifTary-general.

Resolved,  That  lieutenant-colonel  Baldwin  be  allowed,  in  the  pav- 
ment  of  the  balance  due  by  him  to  the  United  States,  the  furn  of 
6491  dollars,  being  monies  which  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy, 
at  Skeenfborough,  without  any  default.

Irvine^ 
cf  the  23d  ult.  brought  in  a  report,   which  was  read  ;   whereupon,

That  each  regimental-paymafter,  within  two  weeks  after  the  receipt 
of  the  money,  pay  off  the  feveral  companies,  and  take  receipts  from  the 
foldiers  reflectively,  to  be  produced  as  his  vouchers  to  the  auditors,  at 
the  next  fettlcment  of  his  regimental  pay-roll. 

That  the  laid  auditors  examine  and  fettle  the  faid  accounts,  and 
the  balance,  if  any,  which  may  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  faid  pay- 
mafter,  by  reafon  of  cafualties  in  the  regiment,  after  the  taking  o£ 
the  mufter-roll  aforefaid,  be  refunded,  as  directed  by  the  reiblutions 
of  CoRgrefs  of  the  6th  day  of  February,    1778. 

That  arrears  of  clothing  due  to  prifoners,  or  the  legal  reprefentatives 
of  fuch  as  from  time  to  time  may  have  died  in  the  fervice,  be  paid  for 
in  the  manner  directed  in  fimilar  cafes  of  arrears  of  pay  by  the  faid  lafl 
recited  refplutions. 

The  board  of  treafury,  to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  of  January 
26th,  from  the  board  of  war,  refpe&ing  the  right  of  perfons  out  of 
office  to  draw  pay,  rations  and  fubfiftence,  while  fettling  their  ac-« 
counts,  brought  in  a  report  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  no  allowance  of  pay,  rations  or  fubfiftence,  ought 
to  be  made  to  any  peribn  after  he  ceafes  to  be  in  office. 

That  if  any  iffuer  deliver  out  public  ftores  to  fuch  perfons,  without 
being  authorifed  by  a  refolution  of  Congrefs,  the  fame  ought  to  be 
charged  to   his  account.

Sa^urdat,  March  11,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  commander  in  chief  be  empowered  and  directed, 
to  make  the  moil  falutary  regulations  polfible  for  modifying  the  prac- 
tice of  taking  men  from  the  regiments  to  act  as  fervants  to  officers, 
which  has  heretofore  been  attended  with  many  bad  confequences  : 

That  every  officer  who  by  fuch  regulation  fhall  be  entitled  to  a  fer- 

vant,  and  who  fhall  enlift,  to  ferve  during  the  war,  a  youth  not  under 

fifteen  nor  exceeding  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  who  from  appearances 

is  likely  to  prove  an  able-bodied  foldier,  fuch  officer    {hall  retain  the 

j\xih  lb  enlifted  as  his  fervant  until,  in  the  opinion  of  the  infpec\or* 
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general,  or  one  of  _the  fub-infpe&ors,  he  fhall  be  fit  to  bear  arm-  ; 
and  the  youth  {hall  receive  the  bounty  money,  clothing,  pay  and  ra- 
tions of  a  foldier  ;  and  the  officer  to  whom  fuch  fervant  lhall  be  at- 
tached, is  not  to'be  allowed  a  man  out  of  the  ranks,  on  any  pretence 
whatibever,  while  fuch  fervant  remains  with  him.  In  cafe  of  the 
death  or  refignation  of  filch  officer,  the  fervant  to  be  turned  over  to 
fome  other  officer,  in  the  regiment,  entitled  to  a  fervant.  The  like 
allowances  of  clothing,  pay  and  rations  lhall  be  given  to  any  officer 
entitled  as  aforefaid  to  a  fervant  who  fhall  bring  into  the  field  with 
him  a  fervant  of  his  own  ;  the  officer  in  fuch  cafe  not  to  be  allowed  a 
fervant  out  of  the  line. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  war  give  the  neceffary  directions  for 
replacing,  out  of  the  public  ftores,  as  foon  as  a  fufficient  quantity  can 
be  {"pared,  the  flour  borrowed  of  Mr.  Holker,  agent  for  the  marine  of 
France  in  the  year  1779,  for  the  ufe  of  the  United  States. 

■-Resolved,  That  the  legiflature  of  the  ftate  of  Maryland  be  requefted 
to  deliver  to  Mr.  Holker,  or  his  agent,  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of 
May  next,  out  of  the  quantity  of  flour  called  for  by  the  resolution  of 
the  25th  of  February  laft,  fuch  a  quantity  as,  with  what  has  has  been 
already  purchafed  and  now  in  the  poffeffion  of  Mr.  Flolker's  agent,  in 
Maryland,  will  complete  the  quantity  of  15,000  barrels  for  the  marine 
of  France. 

Resolved,  That  the  legiflature  of  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania  be  re- 
queued to  deliver  to  Mr.  Holker,  or  his  agent,  on  or  before  the  firft 
day  of  May  next,  as  a  part  of  the  fupplies  called  for  by  the  laid  re- 
fe'utions  of  the  2  5  th  of  February  laft,  6000  barrels  of  flour,  600  barrels 
of  pork,  and  200  barrels  of  beef  for  the  ufe  of  the  marine  of  France. 

Resolved,  That  the  legiflature  of  the  ftate  of  Connecticut  be  re- 
qnefted  to  deliver  to  Mr.  Holker,  or  his  agent,  on  or  before  the  firft 
day  of  May  next,  as  a  part  of  the  fupplies  called  for  from  that  ftate, 
.1000  barrrels  of  pork  and  155  5  barrels  of  flour  for  the  above  purpofe. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  fupplies,  when  delivered,  be  charged  to 
Mr.  Holker,  in  account  with  the  United  States,  in  fpecie,  at  prices 
fixed  in  the  faid  refolutioi's  of  the  25th  of  February  laft. 

Resolved,  That  the  deputy-quarter'mafter-generai  and  principal 
purchaiing-commiffary  in  the  fouthern  army  afcertain,  in  the  beft  man- 
ner circumftances  will  admit,  the  quantities  of  forage  and  provifiqn? 
fhpplied  by  the  inhabitants  to  the  forces  of  his  moft  Ghriftian  majefty 
while  T.he  armies  lay  before  Savannah  laft  September  and  October,  and 
pay  for  the  fame  what  they  were  reasonably  worth,  keeping  exact  and 
feparate  accounts  of  the  fums  fo  paid,  and  tranfmitting  the  fame  to 
the  treafury  board,  as  focn  as  may  be.

F"r  having  pleafed  the  righteous  Governor  of  the  World,  for  the 
puniihmen't  of  our  manifold  offences,  to  permit  the  fword  of  war  flail  to 
harafs  our  country,  it  becomes  us  to  endeavour,  by  humbling  ourfelves. 
before:  him,  and  turning  from  every  evil  way,  to  avert  his  anger  and 
obtain  his  favour  and  bleffing  :   it  is  therefore  hereby  recommended  to 

'•'•  i     :  1  ftates, 
c'  That  WEDNESDAY,  the  twenty-fixth  day  of  April  next,  be  £et 
apart  and  obfcrvefl  fc  a  day  ef  FASTING,  HUMILIATION  and. 
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PRAYER,  that  we  may,  with  one  heart  and  one  voice,  implore  the 
Sovereign  Lord  of  Heaven  and  Earth  to  remember  mercy  in  his  judg- 
ments ; — to  make  us  fincerely  penitent  for  onr  tranfgrc (lions  ; — to 
prepare  us  for  deliverance,  and  to  remove  the  evils  with  which  he  hath 
been  pleafed  to  vifit  us  ; — to  banifh  vice  and  irreligion  from  among  usj 
and  efbiblilh  virtue  and  piety  by  his  divine  grace  ;— to  b lei's  all  public 
councils  throughout  the  United  States,  giving  them  wifdorn,  firmnefs 
and  unanimity,  and  directing  them  to  the  belt  meafures  for  the  public 
good  ; — .to  blefs  the  magistrates  and  people  of  every  rank,  and  animate 
and  unite  the  hearts  of  all  to  promote  the  interefts  of  their  country  ;  to 
blefs  the  public  defence,  inspiring  all  commanders  and  foldiers  with 
magnanimity  and  perfeverance,  and  giving  vigour  and  fuccefs  to  the 
military  operations  by  fea  and  land  ;  to  blefs  the  illuftrious  Sovereign 
and  the  nation  in  alliance  with  thefe  dates,  and  all  who  intereft  them- 
felves  in  the  fupport  of  our  rights  and  liberties  ; — to  make  that  al- 
liance of  perpetual  and  exteniive  ufefulnefs  to  thofe  immediately  con- 
cerned, and  mankind  in  general ; — to  grant  fruitful  feafons,  and  to 
blefs  our  induftry,  trade  and  manufactures  ; — to  blefs  all  fchools  and 
feminaries  of  learning,  and  every  means  of  instruction  and  education  ;

A  letter,  of  January  12th,  from  Thomas  Waring,  fenior,  was  read, 
declining  the  office  of  a  commiiiioner  of  the  board  of  admiralty,  to 
which  he  was  elected. 

Resolved,  That  the  loan  continued  to  the  firft  of  the  prefent  month, 
by  the  refolution  of  the  6th  of  October  laft,  be  further  continued  to  the 
amount  of  the  blank  loan-office  certificates  which  are  already  ordered 
by  Congrefs  to  be  (truck. 

Saturday  March  18,  1780. 
These  United  States  having  been  driven  into  this  juft  and  necef- 
fary  war,  at  the  time  when  no  regular  civil  governments  were  eftablifhed, 
of  fufficient  energy  to  enforce  the  collection  of  taxes,  or  to  provide 
funds  for  the  redemption  of  fuch  bills  of  credit  as  their  neceffities  ob- 
liged them  to  iffue  ;  and  before  the  powers  of  Europe  were  fufficiently 
convinced  of  the  juftice  of  their  caufe,  or  of  the  probable  event  of 
the  controversy,  to  afford  them  aid  or  credit,  in  confecmence  of  which, 
their  bills  increafing  in  quantity  beyond  the  fum  neceffary  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  a  circulating  medium,  and  wanting,  at  the  fame  time,  Specific 
funds  to  reft  on  for  their  redemption,  they  have  Seen  them  daily  fink 
in  value,  notv/Vhftanding  every  effort  that  has  been  made  to  fupport 
the  fame  ;  inibmuch  that  they  are  now  puffed,  by  common  content, 
in  mod  parts  of  thefe  United  States,  at  leaft  39-40ths  below  their 
nominal  value,  and  (till  remain  in  a  State  of  depreciation,  whereby  the 
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community  fuffers  great  injuftice,  the  public  finances  are  deranged, 
and  the  neceffary  difpofitions  for  the  defence  of  the  country  are  much 
impeded  and  perplexed ;  and  whereas,  effectually  to  remedy  thefe 
evils,  for  which  purpofe  the  United  States  are  now  become  competent, 
their  independency  being  well  alTured,  their  civil  governments  eftab- 
lifhed  and  vigorous,  and  the  fpirit  of  their  citizens  ardent  for  exertion, 
it  is  neceffary  fpeedily  to  reduce  the  quantity  of  the  paper  medium 
in  circulation,  and  to  eftablifh  and  appropriate  funds  that  mall  enlure 
the  punctual  redemption  of  the  bills;   therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  feveral  ftates  continue  to  bring  into  the  conti- 
nental treafury,  by  taxes  or  otherwife,  their  full  quotas  of  15,000,000 
dollars  monthly,  as  afligned  them  by  the  refolution  of  the  7th  of 
October,  1779  ;  a  claufe  in  the  refolution  of  the  23d  of  February  laft, 
for  relinquishing  two-thirds  of  the  laid  quotas,  to  the  contrary  not- 
withftanding  ;  and  that  the  ftates  be  further  called  on  to  make  pro- 
vilion  for  continuing  to  bring  into  the  laid  treafury  their  like  quotas 
monthly,  to  the  month  of  April,    1781,  inclufive  : 

That  filver  and  gold  be  receivable  in  payment  of  the  faid  quotas, 
af.  the  rate  of  one  Spaniih  milled  dollar  in  lieu  of  40  dollars  of  the 
bills  now  in  circulation. 

That  the  faid  bills,  as  paid  in,  except  for  the  months  of  January 
and  February  paft,  which  may  be  neceffary  for  the  difcharge  of  pall 
contracts,  be  not  re-iffued,  but  deftroyed. 

That  as  faft  as  the  faid  bills  fliall  be  brought  in  to  be  deftroyed,^ 
and  funds  mall  be  eftablilhed,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  for  other  bills, 
other  bills  be  iffued,  not  to  exceed,  on  any  account,  one-twentieth 
part  of  the  nominal  fum  of  the  bills  brought  in  to  be  deftroyed. 

That  the  bills  which  fliall  be  iffued,  be  redeemable  in  fpecie,  within 
fix  years  after  the  prefent,  and  hear  an  intereft  at  the  rate  of  five  per 
centum  per  annum,  to  be  paid  alfo  in  fpecie  at  the  redemption  of  the 
bills,  or,  at  the  election  of  the  holder,  annually,  at  the  refpective  con- 
tinental loan-offices,  in  fterling  bills  of  exchange,  drawn  by  the 
United  States  on  their  commiffioners  in  Europe,  at  4.?.  6d.  fterling 
per  dollar. 

That  the  faid  new  bills  iffue  on  the  funds  of  individual  ft3t.es,  for 
that  purpofe  eftabliflied,  and  be  figned  by  perfons  appointed  by  them, 
and  that,  the  faith  of  the  United  States  be  alfo  pledged  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  faid  hills,  in  cafe  any  ftate  on  whole  funds  they  lhall  be 
emitted,  Humid,  by  the  events  of  war,  be  rendered  incapahle  to  redeem 
them  ;  which  undertaking  of  the  United  States,  and  that  of  drawing 
bills  of  exchange,  for  payment  of  intereft  as  aforefaid,  lhall  be  endorfed 
en  the  bills  to  be  emitted,  and  figned  by  a  commifnoner  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  Congrefs  for  that  purpofe. 

That  the  face  of  the  bills   to  be  emitted  read  as  follows,  viz. 

The  poffeffor  of  this  bill  fliall  be  paid  Spaniih  milled  dollars, 

by  the  31ft  day  of  December,  1786,  Avith  intereft,  in  like  money,  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  by  the  ftate  of  ,  ac- 

cording to  an  act  of  the  legiflature  of  the  faid  ftate,  of  the 
day  of  ,1780. 

And  the  endorfement  fliall  be  as  follows,  viz.

draw  bills  of  exchange  for  the  intereft  annually,  if  demanded)  accord- 
ing to  a  refolution  of  Congrefsof  the  18th  day  of  March,   1780. 

That  the  laid  new  bills  (hall  be  (truck  under  the  direction  of  the 
board  of  treafury,  indue  proportion  for  each  ftate,  according  to  their 
laid  monthly  quotas,  and  lodged  in  the  continental  loan-offices  in  the 
refpecYive  ftates,  where  the  commiilioner  to  be  appointed  by  Gongrefs, 
in  conjunction  with  fuch  perfons  as  the  refpecYive  Hates  appoint,  fhall 
attend  the  figning  of  the  laid  bills  ;  which  fhall  be  completed  no  fuller 
than  in  the  aforefaid  proportion  of  one  to  twenty  of  the  other  bills 
brought  in  to  be  deftroyed,  and  which  fhall  be  lodged  for  thatpurpofe 
in  the  laid  loan-offices. 

That  as  the  faid  new  bills  are  figned  and  completed,  the  ftates  re- 
spectively, on  whole  funds  they  iffue,  receive  fix-tenths  of  them,  and 
that  the  remainder  be  fubjecY  to  the  orders  of  the  United  States, 
and  credited  to  the  dates  on  whole  funds  they  are  ilfued,  the  accounts 
whereof  fhall  be  adjuited  agreeably  to  the  refolution  of  the  6th  of 
Odober,    1779. 

That  the  i'aid  new  bills  be  receivable  in  payment  of  the  faid  monthly 
quotas,  at  the  fame  rate  as  aforefaid  of  fpecie  ;  the  intereft  thereon  to 
be  computed  to  the  refpecYive  ftates,  to  the  day  the  payment  becomes 
due. 

That  the  refpe&ive  ftates  be  charged  with  fuch  parts  of  the  intereft 
on  their  faid  bills,  as  fhall  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  in  bills  of 
exchange  ;  and  the  accounts  thereof  fhall  be  adjufted  agreeably  to  the 
refolution  aforefaid,  of  the  6th  of  October,    17  79. 

That  whenever  intereft  on  the  bills  to'  be  emitted  fhall  be  paid  prior 
to  their  redemption,  fuch  bills  fhall  be  thereupon  exchanged  for  others 
of  the  like  tenor,  to  bear  date  from  the  expiration  of  the  year  for 
which  fuch  intereft  is  paid. 

That  the  feveral  ftates  be  called  on  to  provide  funds  for  their  quotas 
of  the  faid  new  biUs,  to  be  fo  productive  as  to  fink  or  redeem  one  iixch 
part  of  them   annually,  after  the  firft  day  of  January  next. 

That  nothing  in  tbe  foregoing  refolution  fhall  be  conitrued  to  af- 
certainthe  proportions  of  the  expenfe  incurred  by  the  war,  which  each 
ftate  on  a  final  adjuftment  ought  to  be  charged  with,  or  to  exclude  the. 
claims  of  any  ftate  to  have  the  prices  at  which  different  ftates  have 
furnilhed  fupplies  for  the  army  hereafter  taken  into  confideration  and 
equitably  adjufted. 

That  the  foregoing  refolutions,  with  a  letter  from  the  prefident,  be 
difpatched  to  the  executive  of  the  feveral  ftates,  and  that  they  be  re- 
quefted  to  call  their  affemblies,  if  not  already  convened,  as  fpeedily  as 
polbble,  to  take  them  into  immediate  confideration,  to  eftablifh  ample 
and  certain  funds  for  the  purpofes  therein  mentioned,  and  to  take  every 
other  meafure  neceffary  to  carry  the  fame  into  full  and  vigorous  effect, 
and  that  they  tranlhiit  their  acts  for  that  purpoi'e  to  Gongrefs  without 
delay. 

Monday,  March  20,    1780. 
Mr.  James  Mauiion,   jun.  a  delegate  from  Virginia,  attended  and 
produced  the  credentials  of  his  appointment,  which  were  read. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  feveral  ftates,  tc  revile 
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their  laws,  enacted  purfuant  to  a  former  refolution  of  Congrefs,  mac-. 
ing  the  continental  bills  of  credit  a  tender  in  difcharge  of  debts  and 
contracts,  and  to  amend  the  fame  in  fuch  manner  as  they  fhall  judge- 
mo  ft  conducive  to  juftice,  in  the  pre  fen  t  ftate  of  the  paper  currency :  and 
That  it  be,  further  recommended,  that  the  laid  laws  be  enacted  in 
fuch  manner  that  no  perfons  may  take  unjuft  advantage  to  defeat  the 
good  purpofes  of  this  refolution,  by  availing  themfelves  of  the  notice 
thereof,  before  the  palling  of  the  feveral  acts.

Resolved*  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  governments  of  the  feveral 
ftates,  to  l'ufpend  making  new  appointments  of  officers  in  the  regiments

'pointments  indifpenfably  neceffary. 

OhTTreticn  to  proceed  to  the  order  of  the  day  for  taking  into  conn- 
deration  the  difputes  and  differences  relative  to  the  jurifdiction  of  the 
ilates  of  New-York,  Maffachufetts-Bay  and  New-Hampfhire,  or  fuch 
of  them  as  have  paffed  laAVs,  agreeably  to  a  recommendation  of  Con- 
grefs of  the  24th  of  September  laft,  on  the  one  part,  and  the  people  of 
a  certain  tract  of  a  country  called  the  New-Hampfhire  Grants,  who 
claim  to  be  a  feparate  jurifdiction,  on  the  other  part. 

Ordered,  That  the  fame  be  poftponed,  nine  ftates,  exclufive  of  thofe 
who  are  parties  to  the  queftion,  not  being  reprefented  in  Congrefs. 

Wedncsdai',  March  22,  1780. 
Resolved,  That  the  office  of  commiffioner  of  clothing  accounts,  efta-. 
blilhed  by'refolve  of  Congrefs  of  the  2d  March,  1779,  be  difcontinued,. 
after  fix  months  from  the  date  hereof;  and  that  all  perfons  having 
clothing  accounts  for  the  year  1777,  and  Avho  do  not  exhibit  them  to 
the  laid  commiffioner  within  that  period,  fhall  not  receive  any  conv 
penfation  for  any  arrearages  they  may  hereafter  claim  to  be  due  to. 
them* 

Thuhsdat,  March  23,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  authorifed  to  accept  the 
bills  drawn  by  major-general  Lincoln,  to  be  paid,  at  the  election  ot  the 
holder,  either  in  loan-office  certificates  or  in  cafh,  with  intereft,  as 
icon  as  the  treafury  fliali  be  in  condition. 

Resolved,  That  Jeffe  Brown  be  continued  an  exprefs  rider  until  the 
-ooft  riders  fhall  be  eftabliffied,  agreeable  to  the  refolution  of  December 
27th,    1779,  or  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs, 

SAfuiiDAr,   March  25,    1780. 

Mr.  Francis  Kinloch,  one  of  the  delegates  for  South-Carolina,  at- 
tended and  produced  the  credentials  of  the  delegates  for  that  ftate^ 
which  were  read. 

Congrefs  being  informed  that  Mr.  Forbes,  one  of  the  delegates  for 
the  ftate  of  Maryland,  died  this  morning,  and  that  it  is  propofed  to 
inter  his  remains  to-morrow  evening  ; 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  will  in  a  bod}-  attend  the  funeral  to-mor-. 
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row  evening,  at  five  o'clock,  as  mourners,  with  a  crape  round  the  left 
arm,  and  will  continue  in  mourning  for  the  fpace  of  one  month. 

That  Mr.  Plater,  Mr.  Jones,  and  Mr.  Mathews  be  a  committee  to 
fuperintend  the  funeral  :  and  that  the  reverend  Mr.  White  be  noti- 
fied to  officiate  upon  the  occafion. 

That  the  faid  committee  be  directed  to  invite  the  general  affembly 
and  the  prefident  and  iupreme  executive  council  of  Pennfylvania,  the 
minifter  plenipotentiary  of  France,  and  other  perfons  of  diftinction 
now  in  town,  to  attend  the  funeral. 

Resolved^  That  the  papers  and  original  affidavits,  relative  to  the 
capture  of  the  brig  Eagle,  John  Afhmead,  commander,  under  a  fort 
in  the  iiland  of  Saba,  be  Hied  in  the  office  of  the  fecretary  of  the 
United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled. 

That  authenticated  copies  thereof,  figned  by  the  faid  fecretary,  be 
tranl'mitted  to  their  high  mightineffes  the  ftates  general  of  the  United. 
Provinces,  by  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  of  thefe  United  States  at 
the  court  of  Verfailles  ;  and  that  he  be  directed  to  apply  to  them  for 
their  aid  in  procuring  fatisfaction  for  the  lofs  of  the  laid  brig  Eagle 
and  cargo  ;  and  for  fome  afTiiran.ee  that  the  flag  of  the  United  States 
of  America  fhall  be  protected  from  infult  when  in  the  ports  of  the 
United  Provinces.

Resolved,  That  the  relblutions  of  July  2d,  1779,  granting  further 
time  for  bringing  in  bills  of  credit  of  the  emifiions  of  May,  1777,  and 
April  11th,  1778,  called  out  of  circulation  by  the  refolution  of  Janu- 
ary 2d,  1779,  except  the  providing  claufe,  be  revived  and  extended 
to  the  firft  day  of  January  next  :

the  length  of  time  he  had  been  in  captivity  ;  and  whereas  it  further 
appears  to  Congrefs  that  26  officers,  taken  at  fort  Montgomery  the 
16th  of  October,  1777,  and  14  taken  between  the  16th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1777,  and  May,  1778,  and  17  taken  Auguft  22,  1777, 
at  Staten-Ifland,  have  received  the  fum  of  £.  32,  New-York  money,, 
more  than  other  officers  who  were  captured  about  the  fame  period  of 
time  ;  and  moreover  that  thofe  who  were  on  parole  upon  Long-Ifland, 
before  the  arrival  of  the  Philadelphia  prifofrers  at  New- York,  have 
received  an  allowance  of  2  dollars  a  week  of  their  board,  of  which 
thofe  confined  in  Philadelphia  had  not  the  benefit. 

Resolved)  That,  as  Congrefs  mean  to  extend  their  care  and  atten- 
tion, without  diflin&ion,  to  all  their  officers  who  have  the  misfortune 
to  be  captured  by  the  enemy,  the  fum  of  £.  4194  New- York  money, 
in  fpecie,  equal  to  10,485  dollas,  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  com- 
miffary-general  of  prifoners,  out  of  which  he  be  directed  to  pay  to 
each  of  the  cfikeis  confined  in  Philadelphia,  while  the  enemy  had 
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pofleflion  of  the  city,  and  now  in  captivity,  the  fum  of  £.  32  like 
money,  equal  to  80  dollars,   and  the   farther    fum  of  to  the 

fame  perfons  refpeclively,  to  be  computed  at  the  rate  of  2  dollars  a- 
week  from  the  time  of  their  being  priioners  until  their  board  was  paid 
\>j  the  public. 

That  a  farther  fum  of  money,  in  fpecie,  equal  to  £.  1493  New- 
York  currency,  equal  to  3732-i  dollars,  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the 
commiffary-general  of  priioners,  for  the  purpofe  of  levelling  all  the 
officers,  agreeably  to  the  different  terms  of  their  captivity,  to  the  end 
that  each  individual  may,  according  to  his  circumftances,  participate 
of  an  equal  mare  of  the  public  provifion.

fuch  other  fliips  and  veffels  bringing  perfons  with  intent  to  fettle  and 
refide  within,  the  United  States,  which  you  fhall  fuller  to  pafs  unmo- 
lefted,  the  commanders  thereof  permitting  a  peaceable  fearch  and  giv- 
ing fatisfact.ory  information  of  the  contents  of  the  lading,  and  defti- 
nation  of  the  voyages).  And  you  may  alio  annoy  the  enemy  by  all 
the  means  in  your  power,  by  land  as  well  as  by  water,  taking  care  not 
to  infringe  or  violate  the  laws  of  nations,  or  the  laws  of  neutrality. 

II.  You  are  to  pay  a  facred  regard  to  the  rights  of  neutral  powers, 
and  the  ufage  and  cuftom  of  civilized  nations  ;  and  on  no  pretence 
whatever  prefume  to  take  or  feize  any  fliips  or  veffels  belonging  to  the 
fubjecls  of  princes  or  powers  in  alliance  with  thei'e  United  States,  ex- 
cept they  are  employed  in  carrying  contraband  goods  or  ioldiers  to 
our  enemies  ;  and  in  fuch  cafe  you  are  to  conform  to  the  ftipulations 
contained  in  the  treaties  fubiiiting  between  fuch  princes  or  powers

due  form  of  law,  concerning  fuch  captures. 

IV.  You  Hi  ill  fend  the  mailer  or  pilot,  and  one  or  more  principal 
perfon  or  perfons  of  the  company  of  every  fhip  or  velTel  by  you  taken, 
in  fuch  fhip  or  veffel,  as  foon  after  the  capture  as  may  be,  to  be 
by  the  judge  or  judges  of  fuch  court  as  aforefaid  examined  upon  oath, 
and  make  anfwer  to  fuch  interrogatories  as  may  be  propounded,, 
touching  the  intereft  or  property  of  the  fhip  or  veffel  and  her  lading  ;

You  fhall  keep  and  preferve  every  fhip  or  veffel  and  cargo  by 
you  taken,  until  they  fhall,  by  fentence  of  a  court  properly  authorifed, 
be  adjudged  lawful  prize,  or  acquitted,  not  felling,  fpoiling,  wafting 
or  diminifhing  the  fame,  or  breaking  the  bulk  thereof,  nor  fuffering 
any  fuch  thing  to  be  done., 

VI.  If  you,  or  any  of  your  officers  or  crew,  fhall,  in  cold  blood, 
till  or  maim.,  or,  by  torture  or  otherwife,  cruelly,  inhumanly,  and 
contrary  to  common  ufage  and  the  practice  of  civilized  nations  in  war,, 
treat  any  perfon  or  perfons  furprifed  in  the  fhip  or  veffel  you  fhall 
take,  the  offender  fhall  be  feverely  punilhed. 

VII.  You  fhall,  by  all  convenient  opportunities,  fend  to  the  board 
of  admiralty  written  accounts  of  the  captures  you  fhall  make,  with 
the  number  and  names  of  the  captives,  and  intelligence  of  what  may 
occur,  or  be  discovered  concerning  the  defigns  of  the  enemy,  and 
the  deftinations,  motions  and  operations  of  their  fleets  and  ar- 
roies. 

VIII.  One-third,  at  leaft,  o£  your  whole  company,  fhall  be  land-, 
men. 

IX.  You  ihal!  not  ranfom  or  difcharge  any  prifoners  or  captives, 
but  you  are  to  take  the  utmoft  care  to  bring  them  into  port ;  and  if, 
from  any  neceffity,  you  fhall  be  obliged  to  difmifs  any  prifoners  at 
lea,  you  fhall,  on  your  return  from  your  cruile,  make  report  thereof 
on  oath,  to  the  judge  of  the  admiralty  of  the  ftate  to  which  you  be- 
long, or  in  which  you  arrive,  within  twenty  days  after  your  arrival, 
with  your  reafons  for  fuch  difmiffion.

XI.  If  you  fhall  do  any  thing  contrary  to  thefe  inftruclions,  or  to 
others  hereafter  to  be  given,  or  willingly  fuffer  fuch  thing  to  be  done, 
you  fhall  not  only  forfeit  your  commiilion,  and  be  liable  to  an  action 
for  breach  of  the  condition  of  your  bond,  but  be  refponfible  to  the 
party  grieved,  for  damages  fuftained  by  fuch  maiveriation, 
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Resolved,  That  the  board  of  admiralty  be  empowered  and  dire&ed 
to  caufe  to  be  printed,  fo  many  copies  of  faid  forms  as  they  ihall  judg« 
neceffary.

and  fhall  contain  the  numbers,  dates,  fums,  names  in  which  the  certi- 
ficates were  taken  out,  and  the  time  when,  the  place  where,  and  the 
means  by  which  they  were  deftroyed. 

2d.  That  a  copy  of  the  advertifement  be  lodged  in  the  loan-office 
whence  the  certificates  iffued,  together  with  fuch  teftimony  as  can  be 
procured,  ascertaining  the  time  when,  the  place  where,  and  the  meaji^ 
by  which,  the  deftruclion  happened  ;  which  copies  and  teftimonies 
Until  be  duly  certified  by  the  loan-officer,  to  be  laid  by  the  party  claim- 
ing the  renewal  before  the  board  of  treafury,  who  ihall  finally  decide 
on  the  fufficiency  thereof. 

3d.  That  the  party  claiming  the  renewal  enter  into  bond  to  fuch 
loan  officer  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  with  two  or  more  fufficient 
freeholders,  as  i'ecurities,  in  double  the  amount  of  the  value  of  the 
certificates  claimed  to  be  renewed,  with  condition  to  indemnify  the 
United  States  againft  the  holders  of  the  certificates  faid  to  be  def- 
troyed, lhould  any  fuch  afterwards  appear.

ceive  with  pleafure  a  tender  of  the  further  fervices  of  fo  gallant  afid> . 
meritorious  an  officer.

Resolved,  That  the  Iegiflatures  from  New-H'ampfhire  to  Virginia, 
inclufive,  be  requefted  to  inveft  their  executive  authority,  or  fome 
other  perfons,  with  fitch  powers  as  will  enable  them,  on  the  applica- 
tion  of  the  committee  aforefaid,  to  draw  forth,  at  this  critical  period, 
the  refources  of  the  ftate.

Resolved,  That  the  furlough  heretofore  granted  to  lieut.  col.  Fleury, 
be  farther  extended  for  the  fpace  of  nine  months.   '  ' 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  Congrefs  it  is  highly  inexpedient 
for  any  of  the  ftates  to  permit  the  exportation  of  provifions  to  foreign 
parts,  until  the  exigencieb  of  the  public  fervice  are  more  fully  afcer- 
tained  and  provided  for  than  at  grefent. 

That  it  be  moft  earneftly  recommended  to  the  Delaware  ftate,  again

That  in  cafes  when  the  notes  or  certificates  held  by  any  perfon, 
fhall  exceed  the  amount  of  the  taxes  due  from  fuch  perfon,  at  the  time 
they  are  paid  in,  the  furplus  be  credited  by  the  ftate  to  fuch  perfon, 
and  allowed  in  future  taxes,  under  fuch  checks  and  fecurities  as  the 
refpective  legiflatures  may  think  beft  i'uited  to  their  different  modes  of 
collection  ;  and  that  fuch  furplus  bear  an  intereft  cf  fix  per  cent,  till 
thus  difcounted. 

Resolved,  That  the  faid  notes  or  certificates,  fo  indorfed  and  re- 
ceived by  the  collectors  as  aforefaid,  being  by  the  treafurer  of  fuch 
ftate  delivered  to  the  principals  of  the  refpective  departments,  from 
whom  payment  is  due,  or  their  agents  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  receipts  of  the  faid  principals  or  agents,  making  the  princi-

A  memorial  of  John  M'Alifter  was  read,  inclofing  a  copy  of  ths 
record  of  his  trial  and  acquittal  by  the  verdict  of  a  jury,  upon  an  in* 
diftment  for  the  frauds  mentioned  in  the  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the 
22d  of  June,    1779. 

A  memorial  from  the  officers  of  the  5th  New-York  regiment  was 
read  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  not  expedient  at  prefent  to  make  any  partial 
reduction  in  the  army  of  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  lieut.  col.  John  Bailey  be  informed,,  that,  from  a 
confederation  of  all  circumftances,  Congrefs  do  not  judge  it  expedient 
at  prefcnt  to  appoint  another  brigadier  from  the  line  of  ths  troops  of 
MaiTachufetts-Bay.

That,  on  the  application  of  J.  Wilkinfon,  clothier-general,  approved 
by  the  board  of  war,  a  warrant  illue  on  Joieph  Borden,  commiliioner 
of  the  continental  Ioan-oiEce  for  the  ftate  of  New-Jerfey,  in  his  favour, 
for  54,000  dollars,  for  the  uie  of  the  hide  department,  and  for  which 
the  faid  James  Wilkinfon  is  to  be  accountable  : 
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That  a  warrant  i'ffue  on  Gerard  Bancker,  treafurer  of  the  ftate  of 
New-York,  in  favour  of  Charles  Pettit,  affiftant-quartermafter-general, 
en  account  of  Nathaniel  Greene,  quartermafter-general,  for  110,000 
dollars  (part  of  the  monies  railed  in  the  faid  ftate  for  the  ule  of  the 
United  States),  for  the  purpofe  of  paying  three  months  pay  to  the  bat- 
teau-men  who  are  engaged  at  Albany,  to  ferve  for  the  campaign  ;  and 
for  which  the  faid  Nathaniel  Greene  is  to  be  accountable.

•    M.  Benjamin  Huntington,  a  delegate  from  the  ftate  of  Connecticut) 
attended  and  took  his  feat  in  Congrels. 

Mr.  T.  Matlack,  a  deputy  for  Pennsylvania,  attended,  when  the 
credentials  of  the  delegates  of  that  ftate  were  read. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter,  of  May  27th,  from 
gen.  Waihington,  and  who  were  directed  to  confer  thereon  with  a: 
committee  cf  the  general  affembly  and  fupreme  executive  council  of 
the  hate  of  Pennfylvania,  reported  the  refult  of  their  conference,  and 
the  meafures  purfuing  by  the  faid  ftate  :  whereupon, 
.  jResolvtd,  That  the  fupplies  which  any  of  the  ftates  mall,  upon  re- 
quifiticn  for  that  purpofe,  furnilli  of  articles  not  required  from  them 
by  the-  relblution  of  the  25th  day  of  February  laft,  or  to  a  greater 
amount  than  is  required  by  the  laid  relblution,  mall  be  credited  them 
in  a  future  requifition  of  ipecifxc  fupplies  from  the  feveral  ftates,  or  in 
iieu  of  the  like  value  of  other  articles,  which  fuch  ftates  are  already 
called  on  to  furniJh,  or,  at  the  election  of  the  ftate,  ihall  be  paid  for, 
with  intereft  at  fix  per  cent,  as  fait  as  money  can  be  procured  for  that 
paflpsfe. 

Unsolved,  That  his  excellency  governor  Livingfton,  be  informed, 
in  anfwer  to  his  letter  of  May  16th,  that  fundry  applications  have 
heretofore  been  made  to  Congrels  for  relief  in  cafes  that  are  not  dif- 
tingui (liable. fiom  the  cafe  of  John  Hopper,  mentioned  in  his  letter 
ai'orefaid,  and  many  cafes  exift  to  which  the  principle  advanced  by  his 
excellency  will  apply  ;  but  Congrels,  though  deeply  affected  by  their 
calamities,  have  not  yet  found  it  expedient  to  enter  into  a  confidera- 
tion  of  meafures  for  the  particular  relief  of  fuch  fufferers  ;  nor  is  it 
probable  that  the  inevitable  exigencies  of  the  war  will  permit  Con- 
grels to  enter  into  fuch  conliderations  until  peace  mall  be  reltored  to 
the  United  States.

Whereas  ii.  is  repreienud  to  Congrefs,  and'by  authentic  evidence 
laid  before  them  it  appears,  that  the  people  inhabiting  the  diftrict  of 
country,  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  the  New-FIampll.ire  Grants, 
and  claiming  to  be  an  independent  ltate,  have,  notwithstanding  the 
refolutions  of  Congrels  of  the  2i:h  of  September)  and  2.1  of  October, 
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proceeded  as  a  feparate  government  to  make  graivts  of  lands  and  feles 
of  eftates  by  them  declared  forfeited  and  confiscated  ;  and  have  alio, 
in  divers  inftances,  exercifed  civil  and  military  authority  oyer  the 
pcrfons  and  effects  of  fundry  inhabitants  -within  the  laid  diftrict,  who 
profeis  themfelves  to  be  citizens  of  and  to  owe  allegiance  to  the  Rate 
of  New-York. 

Resolved,  That  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  people  inhabiting  the 
faid  diftrict,  and  claiming  to  be  an  independent  ltate  as  aforefaid,  in 
contravening  the  good  intentions  of  the  faid  refolutions  of  the  24th 
of  September  and  the  2d  of  October  laft,  are  highly  unwarrantable, 
and  fubverfive  of  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the  United  States. 

That  the  people  inhabiting  the  faid  diftrict,  and  claiming  to  be  an

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Resohtd,  That  a  brevet  commiffion  of  lieut.  col.  of  cavalry  be 
granted  to  monfieur  Louis  Ethis  de  Corny. 

That  monfieur  de  Corny  be  furnifhed  with  letters  from  the  prefident 
to  the  fupreme  executive  powers  of  the  feveral  ftates,  or  to  fuch  of 
them  as  monfieur  de  Corny  {hall  apply  for,  requefting  their  advice  and 
aid  to  him  in  procuring  provifions  and  other  neceffaries  for  the  forces

fupplies  for  the  forces  of  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty,  as ibr  thofe  of  thefe 
United  States. 

That  the  governors  of  Virginia  and  Maryland  be  requefted  imme- 
diately to  engage  trufty  perfons  in  thefe  ftates  refpettively,  at  proper 
diftances  from  each  other,  on  the  main  road,  from  Cape  Henry  in 
Virginia,  to  Philadelphia,  to  hold  themfelves  in  readinefs,  fhould  the 
French  fleet  be  difcovered  off  that  cape  or  the  adjacent  coafts,  to  for- 
ward intelligence  thereof,  and  any  difpatches  that  may  be  received, 
fcom  them  to  Congrefs.,  in  the  molt  expeditious  manner.

Mr.  John  Hanfon,  a  delegate  for  the  ftate  of  Maryland,  attended 
and  produced  the  credentials  of  his  appointment,  which  were  read. 

Resolved,  That  the  refignation  of  captain  Levin  Handy,  of  the  5th 
Maryland  regiment,  and  eniign  Samuel  Claypoole,  of  the  lft  Pennfyl- 
vania  regiment,  be  accepted  ;  the  refignation  of  the  former  to  take 
place' from  the  lft  of  May  laft.

V/hereas  it  is  effential  to  the  due  direction  of  the  public  affairs,  that 
the  fuparintending  power  mould  be  intimately  acquainted  with  the 
meafures  that  have  been  puriued,  in  confequence  of  their  refolves,  by 
thofe  on  whom,  from  the  nature  of  the  government,  the  execution  of 
them  devolves  :  and  whereas  it  is  equally  neceffary  to  examine  the 
iburce  from  which  the  public  emban  ailments  i'pring  : 

Resolved)  That  the  United  States,  from  New-Hampfhire  to  South 
Carolina,  inclufive,  except  fuch  of  them  as  have  made  returns  of  their 
traniaclions,  be  requefted,  at  this  critical  juncture,  to  inform  Gongrefs 
with  the  utmofl  expedition,  what  meafures  they  have  taken  in  confe- 
quence of  the  leveral  reiblutions,  a  lift  of  which  is  hereunto  annexed. 

Ordered)  That  the  fecretary  annex  to  the  above  refolution  a  lift  of 
the  reiblutions  which  have  been  palled  by  Gongrefs  fince  the  1ft  day 
of  January,  1779,  requiring  from  the  United  States  a  fupply  of  men, 
rnoney  and  provillons,  in  order  to  be  tranfmitted  herewith  to  each  of 
the  above  mentioned  ftates. 

Resolved,  That  the  executive  power  of  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  be 
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earneftly  requefted  to  order  a  reinforcement  of  5000  militia,  including 
any  that  may  be  now  in  fervice,  to  join  the  fouthern  army  with  all  pof- 
fible  difpatch. 

That  the  executive  power  of  the  {late  of  North-Carolina,  be  ear- 
neftly requefted  to  order  a  reinforcement  of  4000  militia,  including 
fuch  as  are  now  in  fervice,  to  join  the  laid  army. 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  ftate  of  Virginia  to  keep  in  readinefs 
an  additional  force  of  3000  militia :  and  to  the  ftate  of  North-Caro- 
lina, to  keep  in  readinefs  an  additional  force  of  2000  militia,  in  older 
to  join  the  fouthern  army  upon  the  fhorteft  notice. 

That  no  fupplies  of  men,  and  no  provifions  except  bacon,  and  fo 
much  grain  as  the  executive  of  the  ftate  of  Virginia  conceive  can  be 
fpared  from  the  fouthern  army,  they  bearing  in  mind  that  the  wants  of 
the  grand  army  are  at  this  time  extremely  pre  fling — be  removed  to  the 
northward  of  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs. 

That  the  monies  raifed  for  the  ufe  of  the  United  States,  in  the  ftate 
of  Maryland,  and  the  ftates  to  the  fouthward  thereof,  be  appropriated 
to  the  fupply  of  the  military  cheft  and  exigencies  ©f  the  war  in  the 
fouthern  department,  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs. 

That  the  board  of  war  be  directed  to  take  effectual  meafures  for 
fupplying  the  laid  department  with  all  neceffary  military  {lores. 

MoNDjr,  June  19,   1780. 

Mr.  Sherman,  a  delegate  for  the  ftate  of  Connecticut,  attended  and 
took  his  feat  in  Congrefs. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  earneftly  recommended  to  the  ftates  of  Vir- 
ginia and  North-Carolina,  to  ufe  their  utmoft  exertions  to  recruit,  re- 
mount and  equip  Baylor's  and  White's  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  fo 
as  to  complete  them  at  leaft  150  rank  and  file  in  each  regiment : 

That  it  be  recommended  to  gen.  Wafhingtonton,  if  not  incompa- 
tible with  the  fervice,  to  order  the  infantry  belonging  to  major  Lee's 
corps,  now  in  Virginia,  to  proceed  on  their  route  and  join  the  fouthern 
army,  there  to  be  employed  as  the  commanding  officer  in  that  depart- 
ment fhall  think  beft. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the 
reprefentation  and  petition  of  John  Garcia  Duarti  ;  and  thereupon, 

Besohed,  That  the  board  of  war  of  Maflachufetts-Bay,  at  Bofton, 
forthwith  deliver  to  the  laid  John  Garcia  Duarti,  or  to  kis  order,  on 
requeft,  all  the  coin  depolited  in  their  hands,  and  all  the  eft'ecls  yet 
unfold,  being  parts  of  the  cargo  of  the  fnow  Noftra  Senhora  de  Carmel 
et  Saint  Antonio,  without  charging  him  any  commillion  thereon  ; 

That  the  board  of  war  of  Maffachuietts-Bay,  at  Bofton,  do 
pay,  upon  demand,  to  John  Bradford,  continental  agent  at  Bofton, 
£.18,461  13.5.  3d,'  being  the  amount  of  the  net  proceeds  of 
the  aforefaid  fnow  and  cargo,  fold  under  their  direction  by  order 
of  Congrefs  of  May  11th,  1778,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  pur- 
chafe  bills  of  exchange  on  fome  merchant  or  banker  in  Europe, 
to  as  great  an  amount  as  the  fum  of  £.18,441  13.?.  3d,  with 
jntereft  thereon,  at.  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  the  day  of  buying  the 
faid  bills,  would  have  purchai'ed  at  the  time  of  the  fale  of  the  fnow  and 
cargo  aforefaid,  and  deliver  the  fame  to  the  laid  John  Garcia  Duarti^ 
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for  the  ufe  of  his  owners  ;  and  that  the  faid  John  Bradford  report  his 
proceedings  in  the  premifes  to  Congrefs,  without  delay. 

Resolved,  That  the  bond  whicli  Jofeph  Cunningham  gave,  at  the 
time  he  obtained  his  commiflion  as  mafter  or  commander  of  the  fthooner 
Phoenix,  be  forthwith  put  in  fuit,  and  that  his  faid  commiflion  be  there- 
upon vacated  and  made  void  ;  and  that  the  faid  Jofeph  Cunningham 
•be  not  admitted  to  hold  any  commiiiion  under  the  United  States  on 
board  of  any  ftiip  or  veffel  of  war,  until  fuch  time  as  he  fliall  appear 
and  anfwer  fuch  fuit,  and  fatisfy  the  judgment  againft  him,  or  procure 
the  fame  to  be  reverted  or  fet  afide  by  due  courfe  of  law  ;  and  that  the 
monies  recovered  on  fuch  fuit  be  paid  to  the  faid  John  Garcia  Duarti, 
for  the  ufe  of  his  owners  : 

That  the  faid  John  Garcia  Duarti  may  alfo  profecute  or  caufe  to  be 
profecuted  an  action  or  actions  againft  the  faid  Jofeph  Cunningham, 
late  commander  of  the  private  armed  fchooner  of  war  Phoenix,  the 
owners  of  the  faid  fchooner,  and  any  perfon  or  perlbns  that  may  be 
juftly  deemed  guilty  of  the  feizure  and  capture  of  the  faid  John  Gar- 
cia Duarti,  with  the  faid  fnow,  he^crew  and  cargo,  or  any  ways  ac- 
countable for  the  fame,  for  the  benefit  and  further  reparation  of  the 
owners  of  the  laid  fnow  :  fuch  profecution  to  be  at  the  expenfe  of  the 
United  States. 

Congreis  took  into  confederation  the  report  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed todevife  means  for  the  more  effectua}  preventing  and  punilhirig 
the  making  or  uttering  counterfeit  paper  bills,  of  the  fimilitude  of  the 
bills  of  credit  emitted  by  Congrefs,  and  thereupon, 

Resolved,  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  fliall  take  and  profecute 
to  conviction,  any  perfon  who  fliall  prepare,  engrave,  ftanip,  forge  or 
print,  or  caufe  or  procure  to  be  prepared,  engraved,  ftamped,  forged  or 
printed,  the  counterfeit  refemblance  of  any  paper  bills  of  credit  iCued, 
emitted  or  made  by  Congrefs,  or  who  fliall  counterfeit  or  fign  the  name 
or  names  of  the  figners  to  any  true  bills  to  fuch  counterfeit  paper, 
with  the  intention  that  fuch  counterfeit  paper  fliall  be  palled  in  pay- 
ments, or  received  as  genuine  and  good  bills,  whether  the  fame  be  fo 
parTed  or  received  or  not  j  or  who  fliall  pay  or  tender  in  payment  any 
fuch  counterfeit  money,  or  deliver  the  fame  to  any  other  perfon  or 
perfons,  with  an  intention  that  fuch  counterfeit  paper  be  palled,  paid 
or  received,  as  and  for  good  and  genuine,  knowing  the  fame  to  be 
forged  or  counterfeited  ;  upon  every  fuch  conviction,  and  procuring  a 
certificate  thereof,  under  the  hands  of  the  judges  before  whom  fuch 
conviction  fliall  be  had,  or  either  of  them,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fliall 
receive,  of  the  continental  loan-officer  of  the  ftate  Avhere  fuch  convic- 
tion lhall  be  had,  the  fum  of  2000  dollars  in  the  prefent  continental 
currency,  which  the  faid  ioan-ofheer  is  hereby  directed  and  required  to 
pay  out  of  any  public  money  in  his  hands,  and  to  charge  the  fame  to  the 
United  States. 

Tuesday  June  20,   1780. 
On  motion  of  the  delegates  of  South-Carolina,  purfuant  to  an  ap- 
plication from  governor  Rutledge,  Mating  the  neceffity  he  has  been 
under  of  purchasing  many  articles  for  the  ufe  of  the  troops  fmce  he 
kft  Charleftown,  and  requefting,  as  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  that 
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ftate,  he  has  no  other  means  of  paying  for  the  fame,  than  by  draughts 
on  Congrefs,  that  his  draughts  may  be  honoured  : 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  treafury,  until  the  further  order  of 
Congrefs,  be  authorifed  to  accept  the  bills  drawn  by  governor  Rat- 
ledge  for  the  above  purpofe,  to  be  paid  at  the  election  of  the  holder, 
either  in  loan-office  certificates  or  in  cam,  with  intereft,  as  foon  as  the 
treafury  fliall  be  in  condition .;  for  which  the  ftate  of  South-Carolina-- 
is  to  ba  accountable,  and  that  the  board  of  treafury  from  time  to  time 
lay  before  Congrefs  an  account  of  all  fuch  draughts. 

Resolved,  That  the  general  of  Martinique,  in  ordering  the  cargo  of 
the  brig  Hope  to  be  fold,  and  the  money  to  be  depofited  in  the  hands 
*f  Mr.  W.  Bingham,  till  the  legality  of  the  capture  could  be  proved, 
(no  courts  being  at  that  time  inftituted  for  the  determining  of  fuch 
captures  in  that  iiland)  fhewed  the  ftricteft  attention  to  the  rights  of 
the  claimants  and  the  higheft  refpect  to  the  opinion  of  Congrefs  : 

That  Mr.  W.  Bingham,  in  receiving  the  fame,  only  a£ted  in  obe- 
dience to  the  commands  of  the  general  of  Martinique,  and  in  confor- 
mity with  his  duty  as  agent  for  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  will  defray  all  the  expenfes  that  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Bingham  may  be  put  to  by  reafon  of  the  fuits  now  depending,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  brought  againft  him  in  the  ftate  of  Maffachu- 
fetts-Bay,  on  account  of  the  brig  Hope,  or  her  cargo,  claimed  as  prize 
by  the  owners,  mailers  and  mariners  of  the  private  Ihip  of  war  called 
the  Pilgrim. 

And  whereas  the  goods  of  the  faid  W.  Bingham,  to  a  very  confi- 
derable  amount,  are  attached  in  the  faid  fuits  now  depending  in  the 
hands  of  the  factors  of  the  faid  W.  Bingham,  to  his  great  injury : 

Resolved,  That  the  general  court  of  the  ftate  of  MafTachufetts-Bay, 
he  requefted  to  difcharge  the  property  of  the  faid  W.  Bingham  from 
the  faid  attachment ;  Congrefs  hereby  pledging  themfelves  to  pay  all 
|uch  funis  of  money,  with  ccfts  of  fait,  as  may  be  recovered  againft  the 
laid  W.  Bingham  in  either  or  both  the  above  actions. 

Resolved,  That  the  navy  council  at  Bofton  be  directed  to  give  fuch 
Security,  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  as  the  court  may  require, 
and  to  direct  the  council  aiow  employed  by  Mr.  Bingham  in  the  defence 
*>f  the  faid  actions. 

WEDNESDAr,  June  21,    1730. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  note  from  the  honourable 
the  minifter  of  France,  brought  in  a  report,  which  was  read,  and  there- 
upon, 

Resolved,  That  the  minifter  of  France  be  informed  that  Congrefs 
have  ufed  every  means  in  their  power  to  fulfil  their  engagements  of 
January  laft  ;  that  they  have  apportioned  the  quotas  of  the  feveral 
itates,  and  called  upon  them  moil  earneftiy  to  complete  the  fame  ;  that 
the  furrender  of  Chavleftown,  and  the  diverfion  of  our  force  to  the 
fouthern  department,  together  with  the  heavy  lofs  fuftained  by  fa~ 
tigue  and  defertion  in  a  long  and  toilfome  march,  have  for  the  prefent 
coTifiderably  weakened  the  main  army  ;  that  Congrefs  have  endea* 
voured  to  replace  thefe  deficiencies,  by  demanding  large  r.dditional 
fuppiies  of  recruits  and  militia  f:ozi  the  middle  and  eaftern  ftaj.es,  to 
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lake  the  field  by  the  fir  ft  of  July  ;  that  their  requefts  have  been  fre- 
quently reiterated  in  the  ftrongeft  terms  ;  that  they  have  reafon  to 
believe  that  many  of  them  are  making  great  efforts  to  comply  with 
their  demand  ;  and  that  they  are  not  without  well  grounded  expecta- 
tions that  the  importance  of  the  occafion  will  awaken  all  to  the  molt 
vigourous  exertions  ;  that  Congrefs  have  demanded  from  each  ftate 
immediate  information  of  the  meafures  they  have  adopted  in  confe- 
quence  of  their  requifition  ;  that  they  hope  to  be  thereby  enabled  more 
fully  to  fatisfy  the  wifhes  of  the  minifter  of  France,  relative  to  the 
matters  contained  in  his  memorial  ;  that  they  do  full  juftice  to  the 
folicitude  of  the  minifter  of  France,  for  the  advancement  of  the  mutual 
interefts  of  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty  and  thefe  United  States,  and  fes 
with  pleafure,  in  the  warmth  with  which  he  urges  meafures  evidently- 
calculated  for  the  immediate  advantage  of  thefe  ftates,  the  intimacy 
©f  the  union  of  the  allied  powers. 

And  whereas  Congrefs  did,  in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  afTure  his 
moft  Chriftrian  majefty,  by  their  act  of  31ft  January  laft,  that  they 
would  bring  into  the  field  25,000  men,  exclude  of  officers,  and  at  the 
fame  time  folicit  a  naval  force  to  co-operate  again  ft  the  common  ene- 
my ;  and  whereas  advice  has  been  received  from  the  court  of  France,, 
that  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty,  in  compliance  with  the  felicitations  of 
Congrefs,  hath  not  only  dire&ed  a  confiderable  naval  force  to  repair 
to  North-America,  but  hath  fubjoined  thereto  a  refpeclable  body  of 
land  forces  ;  and  whereas  Congrefs  in  confequence  of  their  engage- 
ments by  their  aft  of  February  laft,  did  call  on  the  feveral  ftates  to 
complete  their  quota  of  troops  to  the  eftablifbment  mentioned  in  the 
faid  act  ;  which  quota  they  have  finceT  from  the  difafter  at  Charlef- 
town,  found  it  neceffary  to  encreafe,  and  have  accordingly  approved 
the  requisitions  of  their  committee  at  head-quarters  ;  and  whereas 
nohe  of  the  ftates,  whole  battalions  were  deficient,  have  yet  fent  on 
their  recruits  to  complete  the  fame,  nor  afforded  any  affurances  that 
the  requifitions  of  Congrefs,  and  their  committee,  will  be  complied 
with  ;  and  whereas  the  execution  of  the  above  requifition  will  be  ex- 
tremely hazardous  and  expeniive,  unlei's  the  further  demands  of  Con- 
grefs and  their  committee,  for  provision,,  are  punctually  complied  with; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  faid  ftates  be  reqtiefted  explicitly,  and  without 
the  leaft  delay,  to  inform  Congrefs  how  far  they  may  rely  upon  their 
furniihing  the  feveral  fuppiies  of  men,  money  and  provisions  called  for 
by  Congrefs  or  their  committee  at  head-quarters. 

And  whereas  the  legiilatures  of  many  of  the  United  States  are  ftpt 
now  convened,  though  earneftly  requefted  by  Congrefs  to  continue 
their  feflions,  or  to  veft  in  fome  perfon  fuch  powers  as  would  enable 
them  oh  the  requifition  of  Congrefs  or  their  committee,  to  draw  forth 
the  military  reiburces  of  the  ftate  ;  and  whereas  Ccngreft  are  not 
fully  informed  whether  their  magiftrates  are  fo  empowered  : 

Resolved,  That  the  fupreme  executive  magistrate,  in  each  ftate, 
where  the  legiilature  is  not  now  convened,  be  requefted  immediately  to 
inform  Congrefs  what  meafures  they  have  taken,  or  empowered  to 
take,  in  compliance  with  the  above  requifitions  of  Congrefs,  in  order 
that  Congrefs,  whole  duty  it  is,  nwy  provide  that  effectual  meafures 
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be  taken  that  every  ftate  in  the  union  contribute  their  quota  to  the 
common  defence. 

Resolved,  That  the  executive  magiftrate  of  every  ftate  be  requefted 
to  correspond  weekly  with  the  committee  of  Congrefs  at  head-quarters, 
advifmg  them  of  the  meafures  actually  taken  from  time  to  time  in 
pursuance  of  the  above  recited  requiiitions  of  Congrefs  and  their  com- 
mittee. 

A  letter  of  this  day  from  the  board  of  war  was  read,  informing 
'.'  that  a  number  of  patriotic  perfons  have  formed  a  plan  for  the  efta- 
blifhment  of  a  bank,  whofe  objecl  is  the  public  fervice  ;  that  the  di- 
rectors have  applied  to  that  board  to  reprefent.to  Congrefs  the  defire  of 
the  company  that  a  committee  of  this  body  may  be  appointed  to  con- 
fer with  the  infpeetors  and  directors  on  the  fubject  to-morrow  morn- 
ing," whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  for  the  purpofe 
above  mentioned. 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Ellfworth,  Mr.  Duane,  and  Mr.  Scott. 

Thursday  June  22,    1780. 

Mr.  Willie  Jones,  a  delegate  for  North-Carolina,  attended  and  pro- 
duced the  credentials  of  the  delegates  of  that  ftate,  which  were  read. 

The  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  infpectors  and  directors 
ef  the  propofed  bank,  brought  in  a  report,  which  was  read  ; 

The  committee  alfo  laid  before  Congrefs  the  plan  of  the  bank, 
communicated  to  them  at  the  faid  conference,  which  being  read,  Con- 
grefs thereupon  came  to  the  following  refolutions  : 

Whereas  a  number  of  the  patriotic  citizens  of  Pennfylvania,  have 
Communicated  to  Congrefs  a  liberal  offer,  on  their  own  credit  and  by 
their  own  exertions,  to  fupply  and  tranfport  three  millions  of  rations 
and  300  hogfheads  of  rum  for  the  ufe  of  the  army,  and  have  eftablifhed 
a  bank  for  the  fole  purpofe  of.  obtaining  and  transporting  the  faid  fup- 
plies,  with  greater  facility  and  difpatch  :  and  whereas,  on  the  one 
hand  the  affociators,  animated  to  this  laudable  exertion  by  a  defire  to 
relieve  the  public  necefiities,  mean  not  to  derive  from  it  the  leaft  pe- 
cuniary advantage,  fo  on  the  other,  it  is  juft  and  reafonable  that  they 
ftiould  be  fully  reimburfed  and  indemnified  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  unanimoufly,  That  Congrefs  entertain  a  high  fenfe  of 
the  liberal  offer  of  the  faid  affociators  to  raife  and  tranfport  the  before- 
mentioned  fupplies  for  the  army,  and  do  accept  the  fame  as  a  diftin- 
guifhed  proof  of  their  patriotifm. 

Resolved,  That  the  faith  of  the  United  States,  be  and  the  fame 
hereby  is  pledged  to  the  fubferibers  to  the  faid  bank,  for  their  effec- 
tual'reimburfement  and  indemnity  in  the  premifes. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  directed  to  depofit  in  the 
faid  bank  bills  of  exchange  in  favour  of  the  directors  thereof,  on  the 
minifters  of  thefe  United  States,  in  Europe  or  any  of  them,  and  in 
fuch  fums  as  fhall  be  thought  convenient,  but  not  to  exceed  in  the 
whole  £.  150,000  fterling  ;  that  the  faid  bills  are  to  be  confidered 
not  only  as  a  lupport  of  the  credit  of  the  faid  bank,  but  as  an  indem- 
nity to  the  fubferibers  for  all  dehciences  of  loffes  and  expences  which 
they  tnay  iuftuin  en  account  of  their  laid  engagements,  and  which  ihali 
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not,  within  fix  months  from  the  date  hereof,"  be  made  good  to  them 
out  of  the  public  treafury  ;  and  in-  cafe  of  failure,  fuch  a  proportion  of 
the  laid  bills  as  fhall  be  requinte  to  make  good  the  fa-id  deficiency  Dia II 
Ue  negotiated  for  that  purpofe  by  the  laid  directors,  and  the  re- 
sidue thereof  returned  into  the  treafury. 

Resolved,  That,  upon  reprefentatiun  made  that  the  bank   (tanas  in  . 
need  of  occafvonal  afiiftance,  Congrefs  will  advance  as  much  of,  their 
current  money  as  can  be  fp.tred  from  other  fcrvices. 

Resolved,  That  a  Handing  committee  of  Congrefs  be  appointed  to 
confer  with  the  officers  of  the  laid  bank,  as  occafion  may,  require. 

The  members  chofen,    Mr.  Ellfworth,  Mr.  D.uane  and  Mr.  Scott. 

Fa wat,  June  2,3,    1780. 

Mr.  Henry,  a>  delegate  from  Mary land5_ attended  and  took  his  feat 
in  Congrefs. 

Ordered,  That  an  extract  of  the  letter,,  of  the  2,0th,  from  gen. 
Wafhington,  be  fent  by  exprefs  to  each  of  the  ftates,  from  Ne  w-Hamp- 
fhire  to  Maryland,  inclulive,.  and  that  the  executive  powers  be  mofl 
•earneftly  re  quelled  to  forward  on  the  fupplies  of  men  and  provilion. 
with  the  utmoft  expedition,  and  tranfmit  to  Congrefs  and  the  com- 
mittee at  head-quarters,  with  all  pollible  difpatch,  an  account  of  the 
proceedings  of  their  re fpeclive  ftates,  on. which  the  commander  in 
chief  can  rely,  and  by  which  he  may  be.  enabled, to  regulate  his  future 
-operations., 

A  letter,  of  the  22d,  from  major  general  Lincoln,  was  read,  in- 
forming Congrefs  of  his  arrival  in  Philadelphia,  and  that,  ftimulated 
by  the  double  motive  of  regard  to  the  honour  of  Congrefs  and  his  own 
reputetion,  he  embraces  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  requeuing  that, 
agreeably  to  the  refolution  of  November  28th,  1777,  an  enquiry  may 
be  immediately  made  into  the  caufes  of  the  lofsof  Charlcftov/n,  which 
has  been  announced  to  Congrefs,  and  into  his  conduct. as  principal 
officer  at  that  pofl  when  it  was  given  up  i  whereupon,. 

Resolved,  That  the  commander  in  chief  be  directed,  as  fcon  as  eir- 
cumftances  mail  admit,  to  caufe  an  enquiry  to  he-made  into  the  lots  of 
Charleftown,  in  South-Carolina,  and  into  the  conduct  of  the  faid' major 
gen.  Lincoln,  late  commanding  officer  in  the  fouthern  department.

•Congrefs. 

Resolved.,  That  the  honourable-  M.  Weare,  president  of  New- 
Hampfhire,  be  informed,  that  the  preffing  exigencies  of  the  United 
States  will  not  admit  of  the  lead  deduction  from  the  public  revenue  at 
prefent ;  that  Congrefs  cannot  now  liquidate  the  accounts  of  the  ftate 
of  New-Hamplhire  or  any  other  ftate  with  the  United  States  ;  but  that 
due  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  claims  of  New-Hampikire  whenever 
the  circumftances  of  public  affairs  of  a. more  ferious  nature  will  enable 
them  to  take  them  into  confideration* 

Whereas  it  has  been,  reprefented,  in  order  to  feduce  the  citizens  q£: 
South-Carolina    and    Georgia  from  their    allegiance   to    thei'e  United 
States,  that  a  treaty  of  peace  between  America  and  Great-Britain  was 
about  to  take  place,  in  which  thefe  two  ftates  would  be  ceded  to  Great— 
Britain  :

Resohed  unanimoufly,  That  the  faid  report  is  invidious  and  utterly 
void  of  foundation. 

That  this  confederacy  is  mod  facredly  pledged  to  fupport  the  liberty 
and  independence  of  every  one  of  its  members  ;  and,  in  a  firm  reliance 
on  the  divine  bleffing,  will  unremittingly  perfevere  in  their  exertions 
for  the  eflablifhment  of  the  fame,  and  alio  in  the  recovery  and  prefer- 
vation  of  any  and  every  part  ol"  thefe  United  States  that  has  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  invaded  or  porTcfTed  by  the  common  enemy. 

Congrefs.  proceeded  to  the  election  of  two  oommiflioners  of  the  board 
of  admiralty,  and  the  ballots  being  taken, 

Mr.  William  Ellery  and  Mr.  Thomas  Woodford  were  elected, 

SaTuRDat,  June  24,    1780. 
The  medical  committee  brought  in  a  report :   whereupon, 
Resolved,  That  the  medical  committee  be  authorifed  to  take  proper 
meafures  for  the  fuftenance  and  relief  of  the  lick  in  this  city,   as  well 
belonging  to  the  army  and  navy  of  thefe  dates,  as  to  thofe  of  our  ally. 
The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  from  the  chambers 
of  accounts,  refpedYing  certain  directions  given  to  them  by  the  board 
of  treafury,  report, 

That,  by  the  ordinance  for  eftablifhing  aboard  of  treafury  and  the 
proper  officers  for  managing  the  finances  of  thefe  United  States,  paffed 
the  30th  day  of  July,  1779,  the  board  of  treafury  are  entruflcd  with 
the  general  fuperintendance    of  the  finances  of  thefe  United  States, 
and  are  required  to  fee  that  all  public  debtors  are  brought  to  account, 
frauds  detected,  and  defaulters  punifhed ;  they  are  likewife  empowered 
to  inflruct  in  their  duty  all  officers  concerned  in  the  finances  and  ac- 
counts,  and  to  fufpend  aay  of  them  for  negligence  or  mifdemeanor, 
until  the  pleafure  of  Congrefs  is  known  ;    where  objections    fhall  be 
difcovered  againfl  the  reports  of  the  comrniliioners  or  auditors,  the 
board  of  treafury  are  to  correct  their  errors  ;  and  wherd  the  commiflion- 
ers or  auditors  may  be  in  doubt,  to  inftruct  them  ;  and  it  is  provided, 
that  all  orders  and  inftructions  to  the  chambers  of  accounts  and  audi- 
tors of  the  army,  fhall  be  -communicated  through  the  auditor  general. 
From  this  review  of  the  ordinance  the  committee  obferve, 
That  the  board  of  treafury  are  made  immediately  refponfible  for  the 
fettlement  of  the  public  accounts,  and  that  they  are  inverted  with  a 
general  luperln tending  power  over  the  chambers  of  accounts  ;  that  it 
is  necefTavy  to  the  execution  of  this  high  truft,  that  reaibnable  hours  of1 
office  be  alEgnedby  the  chambers,  and  publicly  notified,  that  the  board 
of  treafury,  as  well  as  the  public  accountants,  may  know  when  to  have 
recourfe  to  them  for  the  diipatch  of  public  bufinefs ;   that  the  board 
of  treafury,  being  exprefily  required  to  call  public  debtors  to  account,, 
and  to  detect  frauds,  authority  to  direct  the  fettlementof  one  account 
in  preference  to  another,   is  neceflarily  implied ;  and  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  chambers  to  inform  the  boapd  cf  treafury,  whenever  required,  of 
their  pro.^refs  in  the  fettlement  of  any  of  the  public  accounts. 
It  is  alfo  the  opinion  cf  the  committee, 

That  the  faid  chambers  are  bound  to  obferve  fuch  general  inftruc-. 
tions,  for  correcting  errors,  removing  doubts,  and  facilitating  the 
fetticment  of  the  public  accounts,  as  fbill  be  siren  to  them  by  the 
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board  of  treafury,  conforming  themfelves,  as  far  as  poflible,  to  fixed 
and  eftablifhed  rules  for  adminiftering  juftice  equally  and  impartially

A  letter,  of  the  26th,  from  W.  Ellery  was  read,  fignifyir.g  his  ac« 
ceptance  of  the  office  of  commiffioner  of  the  board  of  admiralty. 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  was  read  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  moniieur  du  Conture  be  appointed  a  cornet  in  the 
legion  commanded  by  colonel  Armand,  to  take  rank  as  fucli  from  the 
hit  day  of  July,  1779,  when  he  was  appointed  by  the  late  general 
count  Pulafki  to  do  the  duty  of  cornet  in  the  legion  then  under  his 
command. 

Whereas  it  is  reprefented  by  the  medical  committee,  that  difficulties 
arife  in  the  hofpital  department,  from  the  arrefl  of  the  director-general;

'Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  loan-office  certificates. 

Whereas  Congrefs,  on  the  18th  day  of  April  Iaft,  refolved  in  the 
words  following,  viz.  That  Congrefs  will,  as  foon  as  may  be,  make 
fuch  proviiion  for  discharging  or  continuing  the  loans  that  have  been 
made  to  thefe  United  States  on  loan-office  certificates,  fo  as  that  the 
holders  of  them  (hall  fuftain  no  lofs  thereon  by  any  depreciation  of 
the  bills  loaned  fubfequent  to  the  refpeclive  dates  of  the  faid  certi- 
ficates ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  principal  of  all  loans  that  have  been  made  to 
thefe  United  States,  fhall  finally  be  difcharged,  by  paying  the  full  cur- 
rent value  of  the  bills  when  loaned,  which  payments  fhall  be  made  in 
Spanifh  milled  dollars,  or  the  current  exchange  thereof,  in  other  mo- 
ney, at  the  time  of  payment. 

That  the  value  of  the  bills  when  loaned,  fhall  be  afcertained  for  the 
purpofe  above  mentioned,  by  computing  thereon  a  progrelfive  rule  of 
depreciation,  commencing  with  the  1ft  day  of  September*  1777,  and 
continuing  to  the  1 8th  day  of  March,  1780,  in  geometrical  proportion 
to  the  time,  from  period  to  period,  as  hereafter  flated,  afluming  the 
depreciation  at  the  feveral  periods  to  be  as  follows,  viz*,

That  the  principal  of  all  certificates  that  fhall  hereafter  be  taken 
out,  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs,  be  difcharged  at  the  fame 
rate  and  in  the  fame  manner  as  thofe  that  have  being  taken  out  fines 
the  15th  day  of  Mareh'Iaft. 

That' the  intereft  611  all  hoan-office  certificate?,  at  the  rate  of  6  per 
rent,  per  annum,  computed  eft  the  principal  afcertained  as  aforefaid, 
fhall  be  difcharged  annually,  in  like  manner  as  the  principal,  until  the 
principal  ihall  be  paid  ;  provided  fieverthelefs,  that  the  fame  intereft 
and  mode  of  payment  on  certificates  taken  out  before  the  1ft  day  of 
March,  17  78,  ihall  be  continued  as  at  prei'ent,  "until  the  principal 
afcertained  as  aforefaid  be  ready  to  be  difcharged. 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of  treafury  prepare  the  proper  tables  'for 
direction  of  the  cornmiffiohers  of  the  continental  loan-offices  in  the 
feveral  ftates  in  paying  off  the  principal  and  intereft  of  loans,  agree- 
-ably  to  the  foregoing  refolutions.

The  committee  on  the  poft-office  brought  in  a  report  ;  whereupon, 
Ordered,  That  the  committee  on  the  port-office  give  directions  to 
the  poftmafter-general,  that  the  fouthern  poftriders  be  lb  regulated  as 
to  arrive  at  the  place  -where  Congrefs  is  fitting,  only  once  a  week 
while  the  line  of  exprefs,  eftablifhed  by  governor  Jeffcrfon  between 
the  northern  and  fouthern  armies,  is  kept  up,

Whereas  Congrefs  have  thought  proper  to  erect  a  monument  to  ths 
memory  of  major-general  Warren,  in  confideraticn  of  his  diftinguifhed 
merit  and  bravery,  and  to  make  provifion  for  the  education  of  his 
eldeft  fon  ;  and  whereas  it  appears  no  adequate  provifion  can  be 
made  out  of  his  private  fortune  for  the  education  and  maintenance  ct 
his  three  younger  children  :  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  executive  of  Maffachu- 
fetts-Bay  to  make  provifion  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  the 
faid  three  children  of  the  late  major-general  Warren. 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  will  defray  the  expenfe  thereof,  to  the 
amount  of  the  half-pay  of  a  major-general,  to  commence  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  and  continue  until  the  youngeft  of  the  faid  children  fhaji 
■be  of  age.

A  letter,  of  June  29th,  from  Joleph  Bullock,  was  read,  informing 
that  he  was  under  the  neceffity  of  declining  the  honour  Congrefs  in- 
tended him  by  appointing  him  a  commiffioner  of  the  extra  chambers 
of  accounts. 

Resolved,  That  the  line  of  communication  by  expreffes,  formed  by 
.governor  Jefferfon,  be  continued,  by  the  board  of  war,  from  Philadel- 
phia to  head-quarters. 

Ordered,  That  two  members  be  added  to  the  committee  appointed 
to  confer  with  the  directors  and  infpectcrs  of  the  propofed  bank,  in 
the  room  of  Mr.  Duane  and  Mr.  Ellfworth,  who  are  abfent. 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Livingfton  and  Mr.  Adams. 

It  being  of  the  utmoft  importance,  more  efpecially  at  this  critical 
juncture,  that  the  mod  fpeedy  and  accurate  intelligence  mould  be 
had  of  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  by  lea  as  well  as  by  land;  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  the  beard  of  admiralty  be  and  they  are  hereby  di- 
rected to  take  the  moft  effectual  means  in  their  power  for  obtaining, 
from  time  to  time,  certain  intelligence  of  the  arrival  of  the  enemy's 
fhips  of  war  into  any  port  or  ports  of  Ncrth-America,  the  number  of 
their  guns,  and  the  condition  they  may  be  in,  together  with  fuch 
movements  as  they  may  make  from  one  port  to  another,  that  this 
Congrefs  may  be  duly  r.nd  exactly  informed  of  the  naval  ftrength  and 
fituation  of  the  enemy,  and  be  able  to  communicate  fuch  information 
to  our  ally  as  the  common  welfare  fhall  require  :  and  the  faid  board 
are  particularly  directed  to  obtain  the  earlieft  intelligence  of  the  ar- 
rival of  any  lhLps  of  wax  in  or  near  the  port  of  New-York.

Mr.  Richard  Howley,  a  delegate  for  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  at- 
tended and  produced  the  credentials  of  his  appointment,  which  wer.e 
read. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  authorifed  to  accept,  with-, 
out  advice,  fuch  bills,  drawn  by  major-general  Lincoln  on  the  prefi-

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  directed  to   furnifh  Mr. 
Laurens  with  bills  on  France  to  the  amount  of  £.  1000  fterling,  on 
account   of  his  falary,  out  of  thofe  bills  ordered  to  be  drawn  by  the 
reiblution  of  the  19th  of  May  laft, 

Mcndai;  July  10,    1780. 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  was  read ;  whereupon  Congrefs 
came  to  the  following  refolution  : 

Captain  Walker  Baylor,  of  colonel  Baylor's  regiment  of  light  dra- 
goons, having  deiired  leave  to  refign  his  commiffion, 

Resolved,  That  his  refignation  be  accepted. 

Resolved,  That  all  clothing  arriving  from  Europe,  belonging  to  the 
United  States,  be  delivered  at  the  port  of  arrival,  to  the  agents  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  war  to  receive  them,  without  paffing  through 
the  hands  of  the  continental  agents  for  prizes  ;  any  former  order  of 
Congrefs  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

That  the  board  of  war  take  order  for  the  reception  of  the  faid  cloth- 
ing", and  give  fuch  inftrucYions  to  their  agents,  on  all  matters  relative 
thereto,  as  fhall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  faid  board,  be  moft  conducive 
to  the  public  intereft. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  authorifed  to  allow  in- 
tereft on  the  bills  drawn  by  major-general  Lincoln,  when  payment  is 
made  in  loan-office  certificates,  in  the  fame  manner  as  directed  by  the 
refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  23d  of  March  laft,  where  payment  is  to 
by  made  in  current  money. 

Resolved,  That  the  fuperintending  boards  have  an  undoubted  right 
to  repeal  and  countermand,  alter,  amend  and  renew  any  order  officially 
iifued  and  delivered  to  the  executive  officers  in  their  departments, 
reipectively  :  but  it  is  not  expedient,  nor  have  they  a  right,  to  recal 
any  order  after  the  ferae  is  delivered  at  the  proper  office,  though  it 
mould  not  have  been  executed  ;  in  cafes  where  it  is  necefTary  to  cor- 
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red*  an  order,  it  ought  to  be  renewed,   the  original  ftill  remaining  in 
the  hands  of  the  officer  to  whom  it  was  directed,  as  his  voucher. 

Resolved,  For  ipecial  rcafons,  that  the  board  of  war,  do  take  the 
moft  fpeedy  meafures  for  the  exchange  of  lieutenant-colonel  John 
Laurens,  one  of  gen.  Wafliington's  family,  and  now  a  prifoner  of  war 
on  parole. 

Tuksdat,  July  11,    1780. 

Ordered,  That  the  committee  of  intelligence  caufe  to  be  publifhed. 
the  refolution  of  May  5th,  1778,  refpedting  the  1  lth  and  12th  articles 
of  the  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  between  his  moft  Chriftian  nu- 
jefty  and  thefe  United  States,  and  a  copy  of  the  faid  treaty  as  finally 
ratified. 

The  refolution  of  May  5,   1778,  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  commiffioners,  or  any  one  of  them  reprefenting 
thefe  ftates  at  the  court  of  France,  be  inftrucVd  to  inform  that  court, 
that  although  Congrefs  have  readily  ratified  the  treaties  of  amity  and 
commerce,  and  treaty  of  alliance,  and  the  aft  feparate  and  fecret,  be- 
tween his  moft  Chriftian  majefty  and  thefe  United  States,  in  order  to 
evince  more  clearly  their  fenfe  of  the  magnanimity  and  gcodntfs  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  majefty,  evidenced  in  the  faid  treaties  ;  yet  from  a 
fincere  defire  of  rendering  the  friendfhip  and  alliance  fo  happily  begun, 
permanent  and  perpetual ;  and  being  apprehenfive  that  difference's 
may  arife  from  the  1  lth  and  12th  articles,  in  the  treaty  of  amity  and 
commerce,  Congrefs  are  defirous  that  the  faid  11th  and  12th  articles 
may  be  revoked  and  utterly  expunged.  The  commiflioners  or  any  of 
them,  are  therefore  inftructed  to  ufe  their  beft  endeavours  to  procure 
the  abolition  of  the  faid  11th  and  12th  articles  of  the  faid  treaty. 

In  confequence  of  the  foregoing  veprefentation,  the  following  de- 
clarations were  made,  and  figned  in  behalf  of  his  moft  Chriftian  ma- 
jefty, and  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

A  DECLARATION  OF  THE  KING. 

The  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  of  North-America  having  re- 
prefented  to  the  king,  that  the  execution  of  the  11th  article  of  amity 
and  commerce,  figned  the  6th  of  February  laft,  may  be  attended  with 
inconveniences,  and  having,  in  confluence  thereof,  de fired  that  that 
article  maybe  expunged,  agreeing  on  their  part,  that  the  12th  article 
fha.ll  be  considered  in  the  fame  manner  as  null  and  void:  His  majefty, 
in  order  to  give  the  United  States  of  North- America  a  new  proof  of 
his  affection,  as  well  as  his  delire  to  confirm  the  union  and  good  cor- 
refpondence  eftablifhed  between  the  two  ftates,  has  been  pleafed  to 
pay  a  regard  to  their  reprefentations — accordingly  he  hath  declared 
and  by  thefe  prefents  doth  declare,  that  he  cenfents  to  the  fuppreiiion 
of  the  11th  and  12th  articles  above  mentioned,  and  that  his  intention 
is,   that  they  be  confidered  as  if  never  comprehended  in  the  treaty 

figned  the    1ft  of  February  laft.. Done  at  Versailles,  the   Hi  (L±y 

of  September,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ieventy-eight.

DECLARATION. 

The  moft  Chriftian  King  having  been  pleafed  to  regard  the  repre- 
sentations made  to  him  by  the  general  Congrefs  of  North-America, 
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relating  to  the  1 1th  article  of  the  treaty  of  commerce,  {Igned  the  6th.' 
of  February  in  the  prefent  yeai  ;  and  his  majefty  having  therefore,, 
confented  that  the  faid  article  fhould  be  fupprefTed,  on  condition  that 
the  12th  article  of  the  fame  treaty  be  equally  regarded  as  of  none 
effect,  the  above  faid  general  Congrefs  hath  declared  on  their  part, 
and  do  declare,  that  they  confent  to  the  fupprefhon  of  the  11th  and 
12th  articles  of  the  above  mentioned  treaty,  and  that  their  intention- 
is,  that  thele  articles  be  regarded  as  having  never  been  cornpriied  in* 
the  treaty  {igned  the  6th  of  February.— .In  faith  whereof,  &.c.

The  treaty,  as  it  now  ftands,  is  as  follows : 
The  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  of  New-Hampfhire,  Maffachufetts- 
Bay,     Rhode-Illand,     and     Providence    Plantations,     Connecticut, 
New-York,  New-Jerfey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,    Maryland,  Vir- 
ginia, North-Carolina.    South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  by  the  grace 
of  God  lbvereign,  free  and  independent,  to  all  who  fhall  fee  thele 
prefents,  greeting  : 

Whereas,  in  and  by  our  commifSon,  dated  at  Philadelphia  the 
oOth  day  of  September,  in  the  vear  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  feventy-iix — Benjamin  Franklin,  one  of  the  delegates  in 
Congrefs  from  the  ftate  of  Fennfylvania,  and  prefident  of  the  con- 
vention of  the  faid  ftate,  &c.  Silas  Deane,  late  a  delegate  from  the 
flate  of  Connecticut,  and  Arthur  Lee,  barrifter  at  law,  were  nominated 
and  appointed  ourcommiflicners,  with  full  powers  to  treat,  agree  and 
conclude  with  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty  the  king  of  France,  or  with 
fuch  perfori  or  perfons  as  fhould  be  by  him  for  that  purpofe  authorifed,. 
cf  and  upon  a  true  and  fincere  friendlhip,  and  a  firm,  inviolable  and 
■univerfal  peace,  for  the  defence,  protection  and  fafety  of  the  naviga- 
tion and  mutual  commerce  of  the  fubjects  of  his  molt  Chriftian  ma- 
iefty  and  the  people  of  the  United  States,  we  promifing  in  good  faith 
to  ratify  whatfoever  our  laid  commifuoners  fhould  traniaet  in  the  pre- 
luifes :  And  whereas  our  faid  commifuoners,  in  puriuance  of  their 
full  powers,  on  the  £th  day  of  February  Iafl,  at  Paris,  with  Conrad 
Alexander  Gerard,  royal  fyndic  of  the  city  of  Strafburg,  fecretary  of 
his  moft  Chriftian  majefty's  council  of  ftate,  by  virtue  of  powers  ple- 
nipotentiary to  him  granted  by  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty,  and  dated 
the ,30th  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  feventy -eight,  "did  conclude  and  fign,  on  the  part  of  the 
crown  of  France,  and  of  the  United  States  of  America,  a  treaty  of 
amity  and  commerce,  in  the  following  words: 

TREATY  OF  AMITY  AND  COMMERCE. 
The  moft  Chriftian  king  and  the  thirteen  United  States  of  North- 
America,  viz.  New-Hampfhire,  MaiTachufetts-Bay,  Rhode-Illand, 
Connecticut,  New-York,  New-Jerfey,  Fennfylvania,  Delaware,  Ma- 
ryland, Virginia,  North-Carolina,  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  willing 
to  fix,  on  an  equitable  and  permanent  manner,  the  rules  which  ought 
to  be  followed,  relative  to  the  correipondence  and  commerce  which 
the  two  parties  deiire  to  eftablifh  between  their  rcfpedlive  countries, 
ftatcs  and  fubjects,  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty  and  the  laid  United  Sutes. 
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hivft  judged  that  the  faid  end  could  not  be  better  ob tained  than  by 
taking  for  the  bafis  of  their  agreement  the  mod  perfect  equality  and 
reciprocity,  and  by  carefully  avoiding  all  thofe  burdenfome  preferences 
•which  are  ufually  iburces  of  debate,  embarraffmeut  and  difconter.t.  by 
leaving  alfo  each  party  at  liberty  to  make,  reflecting  navigation  and 
cimmerce,  thofe  interior  regulations  which  it  fhall  find  moft  conve- 
nient to  itfelf ;  and  by  founding  the  advantage  of  cqrfrmerce  iblely 
upon  reciprocal  utility  and  the  juft  rules  of  free  intercourfe,  refervirrg 
•withal,  to  each  party,  the  liberty  of  admitting  at  its  pleafure  other 
nations  to  a  participation  of  the  fame  advantages.  It  is  in  the  fpirit 
of  this  intention,  and  to  fulfil  thefe  views,  that  his  faid  rnajefty,  having 
named  and  appointed  for  his  plenipotentiary  Conrad  Alexander  Gerard, 
royal  fyndic  of  the  city  of  Straftxirg,  fecre.tary  of  his  rfarjefty's  council 
of  (late,  and  the  United  States  on  their  part  having  f  lly  empowered 
Benjamin  Franklin,  deputy  from  the  fires  of  Pennfylvania  to  the  ge- 
neral Congrefs,  and  prefident  of  the  convention  of  fa  id  ftate — Silas 
Deane,  late  deputy  from  the  ftate  of  Connecticut,  to  the  faid  Congrefs 
—and  Arthur  Lee,  counfellor  at  law — the  laid  refpective  plenipoten- 
tiaries, after  exchanging  their  powers,  and  after  mature  deliberation, 
have  concluded  and  agreed  upon  the  following  articles  : 

Art  1.  There  mall  be  a  firm,  inviolable  and  umverfa!  peace,  and 
a  true  and  fincere  friendfhip  between  the  moft  Chriftian  king,  his  heirs' 
and  fucceffors,  and  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  fubjects  cf 
the  moft  Chriftian  king  and  of  Lhe  faid  dates,  and  between  the  coun- 
tries, iflands,  cities  and  towns,  iituate  under  the  jurifdiction  of  the 
moft  Chriftian  king,  and  of  the  faid  United  States,  and  the  people  and 
inhabitants  of  every  degree  without  exception  of  perfons  or  places,  and 
the  terms  hereinafter  mentioned,  fhall  be  perpetual  between  the  moft 
Chriftian  king,  his  heirs  and  fucceffors,  and  the  faid  United  States., 

Art.  2.  The  moft  Chriftian  king  and  the  United  States  engage  mu- 
tually not  to  grant  any  particular  favour  to  other  nations  in  refp- ct 
of  commerce  and  navigation,  which  fhall  not  immediately  become 
common  to  the  other  party,  who  fhall  enjoy  the  fame  favour  freely,  if 
the  conceffion  was  freely  made,  or  on  allowing  the  fame  coinpenfation 
if  the  conceffion  was  conditional. 

Art.  3.  The  fubjects  of  the  moft  Chriftian  king  fhall  pay  in  the 
ports,  havens,  roads,  countries,  iflands,  cities  or  towns  cf  the  United 
States,  or  any  of  them,  no  other  or  greater  duties  or  impofts,  cf  what 
nature  foever  they  may  be,  or  by  what  name  foever  called,  than  thofe 
which  the  nations  moft  favoured  are  or  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay,  and  they 
fhall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties,  privileges,  immunities  and  exemp- 
tions in  trade,  navigation  and  commerce,  whether  in  palling  from  one 
port  in  the  faid  ftates  to  another,  or  in  going  to  and  from  the  ft  me, 
from  and  to  any  part  of  the  world,  which  the  faid  nations  do  or  lhall 
enjoy. 

Art.. 4.  The  fubjects,  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United 
States,  and  each  of  them,  fhall  not  pay  in  the  ports,  havens,  roads, 
illes,  cities  and  places  under  the  domination  of  his  moft  Chriftian  rna- 
jefty, in  Europe,  any  other  or  greater  duties  or  impofts,  of  what  na- 
ture foever  they  may  be,  or  by  what  name  foever  called,  than  thofe 
which  the  moft  favoured  nations  are  or  fhall  be  obliged  to  t>av,  and 
Vol.  VI.  L 
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they  fhall  enjoy  all  the  right?,  liberties,  privileges,  immunities  and 
exemptions  in  trade,  navigation  and  commerce,  whether  in  palling 
from  one  port  in  the  faid  dominions  in  Europe  to  another,  or  in  going 
to  and  from  the  lame,  from  or  to  any  part  of  the  world,  which  the  faid 
nations  do  or  fhail  enjoy. 

Art.  5.  In  the  above  exemption  is  particularly  comprifed  the  im» 
petition  of  one  hundred  fous  per  ton,  eftablifhed  in  France,  on  foreign 
{hips,  unlefs  when  the  fhips  of  the  United  States  (hall  load  with  the 
merchandize  of  France  for  another  port  of  the  fame  dominion,  in 
which  cafe  the  faid  fhips  fhall  pay  the  duty  above  mentioned,  lb  long 
as  other  nations  the  moil  favoured  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay  it;  but  it 
is  unde:  flood  that  the  faid  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  are  at  liberty, 
when  they  fhall  judge  it  proper,  to  eftablifh  a  duty  equivalent  in  the 
fame  cafe. 

Art.  6.  The  moft  Chriftian  king  fhall  endeavour,  by  all  the  means  in 
his  power,  to  protecYand  defend  all  veffels,  and  the  effects  belonging 
to  the  fubjects,  people  or  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  States,  or  any 
of  them,  being  in  his  ports,  havens  or  roads,  or  on  the  feas  near  to  his 
countries,  iflands,  cities  or  towns,  and  to  recover  and  reftore  to  the 
right  owners,  their  agents  or  attornies,  all  fuch  veffels  and  effects 
which  fhall  be  taken  within  his  jurifdidtion,  and  the  fhips  of  war  of 
his  moft  Chriftian  majefty,  or  any  convoy  failing  under  his  authority, 
fhall  upon  all  occafions  take  under  their  protection  all  veffels  belonging 
to  the  fubjedts,  people  or  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  States  or  any 
of  them,  and  holding  the  fame  courfe  or  going  the  fame  way,  and 
fhall  defend  fuch  veffels  as  long  as  they  hold  the  fame  courfe,  or  go 
the  fame  way,  againft  all  attacks,  force  or  violence,  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  they  ought  to  protect  and  defend  the  veffels  belonging  to  the' 
fubjedts  of  the  mofl  Chriftian  king. 

Art.  7.  In  like  manner  the  faid  United  States  and  their  fhips  of  war, 
failing  under  their  authority,  fhall  protect  and  dtfend  conformably  to- 
the  tenor  of  the  preceding  article,  all  the  veffels  and  effedts  belonging 
to  the  fubjedts  of  the  mofl  Chriftian  king^  and  ufe  all  their  endeavours 
to  recover  and  caufe  to  be  reftored  the  faid  veffels  and  effedts  that 
fhall  have  been  taken  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  faid  United  States 
or  any  of  them. 

Art.  8.  The  moft  Chriftian  king  will  employ  his  good  offices  and 
interpofition  with  the  king  or  empercr  of  Mcrecco,  or  Fez,  the  regen- 
cies of  Algiers,  Tunis  and  Tripoli,  or  with  any  of  them,  and  alio  with 
every  other  prince,  ftate  or  power,  of  the  coaft  of  Barbary,  in  Africa, 
and  with  the  fubjedts  of  the  faid  king,  emperor,  ftates  and  powers,  and 
each  of  them,  in  order  to  provide  as  fully  and  efhcacioufiy  as  poiffble 
for  the  benefit,  convenience,  and  fafety  of  the  faid  United  States,  and 
each  of  them,  their  fubjects,  people  and  inhabitants  and  their  veffels 
and  effects,  againft  all  violence,  infult,  attacks,  or  depredations,  on 
the  part  of  the  faid  princes  and  ftates  of  Earbary,  or  their  fubjects. 

Art.  9.  The  fubjedts,  inhabitants,  merchants,  commanders  of  fhips, 
mailers  and  mariners  of  the  ftates,  provinces,  and  dominions  of  each 
party  refpedtively,  fhall  abllain  and  forbear  to  fiih  in  all  places  pof- 
feff-  d,  or  which  (hall  be  poffeffed  by  the  ether  party.  The  moll  Chrif~ 
tian  king's  fubjedts  i];all  not  filh  in  the  havens,  bays,  weeks,  reads*. 
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coafts  or  places,  which  the  faid  United  States  hold,  or  (Kali  hereafter 
hold,  and  in  like  manner  the  fubje&s,  people  and  inhabitants  of  thi 
faid  United  States  Ihall  not  hfh  in  the  havens,  bays,  creeks,  road.-, 
coafts  or  places,  which  the  raoft  Chriftian  king  pofleHes  or  (hail  here 
after  poffefs,  and  if  any  ihip  or  veifel  fliall  be  found  fifhing  contrary 
to  the  tenor  of  this  treaty  the  faid  ihip  or  veffel,  with  its  lading,  proof 
being  made  thereof,  fhall  be  confiscated.  It  is  however  nnderftooii 
that  the  exclufion  flipulated  in  the  preient  article  fli:ill  take  place 
only  lb  long  and  fo  far  as  the  moll  Chriftian  king  or  the  United  States 
ihall  not  in  this  refpect  Rave  granted  an  exemption  to  fome  other 
nation. 

Art.  10.  The  United  States,  their  citizens  and  inhabitants,  {hall 
never  difturb  the  fubjedls  of  the  mod  Chriftian  king  in  the  enjoy- 
ment and  exercife  of  the  right  of  fifhing  on  the  banks  of  Newfound- 
land, nor  in  the  indefinite  and  exclufive  right  which  belongs  to  them 
en  that  part  of  the  coaft  on  that  iiland,  which  is  defigned  by  the  treaty 
of  Utrecht,  nor  in  the  rights  relative  to  all  and  each  of  the  ifles  which 
belong  to  his  mod  Chriftian  majefty,  the  whole  conformable  to  the 
true  fenfe  of  the  treaties  of  Utrecht  and  Paris. 

(Articles  llth  and  12th  i'upprelTed.) 

Art.  13.  The  fubjedls  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United  State's, 
or  any  one  of  them,  fhall  not  be  reputed  aubenes  in  France,  and  conf'e- 
ouently  (hall  be  exempted  from  the  droit  d'aubene,  or  other  fimilar 
duty  under  what  name  foever  ;  they  may  by  teftament,  donation  or 
otherwise,  difpofe  of  their  goods  moveable  and  immoveable  in  favour 
of  fuch  perfonS  as  to  them  ihall  feem  good,  and  their  heirs  fubjects  of 
the  laid  United  States,  rending  whether  in  France  or  elfewhere,  may 
Succeed  them,  cb  inteatat  without  being  obliged  to  obtain  letters  of 
naturalisation  and  without  having  the  effects  of  this  concefiion  con- 
tefted  or  impeded  under  pretext  of  any  rights  or  prerogatives  of  pro- 
vinces, cities,  or  private  perfons  ;  and  the  laid  heirs  whether  fuch  by 
particular  title  or  ab  inttstat,  fhall  be  exempt  from  all  duty,  called 
droit  de  detraction,  or  ether  duty  of  the  fame  kind,  laving  neverthe- 
less the  local  rights  or  duties,  as  much  and  as  long  as  fimilar  ones  arc 
not  eftab  lifted  by  the  United  States  or  any  of  them.  The  fubjectj 
of  the  molt  Chriftian  king,  lhall  enjoy  on  their  part,  in  all  the  domi- 
nions of  the  laid  ftates  an  entire  and  perfect  reciprocity  relative  to  the 
ftipulations  contained  in  the  prefent  article.  But  it  is  agreed  at  the 
fame  time,  that  its  contents  fliall  not  affect  the  laws  made,  or  that  may 
be  made  hereafter  in  France,  againft  emigrations,  which  fhall  remain 
in  all  their  force  and  vigour,  and  the  United  States  on  their  part,  or 
any  of  them,  fhall  be  at  liberty  to  enact  fuch  laws  relative  to  that  matter 
as  to  them  fliall  feem  proper. 

Art.  14.  The  merchant  {hips  of  either  of  the  parties  which  fhall  be 
making  into  a  port  belonging  to  the  enemy  of  the  other  ally,  and  con- 
cerning whole  voyage  and  the  fpecified  goods  on  board  them,  there 
fhall  be  juft  grounds  of  fufpicion,  fhall  be  obliged  to  exhibit,  as  well 
■upon  the  high  feas,  as  in  the  ports  and  havens,  not  only  their  paff- 
ports,  butiikewife  certificates,  exprefsly  fhewing  that  their  goods  are 
not  ot  the  number  of  thole  which  have  been  prohibited  as  contraband. 

Art.  15.  If  by  the  exhibiting   of  the  above  laid  Certificates,  the 
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other  party  difcover  there  are  any  of  thofe  fort  of  goods  which  art 
prohibited  and  declared  contraband,  and  configned  for  a  pert  under 
the  obedience  cf  his  enemy  it  {hall  not  be  lawful  to  break  up  the 
hatches  of  fuch  fhip,  or  to  open  any  cheft,  coffers,  packs,  cafes,  or  any 
other  veffels,  found  therein,  or  to  remove  the  fmalleft  parcels  of  her 
goods,  whether  fuch  ihip  belongs  to  the  fubje&s  of  France,  or  the  in- 
habitants of  the  faid  United  States,  unlefs  the  lading  be  brought  on 
fhore  in  the  prefence  of  the  officers  of  the  court  of  admiralty,  and  an 
inventory  thereof  made  ;  but  there  {hall  be  no  allowance  to  fell,  ex. 
jphange,  or  alienate  the  fame  in  any  manner,  until  after  that  due  and 
lawful  procefs  mall  have  been  had  againft  fuch  prohibited  goods,  and 
the  court  of  admiralty  fhall,  by  a  fentence  pronounced,  have  confii*- 
cated  the  fame,  faving  always  as  well  the  Ihip  itfelf,  as  any  other  goods 
found  therein,  which  by  this  treaty  are  to  be  efteemed  free  ;  neither 
may  they  be  detained  on  pretence  of  their  being  as  it  were,  infected  by 
the  prohibited  goods,  much  lefs  {hall  they  be  confiscated  as  lawful 
prize  :  But  if  not  the  whole  cargo,  but  only  part  thereof  fhall  con  fill 
of  prohibited  or  contraband  goods,  and  the  commander  of  the  fhip 
{hall  be  ready  and  willing  to  deliver  them  to  the  captor,  who  has  dis- 
covered them,  in  fuch  cafe,  the  captor  having  received  thofe  goods, 
fhall  forthwith  difcharge  the  fhip,  and  not  hinder  her  by  any  means, 
freely  to  profecute  the  voyage  on  which  fhe  was  bound  ; — but  in  cafe 
the  contraband  merchandize  cannot  be  all  received  on  board  the  veffel 
of  the  captor,  then  the  captor  may,  notwithstanding  the  offer  of  deli- 
vering him  the  contraband  goods,  carry  the  veffel  into  the  neareft  port 
arreeable  to  what  is  above  directed. 

Art.  16.  On  the  contrary  it  is  agreed,  that  whatever  fhall  be  found 
to  be  laden  by  the  fubje&s  and  inhabitants  of  either  party,  on  any  Ihip 
belonging  to  the  enemies  of  the  other,  or  to  their  fubjects,  the  whole, 
although  it  be  not  of  the  fort  of  prohibited  goods,  may  be  corticated 
in  the  fame  manner  as  if  it  belonged  to  the  enemy,  except  fuch  goods 
and  merchandize  as  were  put  on  board  fuch  fhip  before  the  declaration 
of  war,  or  even  after  fuch  declaration,  if  fo  he  it  were  done  without  the 
knowledge  of  fuch  declaration,  fo  that  the  goods  of  the  fubjecls  and 
people  of  either  party,  whether  they  be  of  the  nature  of  fuch  as  are 
prohibited,  or  otherwil'e,  which,  as  is  aforefaid,  were  put  on.  board  any 
Ihip  belonging  to  an  enemy  before  the  Avar  or  after  the  declaration  of 
the  fame,  without  the  knowledge  of  it,  fhall  no  ways  be  liable  to  con- 
fifcation,  but  fhall  well  and  truly  be  reflored  without  delay  to  the  pro- 
prietors demanding  the  fame,  but  fo  as  that,  if  the  faid  merchandifes 
be  contraband,  it  fhall  not  be  any  ways  lawful  to  carry  them  after- 
wards to  any  ports  belonging  to  the  enemy.  The  two  contracting 
parties  agree  that  the  term  of  two  months  being  palled  after  the  decla- 
ration of  war,  their  *efpecYive  fubjects  from  whatever  part  of  the  world 
they  come,  fhall  not  gl  ad  the  ignorance  mentioned  in  this  article. 

Art.  17.  And  that  more  effectual  care  may  be  taken  for  the  fecurity 
of  the  fubjects  and  inhabitants  of  both  parties,  that  they  fuffer  no 
injury,  by  the  men  of  war  or  privateers  of  the  other  party,  all  the  coma 
rs  of -the  {hips  of  his  moft  Chrifliau  majefty  and  of  the  iaidj 
United  States,  and  all  their  fubjects  and  inhabitants  fhall  be  forbiq 
doing  any  injury  or  damage  to  the  other,  fide,  and  if  they   <'    t  :  the 
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contrary  they  fliall  be  punifhed,  and  fhall  moreover  be  bound  to  make 
Satisfaction  for  all  matter  of  damages  and  the  intereft  thereof  by  re- 
paration under  the  pain  and  obligation  of  their  perfons  and  goods. 

Art.  18.  All  fliips  and  merchandize  of  what  nature  foever,  which 
fhall  be  refcued  out  of  the  hands  of  any  pirates  or  robbers  on  the 
high  feas,  fhall  be  brought  into  fome  port  of  either  (late,  and  fhall 
be  delivered  to  the  cuftody  of  the  officers  of  that  port  in  order  to  be 
reftored  entire  to  the  true  proprietor  as  foon  as  due  and  fufficient  proof 
{hall  be  made  concerning  the  property  thereof. 

Art.  1 9.  It  fliall  be  lawful  for  the  fhips  of  war  of  either  party,  and  pri- 
vateers, freely  to  carry  whither  foever  they  pleafe,  the  fhips  and  goods 
taken  from  their  enemies,  without  being  obliged  to  pay  any  duty  to 
-the  officers  of  the  admiralty,  or  any  other  judges  ;  nor  fhall  luch 
prizes  be  arrefled  or  feized  when  they  come  to  and  enter  the  ports  of 
the  other  party,  nor  fliall  the  fearcher  or  other  officers  of  thofe  places- 
Search  the  fame,  or  make  examination,  concerning  the  lawfulness  of 
luch  prizes,  but  they  may  hoift  fail  at  any  time  and  depart,  and  carry 
their  prizes  to  the  places  expreffed  in  their  commiffions,  which  the 
commanders  of  luch  fhips  of  war  fliall  be  obliged  to  fliew  ;  on  the 
contrary,  no  fhelter  or  refuge  fliall  be  given  in  their  ports  to  fuch  as 
fliall  have  made  prize  of  the  fubje&s,  people,  or  property,  of  either 
of  the  parties  ;  but  if  fuch  fhall  come  in,  being  forced  by  fhefs  of 
weather,  or  the  danger  of  the  fea,  all  proper  means  fhall  be  vigo- 
i  cully  ufed  that  they  go  out  and  retire  from  thence  as  foon  aspoffible. 

Art.  20.  If  any  fhip  belonging  to  either  of  the  parties,  their  peo- 
ple or  Subjects  fliall,  within  the  coafts  or  dominions  of  the  other,  Stick 
upon  the  lands,  or  be  wrecked,  or  fuffer  any  other  damage,  all  friendly 
auittance  and  relief  fhall  be  given  to  the  perfons  fhipwrecked,  or 
fuch  as  fliall  be  in  danger  thereof.  And  letters  of  Safe  conduct  fhall 
likewife  be  given  to  them  for  their  free  and  quiet  paflage  from  thence, 
and  the  return  of  everyone  to  his  Own  country. 

Art.  21.  In  cafe  the  fubjects  and  inhabitants  of  either  part}",  with 
their  (hipping,  whether  public  and  of  war,  or  private,  and  of  mer- 
chants, be  forced,  through  ftrefs  of  weather,  purfuit  of  pirates  or 
enemies,  or  any  other  urgent  neceffity  for  Seeking  of  shelter  and  ha*r- 
bour  to  retreat  and  enter  into  any  of  the  rivers,  bays,  roads  or  ports, 
belonging  to  the  other  party,  they  shall  be  received  and  treated  with 
ail  humanity  and  kindnefs,  and  enjoy  all  friendly  protection  and  help, 
and  they  shall  be  permicted  to  refresh  and  provide  themiclves  at  rea- 
sonable rates  with  victuals  and  all  things  needful  for  the  SuStenance 
of  their  perfons,  or  reparation  of  their  ships,  and  conveniency  of  their 
voyage  ;  and  they  shall  no  ways  be  detained  or  hindered  from  return- 
ing; out  of  the  laid  ports  or  roads,  but  may  remove  and  depart  when 
and  whither  they  pleafe,  without  any  let  or  hindrance. 

Art.  22.  For  the  better  promoting  of  commerce  on  both  fides,  it  is 
agreed,  that  if  a  war  should  break  out  between  the  two  nations,  fix 
•  'jaths  after  the  proclamation  of  wTar  shall  be  allowed  to  the  merchants* 
in  the  cities  and  towns  where  they  live,  for  felling  and  tranfporting 
their  goods  and  merchandifes ;  and  if  anything  be  taken  from  them, 
or  any  injury  be  done  them  within  that  term  by  either  party,  or  the 
pie  or  Subjects  of  either,  fullfatisfaclion  shall  be  made  for  the  fame. 
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Art.  23.  No  fubjefts  of  the  mofl  ChrifUan  king  shall  apply  for  cr 
take  any  commiflion  or  letters  of  marque,  for  arming  any  ship  or 
ships  to  act  as  privateers  againfl  the  faid  United  States,  or  any  of 
them,  or  againfl  the  fubjects,  people  or  inhabitants  of  the  faid  United 
States,  or  any  of  them,  or  againfl  the  property  of  any  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  any  of  them,  from  any  prince  or  flate,  with  which  the  faid 
United  States  shall  be  at  war  ;  nor  shall  any  citizen,  fubjett,  or  in- 
habitant of  the  faid  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  apply  for  or  take 
any  commiflion  or  letters  of  marque,  for  arming  any  Ihip  or  fhips  to 
act  as  privateers  againfl  the  fubjects  of  the  mofl  Chriflian  king,  or 
any  of  them,  or  the  property  of  any  cf  them,  from  any  prince  or 
{late,  with  which  the  faid  king  shall  be  at  war;  and  if  any  perfon  of 
either  nation  shall  take  fuch  commiilions  or  letters  of  marque,  he 
shall  be  punished  as  a  pirate. 

Art.  24.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  privateers  not  be- 
longing to  the  fubjedts  of  the  mofl  Chriflian  king,  nor  citizens  of  the 
faid  United  States,  who  have  commiflions  from  any  other  prince  or 
flate  at  enmity  with  either  nation,  to  fit  their  ships  in  the  ports  of 
either  the  one  or  the  other  of  the  aforefaid  parties  j  to  fell  what  they 
have  taken,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatfoever,  to  exchange  their 
ships,  merchandizes,  or  any  other  lading:  neither  shall  they  be  al- 
lowed even  to  purchafe  victuals,  except  fuch  as  shall  be  neceffary  for 
their  going  to  the  next  port  of  that  prince  or  flate  from  which  they 
have  commiflions. 

Art.  25.  It  fhall  be  lawful  for  all  and  fingular  the  fubjedts  of  the 
mofl  Chriflian  king,  and  the  citizens,  people,  and  inhabitants  of  the 
laid  United  States,  to  fail  with  their  fhips,  with  all  manner  of  liberty 
and  fecurity,  no  diflindtion  being  made  who  are  the  proprietors  of  the 
merchandife  ladervthereon,  from  any  port  to  the  places  of  thofe  who 
now  are  or  hereafter  fhall  be  at  enmity  with  the  mofl  Chriflian  king, 
cr  the  United  States.  It  mall  likewife  be  lawful  for  the  fubjects  and 
inhabitants  aforefaid,  to  fail  with  the  fhips  and  merchandifes  afore- 
mentioned, and  to  trade  with  the  fame  liberty  and  fecurity  from  the 
places,  ports,  and  havens  of  thofe  who  are  enemies  of  both  or  either 
party,  without  any  oppofition  or  diflurbance  whatfoever,  not  only  di- 
rectly from  the  places  of  the  enemy  aforementioned  to  neutral  places, 
but  alfo  from  one  place  belonging  to  an  enemy  to  another  place  be- 
longing to  an  enemy,  whether  they  be  under  the  jurifdidtion  of  the 
fame  prince  or  under  feveral  :  And  it  is  hereby  flipulated  that  free 
fhips  fhall  alfo  give  a  freedom  to  goods,  and  that  every  thing  fhall  be 
deemed  to  be  free  and  exempt,  which  fhall  be  found  on  board  the 
fhips  belonging  to  the  fubjedts  of  either  of  the  confederates — .although 
the  whole  lading  or  any  part  thereof  fhould  appertain  to  the  enemies 
cf  either,  contraband  goods  being  always  excepted.  It  is  alfo  agreed 
in  like  manner,  that  the  fame  liberty  be  extended  to  perfons  who  are 
on  board  a  free  fhip,  with  this  effect,  that  although  they  be  enemies 
to  both  or  either  party,  they  are  not  to  be.  taken******)!'  that  free  ihip, 
unlefs  they  are  foidiers  and  in  actual  fervice  of  the  enemies. 

Art.  26.  This  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce  lhall  extend  to 
all  kinds  of  merchandifes,  excepting  thofe  only  which  are  diftinguifhed 
by  the  name  of  contraband,   and  under  this  name  of  contraband  or 
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prohibited  goods,  flail  be  comprehended  a  rim,  great  guns,  bombs  with 
their  fufes,  and  other  things  belonging  to  them,  cannon  ball,  gun- 
powder, match,  pikes,  iwords,  lances,  fpears,  halberts,  mortars,  pe« 
tards,  grenadoes,  falt-pctre,  muikets,  mufket  ball,  bucklers,  helmets, 
breaft-plates,  coats  of  mails,  and  the  like  kind  of  arms  proper  for 
arming  foldiers  ;  muiket-refts,  belts,  horles  with  their  furniture,  and 
a'-i  other  warlike  inftruments  whatever.  Thei'e  merchandifes  which 
follow  fhall  not  be  reckoned  among  contraband  or  prohibited  goods, 
that  is  to  fay,  all  forts  of  cloths,  and  all  other  manufactures  woven  of 
any  wool,  flax,  filk,  cotton  or  any  ether  materials  whatever,  all  kinds 
of  wearing  apparel,  together  with  the  fpecies  whereof  they  are  ufed  to 
be  made,  gold  and  tilver,  as  well  coined  as  uncoined,  tin,  iron,  latten, 
Copper,  brafs,  coals,  as  alio  wheat  and  barley,  and  any  other  kind  of 
corn  and  pulie,  tobacco,  and  likewii'e  all  manner  of  fpices,  falted  and 
fmoaked  tlelh,  falted  fifh,  cheefe  and  butter,  beer,  oils,  wines,  fugars 
and  all  forts  of  falts,  and  in  general  all  provifions  which  ferve  for  the 
nourifhment  of  mankind  and  the  fuftenance  of  life  ;  furthermore  all 
kinds  of  cotton,  hemp,  flax,  tar,  pitch,  ropes,  cables,  fails,  fail  cloths, 
anchors  and  any  parts  of  anchors  ;  alfo  fhips  malts,  planks,  boards  and 
beams  of  what  trees  ibever,  and  all  other  things  proper  either  for 
building  or  repairing  (hips,  and  all  other  goods  whatever,  which  have 
not  been  worked  into  the  form  of  any  inftrument  or  thing  prepared 
for  war  by  land  or  by  fea,  fhall  not  be  reputed  contraband,  much  lefs 
fuch  as  have  been  already  wrought  and  made  up  for  any  other  ufe,  ail 
which  lhall  be  wholly  reckoned  among  free  goods,  as  likewife  all  other 
merchandifes  and  things  which  are  not  comprehended  and  particularly 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  enumeration  of  contraband  goods,  fo 
that  they  may  be  tranfported  and  carried  in  the  fre-eft  manner  by  the 
fubjedts  of  both  confederates,  even  to  places  belonging  to  an  enemy, 
fuch  towns,  or  places,  being  only  excepted  as  are  at  that  time  be- 
fieged,  blocked  up  or  inverted. 

Art.  27.  To  the  end  that  all  manner  of  detentions  and  quarrels  may 
be  avoided  and  prevented  on  one  fide  and  the  other,  it  is  agreed 
that  in  cafe  either  of  the  parties  hereto  mould  be  engaged  in  war*  the 
fhips  and  veffels  belonging  to  the  fubjetfts  or  people  of  the  other  ally,. 
jnurt  be  furnifhecl  with  fea-letters  or  paffports,  exprefiing  the  name, 
property  and  bulk  of  the  fhip,  as  alfo  the  name  and  place  of  habitation 
of  the  mafter  or  commander  of  the  faid  fhip,  that  it  may  appear 
thereby  that  the  laid  (hip  really  and  truly  belongs  to  the  fuhjects  or 
one  of  the  parties,  which  pafiport  lhall  be  made  exit  and  granted  ac- 
cording to  the  form  annexed  to  this  treaty  ;  they  fhall  likewife  be  re- 
called every  year,  that  is  if  the  fhip  happens  to  return  home  -within, 
the  ipace  of  a  year  :  It  is  likewife  agreed  that  fuch  fhips  being  laden, 
are  to  be  provided  not  only  with  paffports,  as  above  mentioned,  but  alfo 
with  certificates  containing  the  feveral  particulars  of  the  cargo,  the 
place  whence  the  fhip  failed,  and  whither  fhe  is  bound,  that  i'o  it  may 
be  known  whether  any  forbidden  or  contraband  goeds  be  on  beard  m 
the  fame,  which  certificates  fhall  ba  made  out  by  the  oificers  of  the 
place  whence  the  fhip  fet  fail,  in  the  accuftomed  form,  and  if  any  one 
shall  think  it  advifeable  to  exprefs  in  the  faid  certificates,,  the  perfcus 
to  whom  the  goods  on  board  belong,  he  may  freely  do  ibt 
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Art.  28.  The  ships  cf  the  fubje&s  and  inhabitants  of  either  of  the 
•parties,  coming  upon  any  ccaft  belonging  to  either  of  the  faid  allies- 
but  not  willing  to  enter  into  port,  or  being  entered  into  port,  and  not 
■willing  to  unload  their  cargoes,  or  break  bulk,  they  shall  be  treated 
according  to  the  general  rules  prescribed  or  to  be  prefcribed  relative 
to  the  object  in  queftion. 

Art.  29.  If  the  ships  of  the  faid  Subje&s,  people  or  inhabitants  of 
either  of  che  parties  shall  be  met  with,  either  failing  along  the  coafts 
or  on  the  high  feas,  by  any  ship  of  war  of  the  other,  or  by  any  priva- 
teer, the  faid  ship  of  war  or  privateer,  for  the  avoiding  of  any  diforder, 
shall  remain  out  of  cannon  shot,  and  may  fend  their  boats  on  board 
the  merchant  ship  which  they  shall  fo  meet  with,  and  may  enter  her  to 
the  number  of  two  or  three  men  only,  to  whom  the  mafter  or  commander 
of  fuch  ship  or  veffel  shall  exhibit  his  paffport  concerning  the  property 
of  the  ship,  made  out  according  to  the  form  inferted  in  this  prefent 
treaty,  and  the  ship,  when  she  shall  have  shewed  fuch  paffport,  shall 
be  free  and  at  liberty  to  purfue  her  voyage,  fo  as  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
to  moleft  or  to  fearch  her  in  any  manner,  or  to  give  her  chace,  or 
force  her  to  quit  her  intended  courfe. 

Art.  30.  It  is  alio  agreed,  that  all  goods,  when  once  put  on  board 
the  ships  or  veiTels  of  either  of  the  two. contracting  parties,  shall  be 
Subject  to  no  further  vifitation,  but  ail  vifitation  or  fearch  shall  be 
made  beforehand,  and  all  prohibited  goods  shall  be  flopped  on  the  fpot, 
before  the  fame  be  put  on  board,  unlefs  there  are  manifeft  tokens  or 
proofs  of  fraudulent  practice.  Nor  shall  either  the  perfons  or  goods 
of  the  Subjects  of  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty,  or  the  United  States,  be 
put  under  any  arreft,  or  molefted  by  any  other  kind  of  embargo,  for 
that  caufe,  and  only  the  Subject  of  that  ftate  to  whom  the  faid 
goods  have  been  or  shall  be  prohibited,  and  who  shall  prefume  to 
fell  or  alienate  fuch  fort  of  goods,  shall  be  duly  punished  for  the 
offence. 

.  Art.  31.  The  two  contracting  parties  grant  mutually  the  liberty  of 
having,  each,  in  the  ports  of  the  other,  confuls,  vice-confuls,  agents 
and  commiffaries,  whofe  functions  shall  be  regulated  by  a  particular 
agreement. 

Art.  32.  And  the  more  to  favour  and  facilitate  the  commerce  which 
the  Subjects  of  the  United  Statesmay  have  with  France,  the  moft  Chriftian 
king  will  grant  them  in  Europe  one  or  more  free  ports,  where  they  may 
bring  and  difpofe  of  all  the  produce  and  merchandii'e  of  the  thirteen 
United  States,  and  his  majefty  will  alfo  continue  to  the  Subjects  of 
the  faid  States,  the  free  ports  which  have  been  and  are  open  in  the* 
Trench  iilands  of  America  ;  of  all  which  free  ports  the  faid  Subjects  of 
the  United  States  shall  enjoy  the  ufe  agreeable  to  the  regulations  which 
relate  to  them. 

Art.  33.  The  prefent  treaty  shall  be  ratified  en  both  fides,  and  the 
ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  in  the  Space  of  iix  months,  or  fooner 
if  poffible. 

Jn  faith  whereof  the  respective  plenipotentiaries  have  Signed  the 
above  articles,  both  in  the  French  and  English  languages,  declaring 
nevertheless  that  the  prefent  treaty  was  originally  compofed  and  con- 
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eluded  in  the  French  language,  and  they  have  thereto  affixed  their 
1'eals Done  at  Paris,  this  6th  day  of  February,    1778.

and  witneffed,  containing  the  names  and  fir-names,  the  places  of 
birth  and  abode  of  the  crew  of  his  fhip,  and  of  all  who  fhall  embark

That  we  the  faid  Gongrefs,  have  unanimoufly  ratified  and  con- 
firmed, and  by  thefe  prefents  do  ratify  and  confirm  the  faid  treatv, 
and  every  part,  article  and  claufe  thereof  on  our  part,  concluded  and 
figned  as  aforefaid  ;  and  further  do  authorife  and  direct  our  commif-

Whereas  in  and  by  our  commiffion,  dated  at  Philadelphia,  the 
30th  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  ond  feventy-fix  ;  Benjamin  Franklin,  on#  of  the  delegates 
in    Congrefs  from  the    ftate    of  Pennfylvania,  and  prefident    of  the 
convention  of  the  faid  ftate,  Sec.  Silas  Deane,  late  a  delegate  from 
the  ftate  of  Connecticut,  and1  Arthur  Lee,  barrifter  at  law,  were  no- 
minated and  appointed   our  commiffioners  with  full  powers  to  treat, 
agree  and  conclude  with  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty  the  king  of  France, 
or  with  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  should  be  by  him  for   that  purpofe 
authorifed  of,  and  upon  a  true  and  fincere  friendship,  and  a  firm  in- 
violable and  univerfal  peace  for  the  defence,  protection  and  fafety  of 
the    navigation   and   mutual    commerce   of  the    fubje&s   of    his  moft 
Chriftian  majefty  and  the  people    of  the  United  States,  Ave  promiiing 
in  good  faith  to  ratify  whatfoever  our  faid  commiffioners  fhould  tran- 
fatt  in  the  premifes:  And  whereas  our    faid  commiffioners,  in  pur- 
suance of  their  full  powers,  en  the  6th  day  of  February   laft,  at  Pa- 
ris-,    with   Conrad    Alexander  Gerard,    royal   fyndic    of   the  city   of 
Strafburg,  fecretary  of  his  moft  Chriftian   majefty 's  council  of  ftater 
by  virtue  of  powers  plenipotentiary  to  him  granted  by  his  moft  Chrif- 
tian majefty,  and  dated  the  30th  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one    thoufand    feven  hundred  and  feventy-eight,  did  conclude 
and  fign  on  the  part  of  the  crown  of  France,  and  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  a  treaty  of  alliance  in  the  following  words. 
"TREATY  of  ALLIANCE  EVENTUAL  and  DEFENSIVE." 

The  moft  Chriftian  king  and  the  United  States  of  North-America, 
to  wit,  New-Hampfhire,  Maffachufetts-Bay,  Rhode-Ifland,  Connec- 
ticut, New-York,  New-Jerfey,  Pennfylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland, 
Virginia,  North-Carolina,  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  having  this 
day  concluded  a  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce,  for  the  reciprocal  ad- 
vantage of  their  fubjedls  and  citizens,  have  thought  it  neceflary  to 
take  into  confideration  the  means  of  ftrengthening  thofe  engagements, 
and  of  rendering  them  ufefui  to  the  fafety  and  tranquility  of  the  two 
parties,  particularly  in  cafe  Great-Britain,  in  refentment  of  that 
connection,  and  of  the  good  correfpondence  which  is  the  object  of  the 
faid  treaty,  mould  break  the  peace  with  France,  either  by  direct  hofti- 
lities,  or  by  hindering  her  commerce  and  navigation  in  a  manner  con- 
trary to  the  rights  of  nations,  and  the  peace  fubfifting  between  the 
two  crowns:  And  his  majefty  and  the  {'aid  United  States  having  re- 
folved  in  that  cafe  to  join  their  councils  and  efforts  againft  the  enter- 
prizes  of  their  common  enemy,  the  refpe&ive  plenipotentiaries  em- 
powered to-  concert  the  claufes  and  conditions  proper  to  fulfil  the  faid 
intentions,  have,  after  the  moft  mature  deliberation,  concluded  and 
determined  on  the  following  articles  : 

Art.  1.  If  war  mould  break  out  between  France  and  Great-Britain, 
during  the  continuance  of  the  prelent  war  between  the  United  States 
and  England,  his  majefty  and  the  faid  United  States  fhall  make  it  a 
common  caufe,  and  aid  each  other  mutually  with  their  good  offices, 
their  counfels  and  their  forces,  according  to  the  exigence  of  conjunc- 
tures, as  becomes  good  and  faithful  allies. 
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Art.  D.  The  cffential  and  direct  end  of  the  prefent  'defend ve  alii, 
ance  is,  to  maintain  effectually  the  liberty,  fovereignty  and  indepen- 
dence, abfolute  and  unlimited,  of  the  laid  United  States,  as  well  in 
matters  of  government  as  of  commerce. 

Art,  3.  The  two  contracting  parties  {hall  each,  on  its  own  part, 
and  in  the  manner  it  may  judge  moft  proper,  make  all  the  efforts  in 
its  power  againft  their  common  enemy,  in  order  to  attain  the  end 
propofed. 

Art,  4.  The  contracting  parties  agree,  that  in  cafe  either  of  them 
fhould  form  any  particular  enterprise,  in  which  the  concurrence  of 
the  other  may  be  defired,  the  party  whofe  concurrence  is  defired, 
fhall  readily  and  with  good  faith  join  to  act  in  concert,  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  as  far  as  circumftances,  and  its  oAvn  particular  fituation  will 
permit,  and  in  that  cafe  they  fhall  regulate,  by  a  particular  conven- 
tion, the  quantity  and  kind  of  fuccour  to  be  furnifhed,  and  the  time 
and  manner  of  its  being  brought  Into  action-,  as  well  as  the  ad- 
vantages which  are  to  be   its  compenfation. 

Art.  5.  If  the  United  States  fhould  think  fit  to  attempt  the  re- 
dudlion  of  the  Britifh  power  remaining  in  the  northern  parts  of  Ame- 
rica, or  the  i Hands  of  Bermudas,  thofe  countries  or  iflands,  in  cafe  of 
fuccefs,  fhall  be  confederated  with  or  dependant  upon  the  laid  United 
States. 

Art.  6.  The  moft  Chriftian  king  renounces  forever  the  poffeflion 
of  the  ifland  of  Bermudas,  as  well  as  of  any  part  of  the  continent  of 
North-America,  which,  before,  the  treaty  of  Paris  in  1763,  or  in 
virtue  of  that  treaty,  were  acknowledged  to  belong  to  the  crown  of 
Great-Britain,  or  to  the  United  States,  heretofore  called  Britifh  co- 
lonies, or  which  are  at  this  time,  or  have  lately  been  under  the  power 
ef  the  king  and  crown  of  Great-Britain. 

Art.  7.  If  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty  fhall  think  proper  to  attack 
any  of  the  iflands  fituated  in  the  gulph  of  Mexico,  or  near  that 
gulph,  which  are  at  prefent  under  the  power  of  Great-Britain,  all  the 
faid  ifles,  in  cafe  of  fuccefs,  fhall  appertain  to  the  crown  of  France. 

Art,  8.  Neither  of  the  two  parties  fhall  conclude  either  truce  or 
peace  with  Great-Britain,  without  the  formal  conlent  of  the  other 
firil  obtained,,  and  they  mutually  engage  not  to  lay  down  their  arms, 
until  the  independence  of  the  United  States  fhall  have  been  formally 
or  tacitly  affured  by  the  treaty  or  treaties  that  fhall  terminate  the 
•war. 

Art.  9.  The  contracting  parties  declare,  that  being  refolved  to 
fulfil,  each  on  its  own  part,  the  claufes  and  conditions  of  the  prefent 
treaty  of  alliance,  according  to  its  own  power  and  circumftances, 
there  fhall  be  no  after  claim  of  compenfation  on  one  fide  or  the  other, 
whatever  may  be  the  event  of  the  war. 

Art.  10.  The  moft  Chriftian  king  and  the  United  States  agree  to 
invite  or  admit  other  powers  who  may  have  received  injuries  from 
England,  to  make  common  caufe  with  them,  and  to  accede  to  the  pre- 
fent alliance  under  fuch  conditions  as  fhall  be  freely  agreed  to  and 
fettled  between  all  the  parties. 

Art.  11.  The  two  parties  guarantee  mutually  from  the  prefent  time, 
and  forever,  againft  all  other  powers,  to  wit,  the  United  States  to  his 
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Tnoft  Chriftian  majefty,  the  prefent  poffeffions  of  the  crown  of  France 
in  America,  as  well  as  thofe  which  it  may  acquire  by  the  future  treaty 
of  peace  ;  and  his  mod  Chriftian  majefty  guarantees  on  his  part  to  the 
United  States  their  liberty,  fovereignty  and  independence,  abfolute 
tnd  unlimited,  as  well  in  matters  of  government  as  commerce,  and 
alfo  their  poffeffions,  and  the  additions  or  conquefts  that  their  confe- 
deration ma_y  obtain,  during  the  war,  from  any  of  the  dominions  now 
or  heretofore  poffeffed  by  Great  Britain  in  North-America,  conform- 
able to  the  5th  and  6th  articles  above  written,  the  whole  as  their  pof- 
"feffion  fhall  be  fixed  and  afTured  to  the  faid  ftates  at  the  moment  of 
the  ceffation  of  their  prefent  war  with  England. 

Art.  12.  In  order  to  fix  more  pregifely  the  fenfe  and  application  of 
the  preceding  article,  the  contracting  parties  declare,  that  in  cafe  of  a 
rupture  between  France  and  England,  the  reciprocal  guarantee  de- 
clared in  the  faid  article  fhall  have  its  full  force  and  effect  the  moment 
fuch  war  fhall  break  out ;  and  if  fuch  rupture  fhall  not  take  place, 
the  mutual  obligations  of  the  faid  guarantee  fhall  not  commence  until 
the  moment  of  the  ceffation  of  the  prefent  war  between  the  United 
States  and  England,  fhall  have  ascertained  their  poffeffions. 

Art.  13.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  on  both  fides,  and  the 
ratifications  fhall  be  exchanged  in  the  fpace  of  fix  months,  or  fooner 
if  poffible. 

In  faith  whereof,  the  refpe&rve  plenipotentiaries,  to  wit,  on  the 
part  of  the  moft  Chriftian  king,  Conrad  Alexander  Gerard,  royal  fyndic 
of  the  city  of  Strafourg,  and  Secretary  of  his  majefty's  council  of  ftate  ; 
and  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  Benjamin  Franklin,  deputy  of 
the  general  Congrefs  from  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania,  and  prefident  of 
the  convention  of  the  faid  ftate,  Silas  Deane,  heretofore  deputy  from 
the  ftate  of  Connecticut,  and  Arthur  Lee,  counf'ellor  at  lav;,  have 
figned  the  above  articles,  both  in  the  French  and  Englifh  languages, 
declaring  neverthelefs,  that  the  prefent  treaty  was  originally  com- 
pofed  and  concluded  in  the  French  language,  and  they  have  hereunto 
affixed  their  feals. 

Done  at  Paris  this  6th  day  of  February,  one  thoufand  feven  hun» 
dred  and  feventy-eight.

That  we  the  faid  Congrefs  have  unanimoufly  ratified  and  confirmed, 
and  by  thefe  prefents  do  ratify  and  confirm  the  fame  treaty  and  every 
part,  article  and  claufe  thereof,  on  our  part  concluded  and  figned  as 
aforefaid,  and  further  do  authorife  and  direct  our  commiffioners  at  the 
court  of  France,  or  any  of  them,  to  deliver  this  our  adt  of  ratification, 
in  exchange  for  the  ratification  of  the  laid  treaty  on  the  part  of  his 
rnoft  Chriftian  majefty  the  king  of  France  and  Navarre. 

Done  in  Congrefs  at  York-Town,  in  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania,  this 
4th  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  feventy-eight.  In  teftimony  whereof,  the  prefident,  by  order  of  the 
faid  Congrefs,  hath  hereunto  fubferibed  his  name,  and  affixed  his  feal.

Res  lived,  That  the  pay  of  the  officers  and  men  in  the  navy  of  thefe 
United  States,  as  fixed  by  the  act  of  Congrefs  of  November  15,  1776, 
be  hereafter  confidered  as,  and  paid  in,  fpecie,  or  other  money- 
equivalent. 

Resolved,  That  the  fubfiftence  money  of  officers  of  the  navy,  as 
regulated  by  the  act  of  Congrefs  of  July  25,  1777,  be  hereafter  con- 
fidered as,  and  paid  in,  fpecie,  or  other  money  equivalent. 

Resolved,  That  a  bounty  of  20  dollars  in  fpecie,  or  other  money 
equivalent,  be  allowed  to  every  able  feaman,  and  10  dollars  to  every 
ordinary  feamen  or  landfi.an,  who  lhall  enter  into  the  fea  fervice  for 
a  twelve-month,  one  half  thereof  to  be  paid  to  them  before  their  fail- 
ing, and  the  other  half  at  the  expiration  of  12  months,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  time  of  their  entry  and  enliftment. 

Resolved,  That  40  continental  dollars,  or  1  dollar  cf  the  bills  which 
ftiall  be  iffued  by  the  reipective  ftates,  in  puriuance  of  the  act  of  Con- 
grefs of  the  18th  March  Iaft,  be  confidered  as  equivalent  to  a  dollar  in 
fpecie,  in  the  payment  of  ths  bounty,  wages  and  fubfiftence  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  refoluticns. 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  refolutions,  fo  far  as  refpe&s  their 
wages,  fhall  extend  to  the  men  who  entered  on  board  the  Trumbull, 
under  the  command  of  James  Nicholfon,  Efq.  the  men  that  have  en- 
tered on  board  the  Saratoga,  under  the  command  of  James  Young, 
Efq.  the  men  that  have  entered  on  board  the  Deane,  Samuel  N'chol- 
fon,  Efq.  commander,  for  the  prefent  cruife  ;  and  on  board  the  Con-* 
federacy,  Seth  Harding,  Efq.  commander,  for  the  prefent  cruife.

Congrefs  came  to  the  following  refolution  : 

The  abilities  and  experience  of  brig.  gen.  du  Portail,  in  the  line 
of  his  department  as  an  engineer,  appearing  to  Congrefs  effential  to 
the  effectual  promotion  of  the  operations  of  the  enluing  campaign  ; 

Resolved,  That  gen.  Wafhington  immediately  endeavour  to  obtain 
the  exchange  of  brig.  gen.  du  Portail^  now  a  priibner  of  war  oa 
parole. 
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Saturday  July  15,  1780. 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  was  read ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Robert  M'Murdie  be  appointed  chaplain 
to  the  firft  Pennfylvania  brigade. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  for  revifion  the  plan  for  con- 
ducting the  quarter-mafter's  department,  having  executed  the  buiinels^ 
laid  before  Congrefs  the  plan,  as  reviled,  which  was  read  and  agreed 
to  as  follows  : 

Whereas  Congrefs,  on  the  25th day  of  February  laft,  refolved  that 
the  feveral  ftates  fhould  be  called  on  for  certain  fupplies  of  beef, 
flour  and  other  articles  neceffary  for  the  enfuing  campaign  ;  and  that 
the  fame  fhould  be  collected  and  depofited  or  delivered  at  the  rifque 
of  the  refpective  ftates,  at  fuch  places,  within  each  ftate  refpectively, 
as  the  Commander  in  chief  (hould  judge  moft  convenient ;  and  it  being 
neceffary  to  provide  for  the  fafe  keeping  and  transportation  of  the  ftores 
which  fhall  be  fo  depofited,  and  to  make  a  new  regulation  of  the 
quarter-mafter's  department. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  one  quarter-mafter-general  and  one  afhft- 
ant-quartermafter-general,  appointed  by  Congrefs,  and  one  deputy- 
quarter-mafter  for  the  main  army,  and  one  for  each  feparate  army,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  quarter-mafter-general : 

That  the  quarter-mafter-general  appoint  one  deputy  for  each  ftate, 
if  he  fhall  judge  fo  many  to  be  neceffary,  and  the  fame  be  approved 
by  the  board  of  war ;  the  perfon  appointed  to  be  approved  of  by  the 
fupreme  executive  of  the  ftate  in  which  he  is  to  be  employed : 

That  each  deputy,  whether  appointed  for  one  ftate  or  more,  fhall 
appoint  as  many  affiftants  as  the  fervice  may  neceffarily  require,  and 
the  quartermafter-general  fhall  approve  ;  and  a  return  of  fuch  ap- 
pointments fhall  be  immediately  made  to  the  board  of  war  by  the 
quartermafter-general : 

That  all  ftore-keepers,  contractors,  clerks,  conductors,  artificers  and 
labourers,  of  whatever  denomination,  who  may  be  found  neceffary  for 
the  well  conducting  the  public  bullnefs,  be  appointed  by  the  deputies 
in  their  refpective  diftricts  ;  and  that  they  employ  them  in  fuch  num-* 
bers,  for  fuch  time,  and  at  fuch  places,  as  the  fervice  may  require,, 
and  on  fuch  conditions  as  fhall  be  moft  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  s 
neverthelefs,  if  they  are  agreed  with  or  continue  in  fervice  for  any 
longer  time  tha,n  two  months,  the  conditions  are  to  be  approved  by 
the  quartermafter-general  : 

That  the  duty  of  a  deputy-quartermafter  for  a  ftate  fhall  be,  to 
provide  the  means  of  tranlportation  in  fuch  ftate  for  all  public  pro- 
perty, agreeably  to  the  orders  he  may  receive  from  the  commander  in, 
chief,  the  board  of  war,  the  quartermafter-general,  or  the  officer 
commanding  in  the  ftate — to  provide  fuch  ftore-houfes  as  may  be  ne. 
ceffary  for  the  prefervation  of  the  public  property,  and  to  appoint 
fuitable  ftore-keepers,  properly  inftructed,  to  account,  in  the  belt  man- 
ner the  nature  of  the  bufinefs  will  admit,  agreeably  to  fuch  plans  as 
the  quartermafter-general  may  prefcribe  for  all  articles  received,  whe- 
ther provided  by  the  ftate  in  the  ftate,  or  received  from  another  ftate, 
taking  care  always  to  note  deficiencies,  and  to  reject  fuch  as  are  de* 
fifcient  in  quality,  whether  provided  by  the  ftate,  or  in  any  other 
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manner  within  the  (late  ;  but  if  the  parties  are  difTatir.fied,  the  ftore- 
keeper,  and  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo  tendering  the  goods,  ilia.ll  each 
nominate  three  of  the  mod  reputable  freeholders  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  place  where  the  goods  are  to  be  delivered,  the  ftorc-keeper  to  ap- 
point one  of  the  three  nominated  by  the  perfon  or  perfons  offering 
the  goods,  and  he  or  they,  one  of  thofe  named  by  the  {lore-keeper ; 
and  if  the  two  firft  cannot  agree,  a  thircTis  to  be  chofen  by  lot  out  of 
the  remaining  four,  as  an  umpire  ;  the  arbitrators  to  be  on  oath,  and 
copies  of  their  award  to  be  delivered  in  writing  to  the  parties,  which 
fhall  be  binding  and  conclusive — to  keep  proper  regifters  of  all  per- 
fon;, teams,  pack-horfes,  veffels  and  craft,  employed  in  the  depart- 
ment, noting  the  manner  and  conditions  on  which  they  ferve,  and 
whether  the  teams,  pack-horfes,  veffels  or  craft,  are  private  or  public 
property — to  execute  all  orders,  either  for  purchafes  or  other  pur- 
pofcs,  which  he  may  receive  from  the  commander  in  chief,  the  board 
of  war,  the  quartermafter-general,  or  the  commanding  officer  in  the 
Hate  ;  to  pay  all  officers  in  the  different  parts  of  the  ftate  who  mall 
be  neceffary  to  execute  the  bufinefs  of  the  department,  and  who  have 
been  approved  as  aforefaid — to  give  fucb  inftrudtions,  with  refpect  to 
the  management  of  the  bufinefs,  as  fhall  appear  necefTary  to  have  it 
conducted  with  the  greateft  economy  and  order,  and  at  the  fame  time 
with  that  difpatch  which  the  fervice  may  require — to  apply  to  the 
affiftant-quartermafter-general  for  fuch  funis  of  money  as  the  fervice 
may  require,  and  to  diftribute  the  fame  in  fuch  proportion  as  will  belt 
anfwer  the  purpofe — to  vifit  all  the  places  of  bufinefs  of  thofe  ferving 
under  him,  as  often  as  his  other  duties  will  admit ;  and  fee  whether 
they  execute  their  duty  agreeably  to  the  inftructions  they  receive— -to 
infpect  their  accounts,  books  of  receipts  and  iffues,  and  to  correct 
what  is  amifs— to  collect  and  render  his  accounts  of  expenditures  and 
returns  of  public  property  and  perfons  employed  in  the  department 
every  three  months  ;  and  to  make  return  to  the  afliftant-quartermafter- 
general  of  all  iffues  that  have  been  made,  mentioning  the  articles, 
quantity  or  number  of  each,  on  whofe  application  or  order  iffued,  and 
to  whom  delivered — to  fee  that  all  ftores  provided  in  one  ftate,  to  btf' 
forwarded  to  another,  be  carefully  infpected,  that  the  quantity  and 
quality  is  agreeable  to  the  order  given  before  they  are  fent  forward—, 
to  confine  all  the  contracts  or  bargains  of  the  contractors  and  agents 
of  every  denomination,  within  the  ftate  to  which  they  belong,  to 
prevent  one  contractor  interfering  with  another — .to  make  fuch  pro- 
vision for  wintering  or  recruiting  public  horfes,  as  may  be  neceffary 
for  the  convenience  and  fupport  of  the  army :  And  generally  to  do 
and  perform  every  thing  neceffary  to  promote  the  fervice. 

That  the  duty  of  the  affiftant-quartermafter-general  fhall  be,  to  re- 
fide  near  Congrefs — to  frame  plans  for  keeping  accounts  in  the  de- 
partment, and  to  accommodate  them  to  the  nature  of  the  bufinefs  in 
the  beft  poiiible  manner  for  preferving  regularity  ;  and  after  the 
quartermafter-general  (hall  approve  thereof,  to  tranfmic  them  to  the 
deputies  in  the  feveral  ftates  as  a  rule  for  their  dating  and  keeping 
their  accounts,  to  be  by  them  communicated  to  all  their  under  agents 
*— to  receive  from  the  army  and  the  diftricts,  the  accounts  and  vouchers 
ariiing  therein  to  the  full  day  of  December,  and  to  lay  theui  before 
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the  chamber  of  accounts  for  fettlement  by  the  1ft  day  of  January-—- 
to  apply  to  the  board  of  treafury  for  fuch  fums  of  money  as  the  quarter- 
mafter-general  (hall  direcl,  and  diftribute  the  fame  as  the  feveral 
branches  of  the  department  may  require — to  make  fuch  remarks  ar.d 
give  fuch  directions  to  the  deputies  in  the  feveral  ftates  as  {hall  be 
found  neceffary  for  faving  expenfe  or  preserving  order  in  the  bufmefs 
—to  receive  from  the  refpective  deputies,  at  the  end  cf  every  three 
months,  returns  of  all  perfons  employed,  how,  where  and  on  what 
conditions,  and  returns  of  all  public  property  belonging  to  the  de- 
partment, and  where  depofited,  made  out  in  four  diftin£t  columns, 
one  containing  what  has  not  been  iffued,  another  what  is  in  ufe,  the 
third  what  has  been  ufed  and  wants  repairing-,  and  the  fuurth  what  is 
unfit  for  further  fervice  and  ftill  of  fome  value ;  thefe  returns  to  be 
made  agree.ably  to  fuch  forms  as  fhall  be  furnifhed  by  the  quarter- 
mafter-general. 

That  the  returns  be  made  to  the  affiftant-quartermafter-general  in 
March,  June,  September  and  December  ;  and  that  the  general  re~ 
turns  be  furnifhed  to  the  quartermafter-general  as  foon  after  as 
poffible. 

That  the  quartermafter-general  appoint  one  commifTary  of  forage 
for  the  main  army,  and  fo  many  deputies,  forage-mafters,  clerks  and 
labourers,  as  the  fervice  may  require,  and  the  commander  in  chief 
fhall  approve  of,  a  deputy  commifTary  of  forage,  and  as  many  clerks 
and  labourers  for  each  feparate  army,  as  the  fervice  may  require,  and 
the  commanding  officer  of  fuch  feparate  army  fhall  approve  of: 

That  the  duty  of  a  commifTary  of  forage  and  of  a  deputy  commif- 
fary of  forage  with  a  feparate  army,  fhall  be,  to  provide  forage  and 
pafture  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  camp,  by  purchafe  or  otherwife, 
as  the  cafe  may  require,  and  to  diftribute  the  fame—to  correfpond 
with  the  deputy-quartermafters,  in  the  ftates  in  or  near  which  the 
army  may  be,  and  make  feafonable  requifitions  from  them  for  fuch 
quantities  of  forage  as  the  fervice  may  require,  and  to  receive  and 
iffue  the  fame  to  the  army  in  fuch  manner  and  proportion  as  is  here- 
after directed. 

That  the  wages  of  people  employed  in  the  forage  branch,  as  well 
as  the  price  of  forage  purchafed,  and  hire  of  pafture  as  aforefaid,  and 
all  other  contingent  expenfes  of  the  department,  be  directed  for 
payment  to  the  quartermafter-general's  pay-office  ;  that  the  commifTary 
of  forage  or  his  deputy  certify  the  fums  due,  and  that  the  fame  have 
been  fully  examined  ;  that  fuch  orders  or  certificates  for  payment  be 
prefented  to  the  auditor  of  accounts  in  the  quartermafter-general's 
office,  and  pafs  from  him  to  the  pay-office  :  but  when,  from  fudden 
movements  of  the  army,  the  certificates,  for  pafturage  or  forage  fur- 
nifhed in  the  vicinity  thereof,  figned  by  the  commifTary  of  forage  or 
his  deputy,  cannot  be  brought  for  payment  to  the  quartermafter-ge- 
neral's pay-office  in  camp,  without  great  inconvenience  to  the  poffef- 
fors  of  the  fame,  fuch  certificates  fhall  be  paid  by  the  deputy  quarter- 
mafter  of  the  ftate  in  which  the  fame  fhall  have  been  furnifhed,  the 
foms  and  articles  furnifhed  being  inferted  in  words  at  full  length  ; 
and,  to  prevent  frauds,  the  commifTary  of  forage  or  deputy  with  a 
feparate  army,  mail  furnifh  the  deputy  quartensaiter  of  the  ftate,  i& 
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•which  the  army  may  ferve,  with  a  lift  of  the  perfons  employed  in  the 
forage  branch,  in  their  own  hand  writing,  and  the  printed  form  of  cer- 
tificates generally  made  ufe  of  by  them. 

That  the  commifTary  of  forage,  or  deputy  with  a  feparate  army,  fix 
upon  fuch  places  for  receiving  and  iifuing  forage  at  the  army,  as  (hall 
belt  accommodate  the  fervice  ;  and  that  written  inftrucUons  be  given 
to  the  keeper  of  the  magazine  of  forage,  how  and.  to  whole  order  to 
iffue  the  fame  ;  that  proper  entries  be  made  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for 
the  purpofe  of  all  receipts  and  ifTues,  and  that  the  orders  be  numbered 
and  filed  to  agree  with  the  entries  in  the  book. 

That  the  forage-mailers,  and  keepers  of  the  army  magazines  fhali 
make  weekly  returns  to  the  commifTary  of  forage,  or  to  the  deputy  with 
a  feparate  army,  of  all  forage  received  and  ifTued,  and  of  all  pafturage 
made  ufe  of,  and  certificates  given  for  the  fame  ;  and  that  the  com- 
mifTary of  forage,  or  deputy  with  a  feparate  army,  fhall,  at  the  end  of 
every  four  weeks,  make  returns  to  the  quartermafter-general,  or 
deputy-quartermafter  with  a  feparate  army,  of  all  the  forage  received 
at  the  magazines  or  collected  from  the  country,  and  of  the  ifTues  of 
the  fame  ;  alfo  of  all  certificates  for  paflurage  or  forage  which  have, 
within  that  time,  been  given  for  fettlement  at  the  quartermafter- 
general's  pay-office. . 

That  forage  for  the  waggon  horfes  be  ifTued  on  the  returns  of  the 
refpe&ive  conductors,  counterfigned  by  the  waggon-mafter  or  his  de- 
puty ;  and  for  other  horfes  on  the  orders  of  the  officers  entitled  to  re- 
ceive forage  by  virtue  of  thefe  regulations  :  and  if  any  officer  in  the 
forage  department  fhall  iffue  forage  in  any  other  manner,  or  in  larger 
proportions  than  is  prefcribed  in  thefe  regulations,  he  fhall  be  charged 
with  and  pay  the  full  value  of  fuch  extra  forage,  and  be  difmiffed 
from  the  fervice.., 

That  there  be  no  deputy  commifTary  of  forage  or  fdrage-mafter  appoint- 
ed, exceptfor  the  main  army,  or  a  feparate  army  ;  and  that  all  forage 
which  it  may  hereafter  be  necefTary  to  iffue  at  any  poft,  be  ifTued  by 
the  deputy-quartermafter  of  the  ftate,  his  afiiftants  or  ftore-keepers  : 

That  the  deputy-quartermafter  of  the  ftate  fhall  appoint  the  ma- 
gazines or  places  at  which  forage  fhall  be  ifTued,  and  none  fhall  be 
ifTued  at  any  other  ;  nor  fhall  any  forage  be.  ifTued  at  fuch  poft  to 
any  officer,  unlefs  he  certifies  upon  honour,  on  his  return,  that  he 
is  not  on  furlough  nor  abfent  from  the  army  on  his  private  bufinefs : 

That  a  ration  of  forage  fhall  confift  of  14. pounds  of  hay  and  S 
quarts  of  oats  for  a  faddle  horfe,  and  16  pounds  of  hay  and  12  quarts 
of  oats,  or  other  fhort  forage  equivalent,  for  a  draught  horfe,  per 
day  :  That  in  cafes  where  either  of  "the  above  articles  cannot  be  fur- 
riifhed,  a  double  quantity  of  the  other  fhall  be  confidered  as  a  complete 
ration. 

And  whereas  the  great  number  of  iffuing  pofts  eftablifhed  in  thefe 
ftates  have,  by  experience,  been  found  very  burdenfome  and  expen- 
five  : 

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  the  1ft  day  of  Auguft  next,  no  poft, 

without  troops  there  ftationed,  and  in  the  continental  fervice,  fhall 

be  continued  or  eftablifhed  in  anv  ftate  at  the  expenfe  of  the  United 

States,  nor  public  provifionspr  forage  ifTued  thereat,  but  by  order  of 

'  Vol;  VI.  N 
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the  board  of  war,  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commanding  officer  o{ 
a  feparate  army  ;  and  fuch  order  fhall  be  given  only  in  cafes  when, 
in  their  opinion,  the  obtaining  provifion  or  forage  in  any  other  way 
•would  be  impracticable. 

And  whereas  it  may  fometimes  happen  that  there  is  a  neceffity  to 
detain  hired  teams,  the  owners  of  which  were  to  find  their  own  forage 
and  provifions,  beyond  the  time  for  which  fuch  teams  were  engaged, 
and  who,  if  their  own  forage  and  provifions  are  expended,  muft  hare 
arecourfe  to  the  public  magazines  : 

Resolved^  That  fuch  teams,  and  their  conductors  and  drivers,  fo 
detained  and  become  deflitute  of  forage  and  provifions,  fhall  be  fup- 
plied  out  of  the  public  magazines,  upon  the  written  order  of  l?he  officer 
by  whofe  order  they  fhall  have  been  detained  ;  and  the  waggon-mafter, 
or  his  deputy  or  other  perfon,  under  whofe  direction  fuch  teams  be 
employed,  before  he  figns  their  difcharge,  fhall  caufe  to  be  endorfed 
thereon,  by  the  forage-mafter  and  commiffary,  or  ftore-keeper  (as  the 
cafe  may  be)  the  number  of  rations  of  forage  and  provifions  furnifhed 
to  fuch  teams  and  their  conductors  and  drivers,  that  the  fame  may  be 
deducted  out  of  the  wages  due  to  the  owners  of  fuch  hired  tesms  : 
that,  excepting  in  the  cafes  above  mentioned,  no  provifions  or  forage 
be  drawn  by  any  perfon  not  actually  ferving  with  the  army,  or  fome 
detachment  thereof : 

That  there  be  one  waggon-mafter  with  the  main  army,  and  as  many 
deputies,  clerks,  and  conductors,  as  the  fervice  may  require,  and  the 
commander  in  chief  fhall  approve  of ;  that  there  be  a  deputy  for 
each  feparate  army,  with  as  many  affiftants,  clerks  and  conductors,  as 
the  fame  may  require,  and  the  commanding  officer  fhall  approve  of  : 

That  the  waggon-mafter,  and  deputy  with  a  feparate  army,  fhall 
keep  an  exact  regifter  of  all  perfons  and  teams  employed  with  the 
army  in  his  department,  diftinguifhing  by  proper  columns  the  private 
and  public  property  ;  that  he  keep  exact  regifters  of  all  pay-rolls, 
noting  the  time  and  conditions  of  payment  ;  that,  in  every  pay-roll, 
the  names  and  employment  of  every  perfon  be  inferted  at  full  length  ; 
and  that  the  roll  be  figned  by  the  waggon-mafter,  or  deputy  with  a  fe- 
parate army,  and  then  pafs  to  the  auditor  of  accounts  in  the  office  of 
the  quarterroafter-general,  or  deputy  in  a  feparate  army,  and  from 
him  to  the  refpedtive  pay-office  : 

That  the  waggon-mafter,  or  deputy  in  a  feparate  army,  give  all  the 
orders  on  the  horfe-yard  for  horfes  to  equip  the  teams,  and  orders  on 
the  flore  for  harnefs  ;  and  every  deputy  or  affiftant,  receiving  horfes 
or  harnefs  upon  fuch  order,  fhall  be  charged  with  the  fame  in  his 
books,  and  be  made  to  account,  by  his  weekly  or  monthly  returns  for 
the  horfes  or  harnefs  delivered  to  him. 

That  the  waggon-mafter  fhall  make  monthly  returns  to  the  quarter- 
mafter-general,  or  oftener  if  required,  of  aj.1  perfons,  teams,  and 
horfes,  employed  in  his  department,  noting 'where  and  with  whom 
ferving,  adding  a  column  of  cafualties,  in  which  to  infert  the  deaths* 
:to!en  or  flrayed  horfes,  and  alfo  the  harnefs  that  may  be  loft,  and 
generally  to  make  fuch  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  wag- 
.goners  as  fhall  be  beft  calculated  to  preferve  public  property,  and  to 
give  then  as  a  fhndir.j  order  to  all  the  vra£gda-a»fters>  the  quarter- 
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*saafter-?enerai  approving  thereof:  that  the  like  duties  be  performed 
by  the  deputy-waggon-raafter  of  a  feparate  army. 

That  the  quartermafter  have  liberty,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
commander  in  chief,  or  commander  of  a  feparate  army,  to  take  fuch 
and  fo  many  officers  from  the  line  of  the  army,  to  fcrve  in  his  de-. 
partment,  as  he  may  find  neceffary,  and  as  are  willing  to  engage  in 
the  bufinefs: 

That  the  quartermafter-general  eftablifh  a  horfc^yard  with  the 
army,  for  the  purpofe  of  receiving  and  iffuing  ali  public  horfes ;  and 
that  the  perfon  appointed  deliver  none  from  the  yard  but  by  the  order 
of  the  commander  in  chief,  the  quartermafter-general,  or  his  deputy, 
or  the  waggon-mafter : 

The  fame  regulations  to  take  place  with  a  feparate  army: 

That  an  exact  regifter  be  kept  of  the  receipt  and  delivery  of  all 
horfes,  from  whem  received,  to  whom  delivered,  and  by  whofe  order; 
and  alfo  of  all  horfes  that  may  die,  be  ftolen,  or  ftray  from  the  yard) 
or  that  are  ordered  to  be  fold  by  the  quartermafter-general,  as  unfit 
for  farther  fervice;  and  that  returns  of  all  tranfaftions  of  the  yard 
be  made  to  the  quartermafter-general's  office  monthly,  and  as  much 
oftener  as  the  quartermafter-general  may  direct. 

W  hereas  it  is  neceffary  that  every  army  ffiould  be  limited  in  the 
article  of  baggage  ;  this  regulation  being  effential,  as  well  to  fave 
expenfe  as  to  prevent  the  army  from  being  embarraffed  in  its  opera-. 
tions;  and  that  every  officer  {bould  have  only  fuch  a  quantity  of  bag* 
gage  as  is  effential  to  his  comfort  and  appearance  : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  proportion  of  waggons  and  bat* 
horfes  be  allowed  to  the  different  ranks  of  officers,  and  no  more,  un- 
lei's  it  be  by  order  of  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commanding  officer 
of  a  feparate  army,  each  of  whom  to  be  allowed  for  themfelves  fo 
many  baggage  waggons  and  bat-horles  as  they  may  think  neceffary, 
to  wit,

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Provided,  That  if  the  numher  of  waggons  Rated  as  above  mould 
prove  inefficient,  the  quartermafter-general  may  occafionally  furniih 
fuch  additional  carriage  as  the  commander  in  chief  or  commanding 
officer  of  a  feparate  army,  or  the  board  of  war,  may  direct. 

Whereas  the  bufinefs  of  deputy-quartermafters  ferving  in  the  dif- 
ferent flates,  may  vary  greatly  one  from  another;  and  whereas  that 
allowance  which  would  be  ample  in  fome  dates,  would  be  inadequate 
in  others: 

Resolved,  That  the  quartermafter-general  be  authorifed  to  fix  the 
pay  of  each  deputy  to  conduct  the  bufinefs  of  his  department  in  the 
ilates,  according  to  the  duties  they  have  to  perform,  and  the  ex- 
penfes  they  will  be  at  in  executing  the  fame ;  fo  that  the  pay  of  no 
-deputy  exceed  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars  per  month,  with- 
out provifion  or  forage,  always  having  regard  to  the  merit  and  fer- 
vice  of  the  perfon  appointed,  and  which  lhall  be  approved  of  by  the 
i>oard  of  war. 

That  the  pay  of  the  affiftant-deputy-quartermafters  be  fettled  by 
the  deputy-quartermafter  under  whom  they  refpectively  ferve,  ac- 
xording  to  the  duties  they  have  to  perform,  and  the  expenfe  they 
will  be  at  in  executing  the  fame,fo  as  the  pay  of  no  affiftant-deputy- 
•quartermafter  exceed  feventy-five  dollars  per  month,  without  provi- 
fions or  forage ;  always  having  regard  to  the  merit  and  fervices  of 
the  perfon  appointed,  and  which  lhall  be  approved  of  by  the  quarter- 
mafter-general : 

That  the  pay  of  the  officers  in  the  quartermafter-general' s  depart- 
ment, who  are  attached  to  the  main  or  to  a  feparate  army,  and  move 
with  it,  be  as  follows :

That  all  certificates  for  forage  fupplied  to  detached  parties  of  ca- 
valry, ferving  on  the  lines,  or  on  marches,  where  public  forage  cannot 
be  drawn,  {hail  be  figned  by  the  forage-mailer,  or  quartermafler  of 
the  regiment  or  corps,  or  by  a  commiffioned  officer,  if  any  be  with  the 
party,  if  not,  by  a  non-commiffioned  officer,  m-ntioning  the  quantity 
and  fpecies  of  forage,  the  number  of  horfes,  the  time  for  which  the 
fame  was  drawn  ;  and  the  price  fhall  be  inferted  in  words  at  full 
length,  and  the  title  of  the  officer,  and  regiment  or  coros  to  which 
he  belongs,  fhall  be  added  to  his  name. 

That  every  officer  who  fhall  give  fuch  certificates,  fhall  make  a 
return  of  the  fame  to  the  officer  commanding  the  regiment  to  which 
he  belongs,  who  fhall  direct  his  forage-mafter,  or  quarter-mailer,  at 
the  end  of  each  month,  to  make  a.  return  of  fuch  Certificates,  to  whom 
and  where  given,  and  to  what  amount,  to  the  commiffary  of  fofagej 
or  to  the  deputy  with  a  feparate  army,  and  to  the  deputy-quarter* 
mafter  of  the  flate  in  which  fuch  fupplies  fhall  Lave  been  obtained, 
which  certificates  fnall  be  paiTed  by  the  commiffary  of  forage  or  d.pnty 
with  a  feparate  army,  either  to  the  quartermafkr-general's  pay-offics 
for  fettlement  in  camp,  or  to  the  deputy-quarter-mafler  of  the  Hate 
for  payment : 

That  all  officers  commanding  detachments  of  cavalry,  fhall  make 
returns  of  the  forage  they  may  draw,  with  the  number  of  horfes,  and 
the  time  for  which  the  fame  was  drawn,  to  the  officer  commanding

That  all  the  teams  not  ferving  with  the  army,  be  contracted  with 
to  find  their  own  provifions  and  forage,  if  poffible,  and  to  be  paid  by 
the  hundred  weight  per  mile  : 

That  no  military  or  ftaff  officer  fhall  own,  or  In  any  manner  be 
interefted  in  any  boat,  fhallop,  waggon  or  other  carriage,  horfe  or  team» 
employed  on  hire  or  contract  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  on 
pain  of  forfeiting  a  fum  equal  to  that  which  fhall  have  become  due 
for  the  fervice  of  fuch  boat,  (hallop,  waggon  or  other  carriage,  horfe 
or  team,  during  the  whole  time  they  fhall  have  been  fo  employed  ; 
and  for  a  fecond  offence,  fuch  officer  fhall  be  difmiffed  from  the  fervice  :. 

That  the  quartermafter-general  take  fuch  meafures  for  providing 
camp  equipage,  and  make  fuch  regulations  for  distributing  the  fame, 
as  he  fhall  find  neceffary,  and  the  commander  in  chief  or  the  board  q£ 
war  fhall  approve  ;  and  that  he  alfo  take  meafures  for  engaging  fuch 
artificers  as  the  fervice  from  time  to  time  may  require,  in  addition 
to  the  regimented  artificers,  and  as  fhall  be  approved  by  the  com- 
mander in  chief;  and  that  he  generally  make  fuch  arrangements  as 
fhall  be  neceffary  to  manage  the  bufinefs  of  the  quartermafter's  de- 
partment, either  with  the  main  army,  a  feparate  army,  or  detachment:. 

That  the  quartermafter-general,  or  deputy  with  a  feparate  army, 
furnifh  fuch  horfes,  for  fpecial  purpofes,  and  on  particular  applications 
as  he  fhall  think  the  good  of  the  fervice  may  require  ;  and  whenever 
any  doubt  arifes,  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  commander  in 
chief,  or  the  commanding  officer  of  a  feparate  army,  for  their  inftruc- 
tions : 

That  no  purchafes  of  horfes  or  any  other  articles  with  the  main 
army,  or  in  any  of  the  flates  for  the  ufe  of  the  army,  in  the  quarter- 
rnaiter-general's  department,  be  made,  unlefs  by  order  of  the  quarter- 
mafter-general, or  by  a  deputy-quartermafter  with  a  feparate  army  or 
garrifon : 

That  the  quartermafter-general  make  returnsto  the  commander  in 
chief  and  board  of  war,  as  foon  as  poffible  after  they  are  delivered  in 
to  him  by  the  affiftant-quartermafter-general,  of  all  officers  and  other 
perfons  employed,  and  flores  belonging  to  the  department,  and  that  a 
deputy  ferving  with  a  feparate  army,  or  with  a  garrifon,  make  returns 
quarterly,  in  the  months  aforementioned,  agreeably  to  the  directions 
given  to  a  deputy  of  a  ftate,  which  the  quartermafter-general  (hall 
include  in  his  general  returns  : 

That  all  officers  in  the  quartermaster-general's  department,  of 
whatever  denomination,  fhall  take  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  the 
oath  of  office  prefcribed  by  Congrefs,  before  they  enter  on  bufinefs: 

That,  with  the  returns  before  directed  to  be  made,  of  the  name 
and  ftation  of  each  perfon  to  be  appointed  in  the  quartermafter's  de- 
partment, there  be  alfo  at  the  fame  time  certificates  returned  there- 
with, of  their  having  refpettively  taken  the  oaths  and  qualifications, 
aforementioned : 

That;  in   fettling  the  accounts  cf  officers  in  the  quartermafter's 
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department,  to  be  appointed  by  this  act  of  Cangrefs,  no  pay  or  al- 
lowance whatever  be  granted  to  any  perfon  employed  in  that  depart- 
ment, wbofe  name  and  employment,  together  with  a  certificate  of 
his  taking  the  aforefaid  oaths,  fhall  not  be  duly  returned  in  manner 
above  directed: 

That  the  board  of  war  fhall  have  power  to  fufpend  and  difmifs  all 
fupernumerary  officers  that  may  be  employed  in  the  quartermafter- 
general's  department.

Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  it  is  hereby  recommended  to  the  legifla- 
tures  of  the  feveral  ftates  in  which  the  army  may  ferve,  to  make 
provifxon  for  furnifhing  the  horfes  of  the  army,  or  detachments  there- 
of, with  a  Sufficient  fupply  of  pafturage,  and  with  fuch  hay  or  forage 
as  can  be  fpared  from  the  country  in  the  vicinity  of  the  army  or  de- 
tachment thereof;  the  fame  to  be  fettled  and  paid  for  by  the  quarter- 
jnafter-general  with  the  army,  or  by  the  deputy  in  the  ftate.

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  was  read  ;   whereupon, 
Resolved^  That  lieut.  la  Claufe  receive  the  brevet  of  captain  in  the 
army  of  the  United  States,  and  that  he  be  permitted  to  return  ta 
Europe.

A  warrant  iffue  on  the  treafurer  in  his  favour,  for  7480  dollars, 
on  account  of  the  rum  mentioned  in  his  memorial  to  be  furnifhed 
to  Francis  Coddington,  deputy-commiffary-general  of  purchafes  in 
Georgia,  and  for  which  fum  the  faid  William  Watfon  is  to  be  ac- 
countable. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  ab fence  of  a  general  officer,  the  fupremc 
executive  of  the  ftate  of  Malfachufetts-Bay,  be  and  hereby  are  au-

and  are  fenfible  that,  on  the  various  branches  of  the  quarter  mailer's 
department,  abufes  and  frauds  may  poffibly  happen,  notwithstanding 
all  the  cuflomary  precautions,  that  in  all  fuch  cafes  they  will  deter- 
mine on  the  circumflances  as  they  arife,  and  make  fuch  favourable 
allowances  as  juftice  may  require. 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  was  read  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  war  and  ordnance  be  authorifed  and 
directed  to  procure  with  all  poffible  difpatch,  615  tons  of  (hot  for 
battering  cannon,  and  947  tons  of  fhells,  of  fuch  fizes  as  they  {hall 
deem  proper,  according  to  the  requifitions  made  by  the  commander 
in  chief. 

The  board  of  admiralty  having  reprefented  that  there  is  a  vacancy 
of  a  lieutenant  of  marines  on  board  the  Saratoga,  and  having  recom- 
mended Mr.  Abraham  Vandyke  for  that  office, 

Resolved,  That  Abraham  Vandyke  be  appointed  a  lieutenant  of 
marines,  and  that  his  commiflion  bear  date  the  7th  of  this  month, 
from  which  time  he  has  a£led  in  that  capacity,  by  order  of  the  board 
of  admiralty,  on  board  the  Saratoga  {loop  of  war.

Resolved,  That  the  fupreme  executive  of  the  feveral  Mates,  which 
are  called  upon  to  furnifh  waggons  for  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States,  be  authorifed  to  make  fuch  allowance  for  the  hire  of  waggons 
as  they  fhall  think  adequate,  until  deputy-quartermaflers  are  appointed 
for  the  ftates  refpettively. 

A  report  from  the  board  of  treafury  was  read  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  intereft  due  on  the  certificates  ilfued  from  the 
loan-office  in  the  ftate  of  North-Carolina  be  referred  to  that  office  for 
payment,  to  which  office  bills  of  exchange  have  been  fent  for  the 
purpofe  of  paying  fuch  intereft. 

The  board  of  treafury,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  of  the  18th 
from  fir  James  Jay,  brought  in  a  report  ;  whereupon, 
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Resohed,  That  although  fir  James  Jay  has  fuffered  confiderably 
Ijy  the  depreciation,  in  common  with  many  other  patriotic  and  vir- 
tuous citizens  of  thefe  Mates,  yet  it  is  inexpedient  to  give  any  relief 
in  the  cafe  dated  in  his  letter  of  July  18th,   1780. 

Resolved,  That  to  enable  the  board  of  war  to  execute  the  authority 
vetted  in  them  by  the  refolution  of  the  24th,  for  the  purpofe  of  fhot 
and  (hells,  they  be  fupplied  with  the  fum  of  4,000,000  of  dollars,  and 
that  they  be  authoriied  to  contract  for  the  whole  quantity  of  fhot  and 
thells  mentioned  in  the  refolution  aforefaid,  on  the  bell  terms  poflible, 
and  agree  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  to  make  payment  in  fpecie, 
or  an  equivalent  in  the  currency  of  thefe  dates,  at  fuch  periods  as  lhall 
be  mutually  agreed  on  between  the  faid  board  and  the  manufacturers, 
with  intered  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  from  fuch  times  as  lhall  be 
fixed  on  by  the  faid  board.

Whereas  the  prefent  invaded  fituation  of  the  ftates  of  South-Caro- 
lina and  Georgia,  renders  it  expedient  that  the  loan-offices  in  the  faid 
ftates,  refpecYively,  be  removed  to  fome  place  of  fecurity,  until  fuch 
time  when  they  may  be  re-eftablifhed  with  fafety  : 

Resolved,  That  all  monies,  books  and  papers,  appertaining  to  the 
continental  loan-offices  in  the  ftates  of  South-Carolina  and  Georgia, 
be  depolited  and  remain  in  fome  place  of  fafety,  as  contiguous  as  poili- 
bie  to  the  faid  ftates,  to  be  approved  by  the  executive  authority  of 
fuch  ftates  refpecYively,  until  the  faid  offices  may  be  ie-eftablifh,.d  in. 
the  aforefuid  ftates,  rcibe<iYively;  with  convenience  aiid  loicty  ;  , 
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That  until  fuch  offices  be  fo  fixed,  and  public  notice  given  thereof* 
and  alfo  a  notification  to  the  board  of  treafury,  the  treafurer  of  the 
United  States,  be  empowered  to  pay  all  intereft  that  is  or  fhall  be 
due  on  certificates  iflued  from  either  of  the  offices  aforefaid,  in  the 
fame  manner  that  fuch  intereft  is  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  commif- 
fioners  of  the  continental  loan-offices. 

SaVordat,  August  5,  1780. 

Congrefs  returned  the  confideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  the  letter  of  July  26th,  from  major  gen.  Greene  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved.,  That  the  abfolute  refufal  of  major  gen.  Greene,  at  this 
important  crifis,  to  act  under  the  new  arrangement  of  the  quarter- 
jnafter-general's  department,  has  made  it  neceffary  that  the  office  of 
•nuartermafter-general  be  immediately  filled. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  letter  of  the  30th  of  June  laft,  from  brig.  gen.  Moultrie ;

Resolved^  That  whenever  Congrefs  fhall  be  properly  notified  of  the 
breach  of  parole  given  by  any  citizen  of  the  United  States,  as  a  pri- 
soner of  war  to  the  enemy,  and  the  circumftances  relating  to  the  fame 
ihall  be  afcertained,  Congrefs  will  take  fuch  order  thereon  as  the  law 
of  nations  and  the  rules  of  war  fhall  require,  and  that  in  the  mean 
time  there  is  no  caufe  to  apprehend  from  any  fuch  inftance  faid  to 
have  happened,  that  prifoners  who  have  duly  obferved  their  paroles 
can,  upon  any  juft  principle,  incur  the  danger  of  fuffering  by  means 
of  mifconduct  of  any  other. 

Resolved.,  That  capt.  George  Turner  be  difcharged  from  the  office 
of  commiffary  of  prifoners,  and  that  he  deliver  to  brig.  Moultrie  the 
bills  of  exchange  which  were  given  to  him  by  major  gen.  Lincoln, 
and  brig.  gen.  Moultrie,  deliver  the  faid  bills  back  to  Mr.  Abraham 
Livingfton,  the  drawer,  taking  his  receipt,  and  make  return  of  the 
amount  of  the  faid  bills  to  the  board  of  treafury. 

Resolved)  That  brig.  gen.  Moultrie  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorifed 
to  appoint  a  fuitable  perfon  to  act  as  commifTary  of  prifoners  in 
Charles-Town,  and  return  the  name  of  the  perfon  appointed  to  Con- 
grefs for  their  approbation,  if  they  fhall  judge  proper. 

Resolved)  unanirnoufly,  That  Congrefs  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
quartermafter-generrJ  : 

Congrefs  accordingly  proceeded,  and  the  ballots  being  taken, 

Mr.  Timothy  Pickering  was  elected. 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  confider  and 
report  the  terms  on  which  Timothy  Pickering,  Efq.  fhall  ferve  as. 
quartermafter-general : 

The  members  chofen,  Mr.  Sherman,  Mr.  Ward  and  M:-.  Clark. 

The  committee  appointed  to  report  the  terms  on  which  T.  Pickering 
fhall  ferve  as  quartermafter-general,  brought  in  a  report ;  whereupon, 

Resolved)  That  Timothy  Pickering,  Efq.  having  been  appointed 
quartermafter-general  upon  an  extraordinary  emergency,  be  continued 
as  a  member  of  the  board  of  war  ;  but  that  the  exercife  of  all  his 
pflwers  at  the  faid  board,  and  his  pay  as  a  member  thereof,  be  i'uf- 
peaded  during-  fuch  time  a?  he  ihall  continue  otu#.rt£njiaft.er-gerie.ra.l : 
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That,  while  he  holds  the  office  of  quartermafter-gencra!,  he  have 
the  rank  of  colonely  and  the  pay  and  rations  of  a  brigadier-generaj, 
over  and  above  the  pay  allowed  the  quartermafter-general  in  the  late 
arrangement  of  the  quartermafter's  department. 

Gongrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee,  ap-

Resolved,  That  the  commander  in  chief -be- informed,  it  is  the  fenfe 
of  Gongrefs,  the  land  and  naval  forces,  as  well  of  his  moft  Ghriftiaji

plan  of  operation  formed  againft  the  enemy,  £.3- the  more  immediate 
objects  of  the  prefent  campaign. 

That  the  commander  in  chief  (if  he  fhall  think  it  necefTary)  con- 
cert with  the  proper  officers  and  minifters,  fuch  plan  of  operations  to 
be  undertaken  by  any  other  of  his  moft  Chriftian  majefty's  forces,  or 
by  the  forces  of  .his  Catholic  majefty  now  combined  in  the  Weft-In- 
dies, or  to  be  drawn  from  the  province  of  Louifiana,  or  elfe  where, 
as  may  either  immediately,  or  in  their  effect,  facilitate  or  aflift  the 
proper  enterprize. 

That  Gongrefs  will,  fo  foon  as  they  fliall  be  properly  informed  by 
the  commander  in  chief,  make  the  necefTary  requifition  from  the 
ftates  for  fupplies,  and  afford  every  other  aid  and  afliftance  in  their 
power  for  .promoting  and  effectually  profecuting  the  undertaking. 

That  the  recruits  now. railing  in  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  for  filling 
up  their  quota  of  Continental  'troops,  he  marched  as  foon  as  pofliblc 
to  join  the  fouthern  army,  under  the  command  .of  major  gen.  Gates,

A  report  from  the  board  of  admiralty  was  read  ;  whereupon,  . 

Resolved,  That  any  officer  who,  by  virtue  of  his  commiflioa'  or 
warrant,  hath  ferved,  or  hereafter  fhall  ferve,  on  board  any  fhip  of 
war  of  20  guns  and  upwards,  belonging  to  the  navy  of  thefe  ftates, 
and  fhall  thereafter  ferve  in  the  fame  rank  on- board  any  other  veflel 
ef  inferior  force,  fuch  officer  fliall  receive  the  fame  pay  as  he  was 
entitled  to  when  ferving  in  a  fhip  of  20  guns  and  upwards  ;  any  re- 
futation to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  board  of  admiralty,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  of  July

That  the  Trumbull,  Deane,  .Confederacy  and  Saratoga,  are  the 
only  fhips  that  are  or  will  be  ready  for  fea  this  feaibn  ;  that;  thefe 
fhips,  by  an  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  26th  of  July  laft,  are  put  under 
the  direction  of  gen.  Wafhington,  to  be  employed  in  co-operating 
with  the  fleet  of  his  molt  Chriftian  majefty,  commanded  by  the   z'L

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jnlral  chevalier  deTernay,  and  therefore  it  is  at  prefcnt  impracticable 
to  comply  with  the  requeft  o£  the  governor  and  council  of  Maryland-: 
Resolved^  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  laid  report. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee  oa 
the  letter  of  July  10th,  from  gen.  Wafhington ;  whereupon, 

Resolved)  That  gen*  Wafhington  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorifed  to 
effectuate  an  exchange  of  officers,  either  on  the  footing  of  equal 
rank,  or  on  compofition,  or  both,  as  the  cafes  may  refpeclively  re- 
quire, confining  the  exchange  on  that  of  compofition  to  officers  only, 
and  having  due  regard  to  the  order  of  captivity  ;  fuch  exchange  to 
be  rendered  as  extenfive  as  poffible  in  its  execution,  fo  as  not  only  to 
include,  on  the  part  of  the  enemy,  prifoners  of  war,  but  alfo  the 
officers  of  the  convention  troops  now  on  parole  at  New-York. 

Ordered)  That  the  board  of  war  form  and  report  an  eftimate  of 
fupplies  for  the  fubfiftence  and  clothing  of  the  officers  belonging  to 
the  armies  of  the  United  States,  or  who  were  taken  in  their  fervice 
and  remain  prifoners  of  war,  either  at  New-York  or  South-Carolina, 
or  elfewhere  in  the  United  States,  and  for  making  good  to  the  pri- 
vates, prifoners  in  thofe  places,  the  deficiency  of  the  (hort  rations 
allowed  to  them  by  the  enemy,  and  providing  them  with  neceflary 
clothing  ;  and  alio  of  the  contingent  charges  that  may  be  occafioned 
by  licknefs  among  the  prifoners ;  and  that  they  report  the  ways  and 
means  by  which  the  above  mentioned  fupplies  may  be  bed  furniffied. 

Ordered)  That  gen.  Wafhington  take  the  neceflary  fteps  for  eftab- 
lifhing  a  refident  commiflary  of  prifoners  at  New-York,  and  major 
gen.  Gates  another  in  South-Carolina  or  Georgia,  to  have  the  care 
©f  prifoners  in  thole  places.,,  according  to  the  ufage  and  cuftoms  of 
War. 

The  committee  on  the  ftate  of  South-Carolina  and  Georgia  brought 
in  a  further  report,  which  was  taken  into  confideration.,  and  thereupon, 

Resolved)  That  the  balance  of  the  quota  of  ten  millions  of  dollars, 
required  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia  by  the  ac\  of  Congrefs 
of  May  19,  1780,  be  appropriated  to  the  pay  and  fubfiftence  of  the 
continental  army  in  the  fouthern  department,  and  that  the  executive 
«f  Virginia  be  requefted  to  fend  on  the  fame,  when  collected,  to 
major  gen.  Gates,  to  be  applied  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  as  he 
fhall  dired. 

Congrefs  having  been  informed,  that  many  perfons  in  the  fouthern 
department,  from  Virginia  to  Georgia,  inclufive,  have  fhewn  a  wil- 
lihgnefs  to  ferve  as  volunteer  horfemen,  finding  their  own  horfes  and 
accoutrements,  during  the  prefent  campaign  ;  and  being  alio  fully 
convinced  of  the  neceffity  of  having  a  body  of  harie  in  the  field  to 
ferve  in  that  department : 

Resolved)  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  executives  of  the  faid 
Hates,  refpectively,  to  encourage  and  promote  the  raifing  a  corps  of 
volunteer  horfemen,  not  exceeding  500  in  the  whole,  fubmitting  to.

army,  by  order  of  major  gen.  Gates  ;  provided,  that  fuch  horfemen 
fhall  engage  to  ferve  during  the  campaign,  or  at  leaf!  for  the  term 
of  four  months,  after  they  lhall  join  the  army,  or  a  detachment 
thereof,   unlefs  fooner  difcharged: 

That,  if  any  horfes  belonging  to  fuch  volunteers  (hall  be  killed  or 
unavoidably  loft,  while  in  actual  fervice,  Gongrefs  will  credit  the  ftate 
to  which  the  owners  of  fuch  horfes  belonged  for  the  value  ;  provided, 
that  fuch  horfes  fhall  have  been  properly  valued,  on  oath,  agreeably 
to  the  laws  of  the  faid  ftates,  as  in  cafes  of  horfes  imprefled,  and 
that  the  valuation  do  not  exceed  100  dollars  in  ipecie  for  one  horfe.

Clajon,  brought  in  a  report ;  whereupon, 

Ordered^  That  the  fum  of  14,000  dollars  be  paid  to  William  Cla- 
jon, fecretary  to  major  gen.

clearly  comprehending  brig.  gen.  Maxwell's  cafe,  the  board  conceive 
no  further  act  of  Gongrefs  neceffary  ; 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report. 

The  board  of  admiralty,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
capt.  Henry  Mitchell,  report, 

That  the  veffel  and  cargo  mentioned  in  the  faid  petition,  as  having 
been  feized  by  capt.  Nicholfbn,  of  the  continental  frigate  Deane, 
being  libelled  in  the  maritime  court  in  the  ftate  of  Maffachufetts- 
Bay,  is  in  courfe  of  procedure  to  bring  the  legality  of  the  capture 
to  a  deoifion,  and  therefore  it  is  inexpedient  for  Congrefs  to  interfere 
in  the  matter: 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report. 

A  letter,  of  this  day,  fromH.  HolUngfworth,  was  read  j  whereupon: 
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Ordered,  That  the  board  of  treafury  enquire  into  the  circumftarice 
of  the  fuppofed  forgery  of  Robert  Anderfon's  name  to  a  receipt,  of« 
fe.red  as  a  voucher,  in  fupport  of  the  accounts  of  H.  Hollingfworth, 
and  report  to  Congrefs.

That  the  pay  of  the  non-commiffioned  officers  and  privates  be  fixed 
according  to  their  refpedtive  merit  and  fervices,  within  the  limits  be- 
fore mentioned  by  the  major  part  of  their  commifiioned  officers,  who 
fhall  meet  together  monthly  for  that  purpofe  : 

That  a  daily  ration  of  forage  be  allowed  only  to  fuch  eommiflaries 
and  conductors  of  military  {lores,  whofe  frequent  travelling  fhall,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  board  of  war,  require  the  fame. 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  agree  to  this  report,  and  that  the  fame  be 
carried  into  execution  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the 
memorial  of  the  general  officers  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  faid  general  officers  be  informed  that  Congrefs 
have  at  no  time  been  unmindful  of  the  military  virtues  which  have 
diflinguifhed  the  army  of  the  United  States  through  the  courfe  of  this 
war  ;  and  that  it  has  been  conflantly  one  of  the  principal  objects  of 
their  care,  not  only  to  provide  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  army, 
but  to  gratify  their  reafonable  defires,  as  far  as  the  public  exigencies 
would  admit : 

That  patience,  felf-denial,  fortitude  and  perfeverance,  and  the 
cheerful  facrifice  of  time  and  health,  are  neceffary  virtues  which  both 
the  citizen  and  foldier  are  called  to  exercife  while  ftruggling  for  the 
liberties  of  their  country  ;  and  that  moderation,  frugality  and  tempe- 
rance, muft  be  among  the  chief  fupports,  as  well  as  the  brighteft  or- 
naments, of  that  kind  of  civil  government  which  is  wifely  inftituted 
by  the  feveral  ftates  in  this  union  : 

That  it  has  been  recommended  to  the  feveral  Mates  to  make  com- 
penfation  for  the  officers  and  foldiers  to  them  refpectively  belonging, 
for  the  depreciation  of  their  pay  ;  and  that  Congrefs  will  take  fpeedy 
meafures  for  liquidating  and  paying  what  is  due  on  that  account, 
to  the  officers  and  foldiers  who  do  not  belong  to  the  quota  of  any  flate  : 

That  from  and  after  the  lft  day  of  Auguft,  1780,  the  army  fhall  be 
entitled  to  receive  their  pay,  as  flated  before  the  lft  day  of  January, 
1777,  in  the  new  bills  emitted  purfuant  to  the  refolution  of  Congrefs 
of  the  18th  of  March  Iaft  : 

That  the  officers  fhall  hereafter  be  allowed  5  dollars  per  month,  in 
the  faid  new  bills,  for  each  retained  ration  : 

That  the  board  of  war  be  directed  to  report  to  Congrefs  a  lift  of  the 
officers  not  belonging  t®  the  quota  of  any  flate,  with  an  account  of  the 
balance  due  to  each,  to  make  their  pay  good  for  paft  fervices,  agreeably 
to  the  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  10th  day  of  April  laft: 

That  fuch  of  the  ftates  as  have  not  made  compenfation  to  then- 
officers  and  foldiers,  agreeably  to  the  recommendation  of  Auguft 
17th,  1779,  be  and  they  are  hereby  rcquefted  to  do  it  as  loon  as 
poilible  : 

That  the  proviuon  for  granting  lands,  by  the  refolution  of  Septem» 
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ber  16th,  1776,  be  and  is  hereby  extended  to  the  general  officers,  in 
the  following-  proportion  : 

To  a  major-general,    1100  acres, 

A  brigadier-general,  850  ditto  : 

That  the  officers  of  the  army  be  furniflied,  as  foon  as  poffible,  with 
two  months  pay,  on  account,  to  relieve  their  prefent  wants,  mentioned 
in  their  memorial. 

Tuesdat,  August  15,  .1780. 

On  a  report  of  the  board  of  treafury,  to  whom  was  referred  a  motion 
reflecting  the  fale  of  the  bills  ordered  to  be  drawn  by  the  refolution 
..of  the  9th,  and  the  appropriation  of  the  monies  ariling  from  the  fale: 

Resolved,  That  the  bills  of  exchange  directed  to  be  prepared  by  the 
.refolution  of  the  9  th,  on  the  honourable  Benjamin  Franklin,  minifter 
plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  Verfailles,  to  the  amount  of  100,000 
dollars,  fpecie,  be  filled  up  by  the  commiffioner  of  the  continental 
loan-office  for  the  (late  of  Pennfylvania,  and  made  payable  to  Jofeph 
Clay,  deputy-paymafter-general  in  the  fouthern  department,  or  order : 

That  the  faid  bills  be  tranfmitted  to  the  faid  Jofeph  Clay,  to  be 
fold  at  par  for  fpecie,  or  bills  emitted  agreeably  to  the  refolution  of 
the  18th  of  March  laft,  or  for  other  monies,  agreeably  to  the  inftruc- 
tions  of  the  board  of  treafury,  or  to  be  difpofed  of  for  provifions  and 
jiecefTaries  for  the  army,  on  the  bell  terms  that  can  be  obtained,  for 
the  United  States: 

That  the  monies  arifing  from  fuch  fale,  be  applied  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  commanding  officer  in  the  fouthern  department,  to  the 
purchafe  of  provifions  and  other  f implies  ablblutely  neceffary  for  the 
fubfiflence  of  the  fouthern  army  ;  and  that  the  faid  Jofeph  Clay  be;, 
and  hereby  is  required  to  give  regular  and  conftant  information  to 
the  board  of  treafury  reflecting  the  fale  of  the  bills  and  the  applica- 
tion of  the  monies  aforefaid  ;  and  that  the  aforefaid  Jofeph  Glav, 
deputy-paymafter-general  in  the  fouthern  department,  be  charged  in 
the  treafury  books,  with  the  aforefaid  bills,  amounting  to  the  fum  of 
100,00$  dollars  fpecie. 

Congrefs  took  into  confederation  the  report  of  the  board  of  trea- 
fury, purfuant  to  the  order  of  the  8th,  and  the  letter  from  H.  Hol- 
lingfworth  ;   whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  all  the  papers  relative  to  a  fuppofed  forgery  in  the 
vouchers  of  accounts  of  Henry  Hollingfworth,  mentioned  in  the  order 
of  the  20th  of  July  laft,  with  the  name^  of  the  witneffes,  be  fent  by 
the  board  of  treafury  to  the  executive  of  the  ftate  of  Maryland,  for 
the  purpofe  expreffed  in  the  faid  order ;  and  that  the  chamber  of 
accounts,  who  examined  the  faid  vouchers,  furniih  the  faid  board  with 
the  names  of  fuch  witneffes  as  they  may  think  material. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  of  the  9th  from 
Charles  Pettit,  brought  in  a  report  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  affiftant-quartermafter-general  be  allowed  one 
Or  more  clerks,  as  the  nature  of  the  fervice  may  require  and  the  board 
of  war  fhall  approve. 

The  board  of  treafury,  to  whom  was  re-committed  their  report  on 
the  letter  of  governor  Greene,  brought  in  a  report  j  whereupon. 
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Resolved,  That  the  following  letter  be  written  by  the  prefident  of" 
Congrefs  to  governor  Greene  ; 
Sir, 

Your  letter  of  the  22d  and  25th  of  laft  month,  to  the  delegates 
of  your  ftate,  have  been  laid  before  Congrefs ;  and,  in  anfwer  thereto, 
I  am  to  acquaint  you,  that  Congrefs  have  a  proper  fenfe  of  the  exer- 
tions of  the  Hate  of  Rhode-Ifland  and  Providence  Plantations,  in  the 
common  caufe  : 

That  any  difburfements  which  may  be  made  by  that  (late,  for  the 
ufe  of  the  United  States,  beyond  its  quota,  fhall  be  reimburfed  as  foon 
as  circumftances  will  admit : 

That  Congrefs  depend  on  the  feveral  Mates  for  the  neceflary  fupplies  . 
cf  money  for  carrying  on  the  war  : 

That  the  bills  of  credit  to  be  emitted,  in  purfuance  of  the  refola~ 
tions  of  the  18th  of  March  laft,  will  yield  a  fupply  as  foon  as  the  fe« 
veral  quotas  of  the  continental  bills  of  credit  are  collected  to  be  def- 
troyed  : 

That  the  quota  of  the  aforefaid  bills  for  your  own  ftate,  {hall  be 
tranfmitted  as  foon  as  poffible  after  a  copy  of  the  ail  complying  with 
the  refolution  is  received. 

If  taxes  were  laid,  payable  in  new  bills  or  fpecie,  it  would  have  a 
good  tendency  to  introduce  the  faid  bills  into  circulation  in  full  credit,, 

Webxesdat,  August  16,   1780. 
A  letter,  of  May  28th,  from  the  honourable  J.  Jay  was  read,  in* 
forming  that  he  had  feen  a  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  November  StH, 
1779,  by  which  the  late  and  former  prefidents  are  defired  to  lodge,  as. 
foon  as  thev  conveniently  can,  in  the  fecretary's  oiEce,  copies  of  all 
public  letters  by  them  refpe&ively  written  during  their  preiidentfhip-: 
that  after  he  had  refigned  the  chair,  and  immediately  on  the  election  of ' 
his  excellency  Samuel  Huntington,  he  delivered  to  him  a  book,   con- 
taining copies  of  public  letters  he  had  written  during  his  prefidentihip, 
to  be  lodged  in  the  fecretary's  office,  which  he   prefumes  was  done  ; 
and  that  it  gave  him  concern  therefore  to  find  the  refolution  made  to. 
extend  to  him  ;  and  defiring  that  it  may  appear  by  the  entry  made  on 
the  receipt  of  this  letter,  that  he  had  done  that  part  of  his  duty  in  fea* 
ion,  and  without  the  exprefs  order  of  Congrefs..

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chambeau,  of  the  3d  of  Auguft,  as  well  as  of  his  attention  to  the  cafe 
'and  convenience  of  the  militia  of  thefe  ftates.  The  fpirit,  good  order 
and  difcipline  of  the  troops  under  his  command,  deferve  their  warmeft 
approbation. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  John  P. 
Linch,  and  the  report  of  the  court  of  appeals  thereon,  brought  in  -a 
report  ;  whereupon, 

Orderedy  That  John  P.  Linch,  now  confined  in  the  ftate  prifon,  z\ 
apiiibnerof  war,. be  difcharged.

Resolve'd,  That  it  is  not  neceffary  any  longer  to  continue  John 
Nixon  and  John  M.  Nefbit,  Efq'rs.  in  their  agency  for  prizes  ;  and 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  faid  John  Nixon  and  John  M.  Neibit,  conti- 
nental agents  for"  prizes  in  the  ftate"  of  'Pennfylvania,  be  difcharged, 
and  that  they  account,  without  delay,  with  the 'board,  of  admiralty.

purpofe,  embezzled,  or  wiifully  misapplied,  damaged  or  fpoiled,  any  of 
the  provifions,  horfes,  forage,  arms,  clothing,  ammunition,  or  other

J.  jay,  which  were  referved 
for  the  ufe  of  the  prifohers  of  war  of  the  United  States,  amounting 
to  71,350  dollars,  fpecie  :

Congrefs  took  into  confederation  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  memorial  of  the  general  officers;   and  thereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  line  of  the  army,  commanding 
corps,  when  in  camp,  be  allowed  to  draw  fo  many  of  the  rations  of 
provifions  heretofore  withheld,  as  the  commander  in  chief,  or  the 
commander  of  a  feparate  army,  fhall  judge  neceffary  ;  but  that  no  pro- 
vifion  be  ilTued  for  backrations  not  drawn  on  the  days  they  became  due. 
That  if  it  mall  appear  that  the  fubnftence  money,  allowed  to  offi- 
cers in- lieu  of  the  rations  withheld,  is  not  equal  to  the  coll  of  the 
rations,  the  deficiency  {hall  hereafter  be  made  up  to  them  : 

That  the  refolution  of  the  15th  day  of  May,  .1778,  granting  half- 
pay  for  feven  years  to  the  officers  of  the  army  who  fhould  continue  in 
iervice  to  the  end  of  the  war,  be  extended  to  the  widows  of  thofe 
officers  who  have  died,  or  fhall  hereafter  die  in  the  fervice  ;  to  com- 
mence from  the  time  of  fuch  officers'  death,  and  continue  for  the 
term  of  feven  years  ;  or  if  there  be  no  widow,  or  in  cafe  of  her  death 
or  inter-marriage,  the  faid  half-pay  be  given  to  the  orphan  chil- 
dren of  the  officer  dying  as  aforefaid,  if  he  fhall  have  left  any;  and 
that  it  be  recommended  to  the  legiflatures  of  the  refpettive  ftates  to 
which  fuch  officers  belong,  to  make  provifion  for  paying  the  fame,  on 
account  of  the  United  States  *. 

That  the  reftridting  claufe  in  the  refolution  of  May  15th,  1778, 
granting  half-pay  to  the  officers  for  feven  years,  expreffed  in  thefe 
words,  viz.  "  and  not  hdid  any  office  of  profit  under  thefe  ftates,  or 
any  of  them,"  be  and  is  hereby  repealed.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Henry,  feconded  by  Mr.  Adams, 
Resolved,  That  when  the  governors  or  prefidents  of  two  or  more 
ftates  adl  in  the  field  together,  he  who  has  been  longeft  in  office 
fhall  take  rank  of  all  other  governors  or  prefidents,  except  the  gover- 
nor  or  prelident  of  the  ftate  in  which  they  are  ;  who,  in  his  own 
ftate,  notwithftaiiding  he  may  be  youngefl  in  office,  always  takes  rank. 
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Resolved,  That  whenever  the  governors  or  prefidcnts  of  dates  act 
in  conjunction  with  continental  troops,  they  ilia.ll,  for  the  time  they 
fo  act  in  conjunction,  have  the  rank  of  major  gen.  in  the  line  of  the 
army : 

Provided  always,  that  nothing  in  the  above  refutations  [hall  exclude 
the  governor  of  any  date  from  a  fegarate  command  over  the  militia 
of  the  date  in  which  he  prcfides,  where  not  inconfident  with  the  par- 
ticular views  of  the  commander  in  chief.

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  letter  of  the  18th,  from  governor  Rutledge  ;  and  thereupon, 

Resolved,  That  governor  Rutledge  be  informed,  that  Congrefs 
have  paid,  and  will  continue  to  pay,  attention  to  all  who  have  had 
the  misfortune  of  being  captivated  by  the  enemy  ;  and  that  thofe 
captivated  at  the  furrender  of  Charles-Town,  will  equally  fhare  the 
care  and  attention  of  Congrefs  with  thole  captivated  in  any  other  of 
the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  the  remaining  part  of  governor  Rutledge's  letter, 
refpecYing  a  fupply  of  arms  and  ammunition  for  the  army  under  major 
gen.  Gates,  be  referred  to  the  board  of  war,  to  take  order.

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  admiralty  be  and  hereby  are  directed 
to  retain  them  in  the  fervice  of  thefe  United  States,  and  engage 
them  to  remain  here  until  the  further  order  of  Congrefs. 

Resolved,  That  Friday,  the  Id  of  September  next,  be  affigned  for 
electing  a  member  of  the  court  of  appeals,  in  the  room  of  the  late 
Mr.  Hofmer,  deceafed. 

SaVURDAT,  August  26,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  refolution  of  December  27th,  1779,  ordering, 
'•  That  the  pod-office  be  fo  regulated  as  that  the  pod  (hall  let  out  and 
*'  arrive  at  the  place  where  Congrefs  fhall  be  fitting,  twice  in  every 
"  week,  to  go  fo  far  as  Bodon,  in  the  date  of  Malfachufetts-Bay,  and 
"  to  Charles-Town,  in  the  date  of  South-Carolina,"  be  and  hereby  is 
repealed. 

Whereas  a  large  and  immediate  fupply  of  money  is  necefTary  for 
carrying  on  the  operations  of  the  war,  and  for  the  payment  of  debts 
due  for  lupplies  heretofore  furnifhed,  and  for  the  payment  of  intered 
on  loan-office  certificates  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  earnedly  recommended  to  the  feveral  dates, 
to  take  the  mod  fpeedy  and  eftectual  meafures  in  their  power,  for 
drawing  in  their  refpecYive  quotas  of  the  continental  bills  of  credit, 
to  be  dedroyed,  either  by  a  tax  to  be  collected  immediately,  or  by 
exchanging  for  them  new  bills,  to  be  emitted  purfuant  to  the  act  of 
the  18th  of  March  lad,  at  a  rate  not  lefs  than  forty  of  the  former  for 
sne  of  the  latter  ;Ta  that  the  whole  of  the  laid  new  bills  may  be  iffued : 
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That  it  be  recommended  to  the  feveral  ftates  to  raife  by  taxesj 
payable  in  the  bills  emitted  purfuant  to  the  act  aforefaid,  or  in  fpecie, 
their  refpective  quotas  of  3,000,000  of  dollars,  agreeable  to  the  ap- 
portionment of  October  7th,  1779,  and  pay  the  fame  into  the  trea- 
sury of  the  United  States,  as  foon  as  poiuble  ;  the  payment  to  be 
fully  completed  by  the  laft  day  of  December  next,  each  ftate  to  be 
allowed  intereft  for  the  fame,  from  the  time  it  is  paid,  to  be  hereaf- 
ter adjufted,  according  to  a  refolution  of  October   6th,    1779  : 

Greene,  late  quartermafter-general,  and  Jeremiah 
"Wadfworth,  late  commiffary-general  of  purchafes,  and  the  prefent 
cdmmiflary-general  of  purchafes,  refpedlively,  render  an  account  to 
the  board  of  treafury,  of  the  amount  of  the  monies  due  from  them,  on. 
certificates  or  otherwife,  on  public  account,  fpecifying  the  fum  due  in 
each  ftate,  in  order  that  warrants  may  iffue  in  their  favour  on  the 
treafurers  of  fuch  ftates,  for  payment  of  the  fame,  out  of  the  monies 
to  be  collected  for  the  United  States  as  aforefaid,  which  warrants 
being  paid,  fhall  be  accepted  by  the  treasurer,  toward  fuch  {bate's 
quota  of  the  monies  to  be  raifed  as  aforefaid  ;  and  it  is  further  re- 
commended to  fuch  ftates,  to  provide  that  the  certificates  of  the  faid 
quartermafter  and  commiflaries,  and  thofe  who  purchafed  under  them, 
be  received  in  payment  of  the  faid  taxes,  to  the  amount  of  fuch  war- 
rants, under  proper  regulations,  for  preventing  fraud. 

And  to  prevent  the  poffibility  of  any  depreciation  in  the  bills  to  be 
emitted  agreeably  to  the  act  of  the  18th  of  March  aforefaid,  that  it  be 
moft  earneftly  recommended  to  the  feveral  ftates,  not  to  iflue  bills  of 
credit  for  a  currency  on  any  confideration  whatever,  to  a  greater 
amount  than  their  refpective  quotas  of  the  new  bills  ftated  in  the  aft 
aforefaid ;  and  that  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  by  any  of  the  ftates  fince 
the  1ft  day  of  January  laft,  and  redeemable  in  l'pecie  at  par,  be  confi- 
dered  as  part  of  the  proportion  of  the  money  referved  by  the  faid  acl  of 
the  18th  of  March,  to  the  ufe  of  the  ftate. 

Resolved,  That  all  and  fingular  the  creditors  of  thefe  United  States, 
for  fupplies  furnifhed  the  army,  or  the  tranfportation  thereof,  fhall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  juft  value  of  the  fums  due  to  them  refpecl- 
ivelv,  in  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  purfuant  to  the  aft  of  the  18th  of

That  the  accounts,  been  duly  examined  and  adjufted  by  the  rule 
aforefaid,  by  commiffioners  that  may  be  appointed  agreeably  to  the 
refolution  of  the  12th  of  June  laft,  to  fettle  the  accounts  of  officers 
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•f  the  ftaff  departments  in  the  feveral  nates,  or  by  the  officer  who 
made  the  contract,  or  by  whom  the  payment  is  to  be  made,  the  lame 
ihall  be  paid  or  a  certificate  given  for  the  fum  juitly  due,  certifying 
that  the  fame  has  been  duly  examined  and  adjufted,  agreeably  tc» 
the  directions  aforefaid  ;  and  if  paid  in  the  new  bills,  the  intereft  on 
the  laid  bills,  fhall  be  computed  to  the  date  of  fuch  certificate  : 

That  all  debts  due  to  the  United  States  for  monies  received  for 
their  ufe,  or  otherwife,  within  any  of  thele  Hates,  fhall  be  paid  ac- 
cording to  the  juft  value  of  the  money  when  it  was  received,  or  be- 
came due,  to  be  afcertained  as  aforefaid.

Resolved,  That  bills  of  exchange  on  Europe  be  prepared  by  the 
board  of  treafury,  to  be  drawn  on  the  honourable  Benjamin  Franklin, 
to  the  amount  of  29;105  dollars  fpecie  j  and  that  the  fame  bills  be 
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tranfmitted  to  John  Bradford,  to  be  by  him  paid  to  John  Garcia  Duarti, 
in  full  payment  of  the  £.18,441  15s.  4c?.  due  to  him  in  continental' 
money  on  the  11th  May,    1778. 

Congrefs  took  into  confederation  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the 
memorial  of  William  Murray  ;   and  thereupon, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  prefident  and  privy  coun- 
cil of  the  flate  of  Delaware,  to  permit  WilliarmMurray,  mailer  of  the 
fchooner  Betfey  and  Nancy,  of  Bermudas,  to  export,  in  the  faid 
vefiel,  to  the  value  of  the  prefent  cargo  of  fait  by  him  imported  inter 
and  fold  in  that  flate,  in  flour,  Indian-corn,  or  other  produce,  for  the 
ufe  of  the  diftrefTed  inhabitants  of  the  faid  ifland;  taking  fecurity  from 
him  that  the  fame  fhall  not  be  applied  to  any  other  ufe. 

Friday  September  1,   1780. 

Resolved,  That  Jacob  Hiltzheimer  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  40

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee  tot 
whom  were  referred  the  inftrucYions  of  the  general  afTembly  of  Mary- 
land  to  their  delegates  in  Congrefs,  reflecting  the  articles  of  confede- 
ration, and  the  declaration  therein  referred  to,  the  act  of  the  legillature 
of  New-York  on  the  fame  fubjedt,  and  the  remonftrance  of  the  generaF.

involve  queftions,  a  difcuffion  of  which  was  declined  on  mature  conl:- 
deration,  when  the  articles  of  confederation  were  debated  ;  nor,  in. 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  can  fuch  queftions  be  now  revived  with* 
any  profpejtt  of  conciliation;  that  it  appears  more  advifable  to  prefs 
upon  thofe  dates  which  can  remove  the  embarraffments  refpecting  the? 
weftern  country,  a  liberal  furrender  of  a  portion  of  their  territorial 
claims,  fince  they  cannot  be  preferved  entire  without  endangering  the 
lability  of  the  general  confederacy;,  to  remind  them  how  indifpen-i 
fibly  neceffary  it  is  to  eftablifh.the  federal  union  on  a  fixed  and  per- 
manent bafis,  and  on  principles  acceptable  to  all  its  refpective  mem- 
bers ;  how  effential  to  public  credit  and  confidence,  to. the  fupport  ofi 
our  army,  to  the  vigour  of  our  councils  and  fuccefs  of  our  meafures,. 
to  our  tranquility  at  home,  our  reputation  abroad,  to  our  very  exif- 
tence  as  a  free,  fovereign  and  independent  people;  that  they  are 
fully  perfuaded  the  wifdom  of  the  refpective  legislatures  will  lead 
them  to  a  full  and  impartial  confideration  of  a  fubject  fo.  interefting' 
to  the  United  States,- and. fo  neceffary  to  the  happy  e-ftablifhment  o£ 
the  federal  union  ;  that  they  are  confirmed  in  thefe  expectatioas  by  a 
review  of  the  beforementioned  act  of  the  legiflature  of  New- York, 
fubmitted  to  their  confideration;  that  this  act  is  exprefsly  calculated. 
to  accelerate  the  federal  alliance,  by  removing,  as  far  as  depends  on 
that  ftate,  the  impediment  arifing  from  the  weftern  country,  and  for 
that  purpofe  to  yield  up  a  portion  of  territorial  claim  for  the  general 
benefit  ;  whereupon,. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  the  feveral  papers  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee be  tranfmitted,  with  a  copy  of  the  report,  to  the  legillatures  cf 
the  feveral  ftates,  and  that  it  be  earneftly  recommended  to  thofe  (rates, 
who  have  claims  to  the  weftern  country,  to  pafs  fuch  laws,:  and  give 
their  delegates  in  Congrefs  fuch  powers,  as  may  effectually  remove 
the  only  obftacle  to  a  final  ratification  of  the  articles  of  confederation  ;

On  motion  of  the  delegates  of  New- York,

noon, on  the  hearing  of  the  queftion  refpedting  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  tract  of  country  commonly  called  the  New-Hampfhire  Grants. 

Six  o'clock,  P.  M, 

Congrefs  met,  according  to  adjournment,  and  proceeded  td  near) 
fccc.  the  perfons  notified  attending,  when  the  following  papers  were 
read  : 

The  a&  of  the  ftate  of  New- York,  pafted  October  2ift,  1 779, 
and  the  act  of  the  ftate  of  New-Hampfhire,  of  November,  1779, 
both  paffed  purfuant  to  the  refolutions  of  Congrefs  of  September 
'24th  and  October  2d  : 

A  commilfinn  to  Ira  Allen  and  Stephen  R.  Bradley,  EfqYs.  dated 
Auguft  1 6th,  1730,  figned  Thomas  Chittenden,  under  a  Seal  in  the 
inftrument,  called  the  feal  of  the  ftate  of  Vermont : 
•  An  appointment  of  Luke  Knoulton,  as  agent  en  behalf  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Cumberland  county,  at  a  convention  of  the  commit- 
tees of  the  faid  county,  Brattleborough,  Auguft  30,  1780,  and  figned 
John  Sergeant,  chairman  pro  tempore. 

An  appointment  of  Peter  Olcott  and  Bezeleel  Woodward,  Efq'rs. 
agents  from  the  towns  in  the  northern  parts  of  the  New-Hampfhire 
Grants,  on  both  fides  of  Connecticut  fiver,  being  part  of  a  diftrict 
known  by  the  name  of  the  ftate  of  Vermont,  purfuant  to  a  vote  of 
a  convention  of  members  from  the  faid  towns,  November  17,  1779, 
figned  Jofeph  Marfh,  chairman  of  the  faid  convention,  and  dated 
New-Hampfhire  Grants,  January  1,    1789. 

The  delegates  of  New- York,  as  agents  for  the'  ftate,  delivered 
in  fundry  papers,  which  were  read,  with  an  intent  to  prove  that  the 
Jand  known  by  the  name  of  the  New-Hampfhire  Grants,  on  the  weft 
fide  of  Connecticut  river,  is  within  the  limits  of  the  ftate  of  New- 
York';  that  the  ftate  of  New-Hampfhire  have  acknowledged  this, 
and  that  the  people  on  the  faid  tract  have  been  represented  in  the 
legiflature  of  New- York,  fines  the  year  1764, 
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WEDWESDAr,  September  20,   1760. 

Jtesofoed,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  governor  and  fupreme 
executive  council  of  the  Mate  of  Virginia,  to  be  prepared  to  march 
the  convention  troops  from  Albemarle  barracks,  by  the  way  of  Win- 
<jhefter,  to  fort  Frederick,  in  the  ftate  of  Maryland,  upon  an  invafion 
of  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  in  cafe  the  conjuncture  of  affairs  ihould 
render  the  meafure  neceffary. 

That  the  board  of  war  be  directed  to  take  meafures  for  the  march 
of  the  new-raifed  regiment  of  Maryland,  by  fuch  route  as  they  may 
judge  molt  expedient  for  the  public  fen-ice;  and  if  from  circum- 
ftances  it  fhall  become  neceffary,  that  they  be  empowered  to  halt  the 
faid  regiment  at  fuch  places  as  will  beft  ferve  to  cover  the  march  of 
the  convention  troops. 

That  the  ftates  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  be  requefted  to  take 
eventual  meafures  for  providing  magazines  of  provifions,  at  or  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  fort  Frederick,  for  the  fupply  of  the  convention 
troops. 

That  the  ftates  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  be  informed,  that  Con- 
grefs  will  ufe  every  exertion  to  fupply  them  with  tents  and  a  number 
of  arms,  for  the  ufe  of  their  reipe&ive  militia;  and  that  at  the  fame 
time  it  be  recommended,  in  the  ftrongeft  manner^  to  the  {'aid  ftates, 
to  leave  no  fteps  untried  which  may  have  a  tendency  to  furnilh  thefe 
important  and  neceffary  articles. 

Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  order  of  the  day,  the  parties  being  prc- 
fent  as  yefterday,  except  the  delegate  for  the  ftate  of  New-Hamp- 
ftiire,  who  was  abfent  through  ficknefs  ;  when  the  ftate  of  New- York, 
by  its  delegates,  proceeded  in  ftating  evidence  to  prove  that  the  in- 
habitants of  the  tract  of  country  known  by  the  name  of  the  New- 
Hampfliire  Grants,  weft  of  Connecticut  river,  as  part  of  thr  ftate  or 
colony  of  New-York,  were  duly  reprefented  in  and  fubmitted  to  the 
authority,  jurifdiction  and  government  of  the  Congrefs  and  con- 
vention of  the  faid  ftate,.  till  late  in  the  year  1777  ;  and  that,  there- 
fore, the  people  inhabiting  the  faid  tract  of  country  have  no  right  to 
a  feparate  and  independent  jurifdiction..  .   . 

Thvrsjjat,  September  21 ,   1780. 

The  committee  on  the  letters  from  gen.  Washington  brought  in.  a 
farther  report ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  ftate  of  Maryland  to 
fend  immediately  to  the  main  army,  500  head  of  neat  cattle,  over 
and  above  the  quantity  of  meat  required  by  the  reiolution  of  the  25th 
February  laft ;  and  that  the  ftate  be  informed,  that  Congrefs  will 
draw  upon  the  loan-officer  in  the  faid  ftate  for  the  payment  of  the 
fame,  out  of  the  new  bills  referved  for  the  ufe  of  the  United  States : 

And  in  cafe  the  full  quota  of  each  ftate,  reflectively,  fhall  not  be 
enlifted  and  brought  into  the  field  by  the  firft  day  of  December  next, 
that,  until  recruits  for  the  war  fhall  be  obtained,  the  deficiencies  be 
fupplied  by  the  Hates  refpe&ively,  by  men  to  ferve  for  -not  lefs  than 
jone  year,  after  they  join  the  army,  unlefs  fo.oner  relieved  hy  the 
xeeruits  enlifted  for  the  war. 
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Fridat,  September  22,    17SO. 
Mr.  Plater j  a  delegate  from  Maryland,  attended  and  took  his  feat 
in  Congrefs. 

SAfujtDAr,  September  23,    1780. 

The  delegates  from  South-Carolina  having  informed  Congrefs  that 
there  were  good  grounds  to  believe  that  a  number  of  refpeftable  citi- 
zens of  South-Carolina,  prifoners  of  war  by  the  capitulation  of  Charles- 
Town,  were  feized  and  confined  on  board  a  fhip  of  war : 

Ordered,  That  the  commander  in  chief  fend  a  flag  to  gen.  frr 
Henry  Clinton,  and  enquire  whether  fuch  arrefts  and  confinements 
have  been  made,  and  for  what  reafons. 

A  memorial  of  Robert  Morris,  merchant,  in  behalf  of  himfelf  and' 
others,  owners  of,  and  of  the  officers  and  feamen  belonging  to,  the 
Schooner  Livingfton,  was  read  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  faid  Robert  Morris  be  and  hereby  is  empowered 
to  profecute,  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  but  for  the  benefit  of 
himfelf  and  all  others  interefted  in  the  faid  fchooner,  and  at  their  ex- 
penfe,  the  right  which  the  United  States  may  have  acquired  to  the 
ihare  of  a  prize  made  by  the  faid  fchooner,  in  confort  with  two  or 
three  other  veffels. 

MoSDAr,  September  25,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  each  commifhoner  of  the  refpective  navy  -boards  be 
allowed  the  fum  of   150O  dollars  per  annum. 

The  clerks  of  the  feveral  boards  and  offices  each  according  to  his 
merit  and  fervices,  to  be  determined  by  the  commiffioners  of  the  ref- 
pedtive  boards,  not  exceeding  500  dollars;  and  the  falary  of  the  clerks 
of  the  office  of  the  fecretary  of  Congrefs,  to  be  fixed  by  the  fecretary, 
not  exceeding  500  dollars  ;  the  falaries  fo  fixed  to  be  reported  to 
Congrefs,  and  tranfmitted  to  the  board  of  treafury;  the  above  falaries 
to  be  paid  in  the  fame  manner  as  tbofe  agreed  to  the  13th  inftant. 

PLAN  of  the  INSPECTING  and  MUSTERING  DEPARTMENT. 

Whereas  the  inftitntion  of  this  department  hath  been  found  of 
.great  utility  to  the  armies  of  thefe  United  States  ;  and  experience 
•hath  fhewn  that  it  may  be  rendered  ftill  more  ufeful  by  an  extenfion 
of  its  powers  and  objecls  :  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  former  eftabHmment,  by  a  refolution  of  the 
!8th  of  February,  1779,  and  all  fubfequent  refolutions  relative 
thereto,  be  repealed  ;  and  the  department  hereafter  have  the  fol- 
lowing form,  powers  and  privileges  : 

There  fhall  be  an  infpe&or-general  with  the  main  army  of  the 
United  States,  to  be  appointed  by  Congrefs,  who  fhall  be  allowed 
two  fecretaries,  in  addition  to  the  aids  he  is  allowed  in  the  line  of 
the  army,  to  be  taken  from  the  line  of  captains  and  fubalterns,  wha 
fhall  receive,  in  addition  to  their  pay,   6  dollars  per  month. 

There  fhall  be  one  affiftant-infpeiftor-general  with  the  main  army, 
who  Shall  be  adjutant-general  for  the  time  being,  and  fhall  receive,  in. 
addition  to  his  pay,  10  dollars  per  month  ;  and  one  to  every  feparate 
army5  when  confifting  of  two  or  more  divifious,  who  fhall  be  the  de- 
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puty-adjutant  -genera!,   and  (hall  receive,   in  addition  to  his  pay,  9 
dollars  per  month. 

There  fhall  be  one  infpe&or  to  each  divifion  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States  ;  one  to  the  corps  of  cavalry,  and  one  to  the  corps  of 
artillery  ;  to  be  taken,  when  the  fervice  will  admit,  from  the  line  of 
colonels  and  lieutenant-colonels,  who  fhall  be  allowed,  in  addition  to 
their  pay,  7^  dollars  per  month,  and  forage  for  three  hdrfes,  includ- 
ing what  they  are  entitled  to  in  the  line  of  the  army,  and  one  extra 
ration  of  provifion,  when  the  ftate  of  the  magazines  will  admit. 

There  fhall  be  one  fub-infpector  to  every  brigade  in  the  army  of 
the  United  States  ;  one  to  the  corps  of  cavalry,  and  one  to  the 
corps  of  artillery,  if  thought  neceffary  by  the  commander  in  chief,  or 
commanding  officer  of  a  feparate  army  ;  to  be  taken  from  the  line 
of  majors  in  the  brigade,  when  the  fervice  will  admit,  who  fhall  be 
allowed,  in  addition  to  their  pay,  5  dollars  per  month,  and  one  ex- 
tra ration,  when  the  ftate  of  the  magazines  will  admit. 

The  commander  in  chief,  and  commanding  officer  of  a  feparate 
army,  are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint  infpectors  and  fub-infpeclors 
to  the  militia,  while  in  aclual  fervice,  agreeable  to  the  foregoing 
plan,  who  fhall  have  the  fame  powers,  privileges  and  emoluments,  as 
thofe  ferving  with  the  continental  army. 

It  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  infpector-general  to  frame  a  fyftem  of 
regulations  for  the  exercife  and  difcipline  &f  the  troops,  in  the  ma- 
nual, evolutions  and  manoeuvres,  for  the  fervice  of  guards  and  de- 
tachments, and  for  all  camp  and  garrifon  duty,  and  if  approved  of 
by  the  commander  in  chief,  and  ratified  by  Congrefs,  fuch  regulations 
fhall  be  inforced,  by  the  orders  of  the  commander  in  chief,,  through- 
out the  army. 

The  afTiftant-infpectors-general  fhall  aflift  in  the  general  duties  of 
the  department,  agreeable  to  the  directions  they  fhall  receive  from 
the  infpedtor-general  (through  the  order  of  the  commander  in  chief) 
and  when  the  infpector  is  not  prefent,  fhall  have  the  chief  direction 
of  the  fame,  agreeable  to  the  orders  they  may  receive  as  aforefaid  -y 
they  fhall  neverthelefs  continue  to  perform  their  duties  of  adjutant 
and  deputy-adjutant-general. 

The  inspectors  fhalf  attend  to  the  execution  of  the  regulations  ef- 
tablifhed  for  the  army  in  their  refpective  divifions,  and  in  fuch  gar- 
rifons  as  they  may  be  ordered  by  the  infpector-general  or  affiftant-in-i 
fpeftors-general  ;  at  all  times  performing  the  duty  of  adjutant -gene- 
ral to  the  fame  ;  and  when  a  detachment  of  more  than  one  divifion 
is  fent  from  the  army,  the  eldeft  infpector  of  the  marching  troops  fhall 
act  as  adjutant-general  to  the  detachment. 

The  fub-infpect'ors  fhall  do  the  duty  of  majors  of  brigade  to  the 
brigades  to  which  they  belong,  and  attend  to  the  execution  of  the 
regulations  eftablifhed  for  the  army,  in  their  refpective  brigades,  and 
fuch  garrifons,  detachments  and  independent  corps,  as  they  fhall  be 
ordered  by  the  infpe&or-general,  or  affiftant-infpector-general  with  a 
feparate  army. 

The  infpeclor-general  and  the  afTiftant-infpector-general  fhall  refc 
view  and  mufter  ttie  troops  in  fervice  once  every  month,  at  which  re- 
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view  he  or  they  fhall  infpe&  the  number  and  condition  of  the  menj 
their  discipline,  the  ftate  of  their  clothes,  arms,  accoutrements,  and 
camp  equipage  ;  the  number  of  rations  they  have  drawn  fmce  the 
laft  review  ;  reporting  fuch  fokliers  and  recruits  as  are  unfit  for  Ser- 
vice, to  the  major-general  or  commander  of  the  divifion,  the  brigadier 
or  commander  of  a  regiment  detached  from  the  divifion  or  brigade  to 
•which  fuch  difabled  foldier  may  belong  ;  to  be  by  them,  or  either  of 
them,  discharged  or  transferred  to  the  corps  of  invalids,  if,  on  exami- 
nation of  the  furgeon  of  the  regiment,  they  fhall  be  found  unfit  for 
further  fervice  in  the  field.  But  no  fuch  foldier  fhall  be  deemed  le- 
gally discharged  or  transferred,  except  his  difcharge  or  transference 
is  Signed  by  the  major-general,  brigadier  or  commandant  as  aforeSaid, 
and  a  certificate  of  his  inability,  Specifying  the  nature  of  it,  figned 
by  the  furgeon,  is  annexed  thereto  ;  noting  at  the  fame  time  all  alte- 
rations that  have  happened  Since  the  laft  review  or  mutter,  and,  as 
far  as  poflible,  in  what  manner,  reporting  them  with  the  deficiencies, 
neglects  and  abuSes,  to  the  commander  in  chief,  or  commanding  of- 
ficer prefent,  and  the  board  of  war. 

At  every  mutter,  three  rolls  Shall  be  made  out  by  the  commanding* 
officer  of  each  troop  or  company,  figned  and  fworn  to  by  him,  one  of 
which  rolls  fhall  be  returned  to  him,  certified  by  the  muttering  officer  ; 
one  fhall  be  retained  by  the  muttering  officer ;  the  other  fhall  be  cer- 
tified and  delivered  to  the  regimental  pay  matter,  to  be  affixed  to  the 
pay-rolls. 

Each  brigade  fhall  be  muttered  by  its  fub-infpedtor,  under  the  fu- 
perintendency  of  the  inSpector  of  the  divifion,  who  fhall  be  refponfible, 
with  the  Sub-inSpector,  for  the  exa&nefs  and  fidelity  of  the  mutters  ; 
and,  in  like  manner,  all  garrifons,  independent  corps  and  detachments, 
fhall  be  muttered  by  Such  infpector  or  Sub-infpectors,  as  the  inSpector- 
general,  or  affiftant-infpeclor-general  with  a  Separate  army,  fhall  or- 
der. 

The  fub -infpectors  fhall  deliver  an  abstract  of  all  fuch  mutters,  re- 
gimentally  digefted,  to  the  infpector  of  the  divifion,  who  fhall  digeft 
them  into  divifion  abftracts,  in  the  fame  form,  and  tranSmit  them  to 
the  afhftant-inipectors-generai,  to  be  by  them  tranimitted  to  the  in- 
fpector-general,  and  in  a  Separate  army  to  the  commanding  officer. 

The  inSpector-general  fhall  tranSmit,  once  every  month,  a  copy  of 
the  abftradt  of  the  mutters  of  the  whole  army,  to  the  commander  in 
chief,  and  another  to  the  board  of  war. 

No  commanding  officer  of  a  regiment  Shall  mutter  the  regiment  he 
commands,  but  another  infpector  fhall  be  ordered  to  do  that  duty,  by 
the  inSpector-general. 

The  affiftant-inSpector  in  a  feparate  army,  fhall  do  the  fame  duties 
in  that  army,  as  the  inSpector-general  doth  in  the  main  army,  re- 
fpecting  the  mutters,  according  to  the  directions  he  fhall  receive, 
and  orders  of  the  commanding  officer. 

The  commiffary  of  ifiues  fhall  be  obliged  to  deliver  to  the  inSpector- 
general,  and  affiftant-inSpector  with  a  Separate  army,  an  abstract,  by 
brigades,  of  the  rations  actually  ifiued,  and  of  all  ifiues  to  all  feparate 
corps,  garrifons  and  detachments. 

All  mutter-rolls  fhall  be  fworn  to  before  a  general  officer,  or  com- 
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fnandaht  of  a  fcparate  poll  or  detachment,  who  are  hereby  empowered 
to  adminifter  the  oath,  and  certify  it  on  each  mufter-roll,  in  the  words 
following,  (to  wit,)  "  I,  A.  B.  do  fwear  that  this  mufter-roll  is  a 
«  true  ftate  of  the  company  under  my  command,  without  fraud  to  the 
"  United  States,  or  to  any  individual,  according  to  the  belt  of  my 
"  knowledge. 

"  A.  B.  captain,  lieutenant, 
"  tnfign  or  cornet,  commandant. 
"  Sworn  before  me,  this  day  of  17     ." 

The  muftering  officers  are  empowered  and  directed  to  require  from 
all  the  officers  whofe  troops  are  muftered,  all  papers  and  vouchers  re- 
lative to  their  enliflments  and  muflers. 

The  infpe&or  mall  keep  accounts  with  the  officers  commanding 
regiments,  of  all  arms  and> accoutrements  delivered  their  regiments, 
and  returned  in  by  them :  No"atms  or  accoutrements  mail  be  deli- 
vered without  an  order  from  the  infpec\or  of  the  diviiion,  to  whom  re- 
turns for  arms  and  accoutrements  wanted  fhall  be  made,  in  the  form 
directed  in  the  refolution  for  the  order  and  difeipline  of  the  troops  of 
thefe  United  States. 

All  officers  of  the  infpeflormip  fhall  retain  their  rights  of  command 
and  promotion,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  they  had  not  affumed  the 
office.  They  are  to  fufpend  the  exercife  of  their  refpedlive  com- 
mands, except  when  they  happen  to  be  the  fuperior  in  the  divifion, 
brigade,  or  regiment,  to  which  they  belong,  or  when  they  are  ap- 
pointed to  execute  any  particular  fervice  by  the  commander  in  chief, 
or  commanding  officer  of  a  feparate  army  ;  and  are  exempt  from  all 
Common  camp  and  garrifon  duty,  that  they  may  attend  to  that  of  the 
infpecYmg,  as  well  in  time  of  ac\ion  as  at  other  times. 

The  infpe&or-general,  as  often  as  the  commander  in  chief  fhalL 
think  fit  to  order,  fhall  vifit  every  part  of  the  army,  and  review  the 
fame,  to  fee  that  uniformity  prevails  throughout  the  armies  of  thefe 
United  States. 

The  infpeclor-general  fhall  keep  books,  in  which  the  returns,  Sec. 
palling  through  his  office  fhall  be  regiftered.  He  fhall  be  charged 
with  colle cling  in  one  or  more  volumes  all  the  refolves  of  Gongrefs, 
and  regulations  of  the  board  of  war,  relative  to  the  army. 

The  travelling  and  other  incidental  expenfes  for  the  execution  of 
the  buiineis  of  the  office,  fhall  be  fettled  by  the  auditors  with  the 
army,  upon  fuch  principles  as  fhall  be  eftabliihed  by  the  commander 
in  chief,  and  paid  out  of  the  military  cheft. 

The  quartermafter-general  fhall  furnifh  all  neceffary  books,  paper, 
&c.-  for  the  department. 

Each  infpeclor  fhall  be  allowed,  when  the  circumflances  of  the  arm/ 
will  permit,  a  marquee  and  common  tent  :  each  fub-infpe£lor  a  horfe- 
man's  and  common  tent  ;  if  not  provided  for  as  officers  in  the  line. 

All  jhe  regulations  refpedling  the  objects  of  this  department  fhall 
be  finally  approved  and  ellablifhed  by. Gongrefs  :  But,  the  exigency  of 
the  fervice  requiring  it,  temporary  ones  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
introduced,  by  the  infpec\or-general,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
commander  in  chief,  and  tranfmitted  to  the  board  of  war  within  one 
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month  after  their  introdu&ion  ;  that  being  examined  and  reported  t« 
Congrefs  by  them,  they  may  be  rej-e&ed,  altered,  amended  or  con- 
finned,  as  Congrefs  fhall  deem  proper. 

Resolved,  That  baron  Steuben  be,  and  hereby  is  continued  infpec* 
tor-general  of  the  armies  of  thefe  United  States,  and  veiled  with 
power  to  appoint  all  officers  necefTary  to  carry  the  aforegoing  plan  into 
execution,  they  being  firft  approved  of  by  the  commander  in  chief. 

Resolved,  That  the  affiftant-infpe&or  be  allowed  400  dollars  per 
month,  of  the  old  emiffion,  in  addition  to  his  pay  as  adjutant-general, 
from  the  1  ft  day  of  February  laft,  to  the  1ft  day  of  October  next: 
The  infpectors  ihall  be  allowed,  from  the  111  day  of  February  laft  to 
the  1ft  day  of  October,  300  dollars  per  month  of  the  old  emilfion,  and 
the  fub-infpedtors  fhall  be  allowed,  200  dollars  per  month,  of  the 
old  emiffion,  from  the  1ft  day  of  February  afore  faid,  to  the  1ft  day  of 
Oitober  next,  in  addition  to  the  pay  and  fubilftence  to  which  they  are 
entitled  by  their  refpeflive  ranks. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  ref&rred  a  letter  of  May  12th,  from 
Mr.  W.  Glafcock,  and  the  memorial  of  Mr.  G.  Walton  ;  report  : 

That,  in  the  courfe  of  their  enquiry  refpetting  the  bufinefs  commit- 
ted to  them,  they  have  conferred  with  his  excellency  Richard  Howley, 
the  prefent  governor  of  Georgia,  and  been  attended  by  Mr.  George 
Seegar,  clerk  of  the  general  afTembly  of  the  faid  ftate,  and  have  ob- 
tained from  each  of  them  a  ftate  of  fa£ls,  to  which  they  beg  leave  to 
refer  ;  that  it  appears,  that  the  paper  containing  the  paragraph  ref- 
pecf  ing  brig.  gen.  M'lntofh,  and  dated  at  Augufta,  in  the  ftate  of 
Georgia,  the  30th  day  of  November  1779,  and  purporting  in  general 
to  be  a  letter  or  addrefs  from  the  afTembly  of  that  ftate  to  Congrefs, 
olid  originate  in,  and  ought  to  be  confidered  as  an  act  declarative  of 
the  fenle  of  the  faid  afTembly  ;  and  that  the  fame  was  officially  tranf- 
mitted  with  other  public  papers,  by  col.  Walton,  then  governor  of 
that  ftate,  to  the  prefident  of  Congrefs,  and,  together  with  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  faid  governor  and  council,  contained  a  fufficient 
ground  for  the  aft  of  Congrefs  of  the  15th  day  of  February  laft,  for 
difpenfmg  with  the  fervices  of  the  faid  brig.  gen.  M'lntofh,  until 
the  farther  order  of  Congrefs. 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  the  above  report,  and  of  the  papers  re- 
ferred to,  be  tranfmitted  to  the  governor  of  Georgia. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bee,  feconded  by  Mr.  Matthews, 

Resolved,  That  two-thirds  of  the  bills,  ordered  by  the  refolution  of 
the  2  3d  of  Auguft  laft  to  be  fold  for  fpecie,  for  the  relief  of  prifoners 
of  war,  be  now  difpofed  of  under  the  directions  of  the  board  of  war, 
for  fuch  necelTary  articles  of  clothing  or  provifions  as  may,  in  their 
opinion,  beft  conduce  to  fupply  in  fome  meafure  their  prefent  wants, 

Tvksdat,  September  2  6,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  reiignation  of  lieut.  George  Sexton  and  Benja- 
min Butterfield,  and  eniign  Reuben  Church,  of  col.  Warner's  regiment, 
be  accepted. 

The  board  of  war>  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  cf  capt.  Rice;

for  leave  of  abfence  to  go  to  fea,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  continue  in 
the  fervice,  or,  ii'that  cannot  be  obtained,  to  have  leave  to  relign  ; 
report, 

That  they  are  fully  fenfible  of  the  merit  and  fervices  of  capt.  Rice, 
and  are  well  allured  he  has  injured  his  circumftances  conliderably  in 
the  fervice  ;  yet  the  granting  his  requeft  for  leave  of  abfence  to  go 
to  fea,  would  introduce  fuch  a  number  of  fimilar  applications,  and 
would  alio  create  fuch  embarraffments  about  the  exchange,  in  cafe  of 
a  capture,  that  the  board  think  it  would  be  belt  to  reject  the  prac- 
tice in  the  firft  inftance  : 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report : 
Resolved,  That  the  relignation  of  capt.  Jofeph  Rice,  of  the- 4th 
regiment  of  artillery,  be  accepted. 

IVEDNESDAr,  September  27,   1780. 

Congrefs  proceeded  in  the  order  of  the  day  refpedting  the  jurifdiction 
of  the  trail  of  country  commonly  called  the  New-Hampfhire  Grants, 
all  the  parties  being  prefent  except  Ira  Allen  and  Stephen  R.  Brad- 
ley, who  being  duly  notified,  declined  to  attend,  when  the  agent  for 
the  ftate  of  New-Hamplhire  proceeded  to  ftate  evidence  tending  to 
prove,  that  the  tract  of  country  known  by  the  name  of  the  New-Hamp- 
fhire Grants,  was  within  the  ftate  of  New-Hamplhire,  and  that  there- 
fore the  people  inhabiting  the  faid  tract  of  country,  have  no  right  to  a 
feparate  and  independent  jurifdidtion.  The  gentlemen  appearing  in 
.behalf  of  fundry  inhabitants  of  the  faid  Grants  having  nothing  to  add, 
and  preffing  Congrefs  to  come  to  a  determination,  withdrew. 

Resolved,  That  the  farther  consideration  of  the  fubjedt  be  pofU 
poned. 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  letters  from  John  Mag- 
nail,  delivered  in  a  report  which  was  read  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  the  faid  letters  attefted  by  the  fecretary 
of  Congrefs,  be  fent  to  the  honourable  John  Jay,  minifter  plenipo- 
tentiary of  thefe  United  States  at  the  court  of  Madrid;  and  that  he 
be  inftrudted  to  endeavour  to  obtain,  for  the  captors  of  the  Dover 
cutter,  the  benefit  intended  by  the  refolve,  palled  in  Congrefs  on  the 
14th  day  of  October,  1777,  refpedting  vefTels,  belonging  to  Britifh 
fubjedts,  feized  and  brought  into  any  of  the  ports  or  harbours  of  thefe 
United  States,  by  the  matter  or  mariners,  and  that  he  be  informed  it 
is  the  wifh  sf  Congrefs  that  the  whole  profit  of  the  capture  be  divided 
among  the  captors. 

Fridat,  September  29,  1780. 
Resolved,  That  until  a  permanent  arrangement  of  the  army  can  be 
accomplifhed,  .the  commanding  officer  of  the  fouthern  army  be  au- 
thorifed  to  form  into  proper  corps,  under  the  command  of  the  officers 
of  the  ftates  of  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  who  are  now  at  liberty 
to  act,  fuch  of  the  non-commiffioned  officers  and  foldiers  of  thofe 
ftates  as  are  or  can  be  collected ;  the  faid  non-cemmiffioned  officers 
and  foldiers  to  fhare  the  benefit  of  all  fupplies  of  pay  and  clothing 
and  fieceffaries,  equally  with  the  troops  of  other  ftaUis. 
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SAfURDAT,  September  30,    1780. 
A  letter,  of  the  26th,  from  gen.  Wafhington,  was  read,  confirming 
the  account  given  in  the  letter  of  the  25th,  from  major  gen.  Greene, 
of  the  treafonable  practices  of  major  gen.  Benedict  Arnold,  and  his 
defertion  to  the  enemy. 

Whereas  the  late  regulations  for  conducting  the  affairs  of  the 
general  hofpital  are  in  many  refpects  defective  ;  and  it  is  neceffary 
that  the  fame  be  revifed  and  amended  ;  in  order  that  the  fick  and 
wounded  may  be  properly  provided  for  and  attended,  and  the.  bufinefs 
cf  the  hofpitals  conducted  with  regularity  and  economy  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  there  be  one  director  of  the  military  hofpitals,  who 
fhall  have  the  general  direction  and  fiiperintendance  of  all  the  hofpi- 
tals to  the  northward  of  North-Carolina  ;  that,  within  the  aforefaid 
limits,  there  be  three  chief  hofpital  phyficians,  who  fhall  alfo  be  fur- 
geons  j  one  chief  phyfician,  who  {hall  alfo  be  a  furgeon,  to  each  fepa- 
rate  army  ;  fifteen  hofpital  phyficians,  who  fhall  alfo  be  furgeons  ; 
twenty  furgeons  mates  for  the  hofpitals  :  one  purveyor,  with  one 
affiftant  ;  one  apothecary  ;  one  affiftant  apothecary ;  and  to  each  hof- 
pital, a  fteward,  matron,  orderly  men  and  nurfes,  as  heretofore  : 

That  the  director,  or,  in  his  abfence,  one  of  the  chief  hofpital  phy- 
ficians, be  empowered  and  required,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the 
commander  in  chief,  or  commander  of  a  feparate  army,  to  eftablifh 
and  regulate  fuch  a  number  of  hofpitals,  at  proper  places,  for  the 
reception  of  the  lick  and  wounded  of  the  army,  as  may  be  found  ne- 
ceffary : 

That  the  director  be  authorifed  and  inftructed  to  enjoin  the  feveral 
chief  hofpital  phyficians,  and  other  officers  of  the  hofpitals  under  his 
fr.perintendance,  to  attend  at  fuch  pofts  or  ftations  as  he  may  judge 
proper,  and  alfo  to  attend  and  perform  fuch  duties,  at  any  poft  or 
place,  as  a  change  of  the  pofition  of  the  army,  or  other  circumftances, 
may  from  time  to  time  make  neceffary,  and  fhall  be  required  by  the 
commander  in  chief  ;  and  that,  in  cafe  of  any  difpute  concerning  their 
feniority  or  precedence,  the  director  fhall  determine  the  fame  in  the> 
firlt  inftance,  the  party  fuppofing  himfelf  aggrieved  being  at  liberty 
to  appeal  for  redrefs  to  the  medical  committee  : 

That  in  time  of  action,  and  on  any  other  emergency,  when  the 
regimental  furgeons  are  not  fufficient  in  number  to  attend  properly  to 
the  fick  and  wounded  that  cannot  be  removed  to  the  hofpitals,  the 
director,  or,  in  his  abfence,  the  neareft  chief  hofpital  phyfician,  be  em- 
powered and  required,  upon  requeft  of  the  chief  phyfician  and  furgeon 
of  the  army,  to  fend  from  the  hofpitals  under  his  care,  to  the  affiftance 
of  fuch  lick  and  wounded,  as  many  furgeons  as  can  poflibly  be  fpared 
from  the  neceffary  bufinefs  of  the  hofpitals: 

That  the  director,  or,  in  his  abfence,  two  of  the  chief  hofpital  phy- 
ficians, fhall  make  out  and  deliver,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  purveyor, 
proper  eflimates  of  hofpital  ftores,  medicines,  inftruments,  dreffings, 
and  fuch  other  articles  as  may  be  judged  neceffary  for  the  ufe  of  the 
hofpitals;  alfo  direct  the  apothecary  or  his  affiftant,  to  prepare  and 
deliver  medicines,  inftruments,  dreffings,  and  other  articles  in  his 
poffeffion,  to  the  hofpitals  and  furgeons  of  the  army  and  navy,  as  he 
or  they  may  judge  neceffary  : 
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That  the  director  authorife  and  inftruct  the  purveyor  and  apothecary* 
to  fupply,  for  the  ufe  of  the  regimental  furgeons,  fuch  medicines  and. 
refrclliments  as  nay  he  proper  for  the  relief  of  the  nek  and  wounded, 
before  their  removal  to  a  general  hofpital,  and  to  be  difpenfe.d  under 
the  care,  and  at  the  direction  of  the  chief  phyfician  of  the  army  : 

That  the  director,  or,  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital  phyfician?,, 
reflectively,  be  empowered  occalionally  to  employ  fecond  mates,  when, 
the  numbers  of  the  fick  lhall  increafe  fo  as  to  make  it  neceffary,  and 
to  discharge  them  as  foon  as  vhe  circumftances  of  die  fick  will  admit:: 

That  the  director,  or,  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital  phyiicians„ 
refpecYively,  fhall  appoint  a  ward-mailer  for  each  hofpital,  to  receive; 
the  fpare  regimental  arms,  accoutrements  and  clothing  of  each  foldieir 
admitted  therein,  keeping  entries  of  and  giving  receipts  for  every 
article  received,  which,  when  the  foldier  fhall  be  difcharged,  fhalll 
be  accounted  for  by  the  faid  ward-mafter  with  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  regiment  to  which  fuch  foldier  belonged,  or  the  officer  directed, 
to  take  charge  of  the  convalefcents  from  the  faid  hofpital  ;  or,  in 
cafe  of  the  death  of  the  foldier,  fliall  be  accounted  for  with,  and  deli- 
vered to  the  quartermafter  of  the  regiment  to  which  the  faid  foldieir 
belonged  ;  and  the  ward-mafter  fliall  receive  and  be  accountable  loir 
the  hofpital  clothing,  and  perform  fuch  other  fervices  as  the  chief  hof- 
pital phyfician  fliall  direct. 

That  the  director  fhall  make  returns  of  all  the  fick  and  wounded  in 
the  hofpitals,  once  every  month,  to  the  medical  committee,  together 
with  the  names  and  ranks  of  all  the  officers  and  others  employed  in 
the  feveral  hofpitals : 

That  the  director  be  required  to  employ  fuch  part  of  his  time,  as 
may  be  fpared  from  the  duties  before  pointed  out  to  him,  in  vifitiug 
and  prefcribing  for  the  fick  and  wounded  of  the  hofpitals  ;  and  that 
he  pay  particular  attention  to  the  conduct  of  the  feveral  officers  in 
the  hofpital  department,  and  arreft,  fufpend  and  bring  to  trial,  all  tie- 
linquents  within  the  fame  : 

That  the  duty  of  the  chief  hofpital  phyficians  fhall  be,  to  do  -\vj1 
perform  all  the  duties  herein  before  enjoined  them  to  do  in  the  sc- 
ience of  the  director  ;  to  receive  and  obey  the  orders  of  the  director, 
made  and  delivered  to  them  in  writing,  to  fuperintend  the  practice  of 
phyiic  and  furgery  in  the  hofpitals  put  under  their  particular  care  by 
the  direclor,  or  which,  by  the  order  of  the  commander  in  chief,  ixr 
the  commander  of  a  feparate  army,  may  be  by  them  eftablifhed  ;  13 
fee  that  the  hofpital  phyficians  and  other  officers  attending  the  famte, 
do  their  duty;  and  make  monthly  returns  to  the  director,  of  tiie 
ft.ate  and  number  of  the  fick  and  wounded  in  the  hofpitals  under  their 
care  ;  and  alfo  make  returns  to  the  director,  and  to  the  medical  com- 
mittee, of  all  delinquent  officers,  in  order  that  they  may  be  fpeedilty 
removed  or  punifhed  ;  and  to  take  meafures  that  all  fuch  fick  and 
wounded  as  are  recovered  and  fit  for  duty  be  delivered  weekly  to  the 
officer  of  the  guard,  to  be  conducted  to  the  army  :  when  prefent  a.t 
any  hofpital,  to  iffue  orders  to  the  proper  officers  for  fupplying  them 
with  neceffaries  ;  and  generally,  in  the  abfence  of  the  director,  to 
fuperintend  and  control  the  bufinefs  of  fuch  hofpitals,  fufpend  delin- 
quent and  rerooye  unneceffary  lion-comrnifTioned  officers,  uiaking  rt:« 
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port  to  the  director  ;  and,  when  in  their  power,  to  attend  and  perform 
or  direct  all  capital  operations  : 

That  the  hofpital  phyficians  fhall  take  charge  of  fuch  particular"- 
hofpitals  as  may  be  affigned  them  by  the  dire&or  :  They  mail  obey 
the  orders  of  the  director,  or,  in  his  abfence,  of  the  chief  hofpital  phy- 
fician :  They  fhall  have  power  to  fufpend  officers  under  them,  and  to 
confine  other  perfons  in  the  hofpitals  ferving  under  their  charge,  for 
negligence  or  ill-behaviour,  until  the  matter  be  regularly  enquired 
into  :  They  fhall  diligently  attend  to  the  cafes  of  the  fick  and  wounded 
of  the  hofpitals  under  their  care,  administering  at  all  times  proper  re- 
lief, as  far  as  may  be  in  their  power  :  They  fhall  reflectively  give 
orders,  under  their  hands,  to  the  afliftant  purveyor  or  fteward  at  the 
hofpital,  for  the  iffuing  provifions  and  ftores,  as  well  as  for  the  pro- 
curing any  other  final!  articles  that  the  exigencies  of  the  hofpital  may 
require,  and  which  the  ftore  is  not  provided  with,  having  always  a 
ftrict  regard  to  economy,  as  well  as  the  welfare  of  the  fick  then  to  be 
provided  for  :  They  fhall  make  weekly  returns  to  the  neareft  chief  hof- 
pital phyfician,  of  the  flate  of  the  hofpitals  under  their  respective 
care. 

The  mates  fhall  each  take  charge  of  and  attend  the  patients  affigned 
them,  and  perforin  fuch  other  duties  as  fhall  be  directed  by  the  di- 
rector, chief  or  other  phyficians  and  furgeons. 

The  chief  phyfician  and  furgeon  of  the  army  fhall  be  Subject  to  the 
orders  and  control  of  the  director  :  His  duty  fhall  be  to  fuperintend 
the  regimental  furgeons  and  their  mates,  to  fee  that  they  do  their 
duty  :  To  hear  all  complaints  againft  the  faid  regimental  furgeons  and 
mates,  and  make  report  of  them  to  the  director,  or,  in  his  abfence, 
to  the  commander  in  chief  or  commanding  officer  of  a  feparate  army, 
that  they  may  be  brought  to  trial  by  court-martial  for  mifbehaviour  : 
To  draw  for  and  receive  from  the  purveyor  a  fuitable  number  of  large 
ftrong  tents,  beds,  bedding  and  hofpital  ftores,  and  from  the  apothe- 
cary, or  his  afliftant,  proper  medicines,  for  fuch  fick  and  wounded 
perfons  as  cannot  be  removed  to  the  general  hofpital  with  fafety,  cr 
may  be  rendered  fit  for  duty  in  a  fhort  time.  He  fhall  alfo  fee  that 
the  fick  and  wounded,  while  under  his  care,  are  properly  attended  and 
provided  for,  and  conveyed,  when  fit  to  be  removed,  to  the  general 
hofpital  ;  for  which  laft  purpofe,  he  fhall  be  fupplied  by  the  quarter- 
mafter-general,  with  a  proper  number  of  convenient  waggons  and 
drivers  ;  be  fhall  have  a  fteward,  whom  he  is  to  appoint,  to  receive 
and  properly  difpenfe  fuch  article*  of  diet  and  refrefhments  as  fhall  be 
procured  for  the  fick  ;  and  alfo  fhall  appoint  fuch  a  number  of  nurfes 
and  orderly  men  as  may  be  neceffary  for  the  attendance  of  the  fick 
and  wounded  under  his  care.  He  fhall  caufe  daily  returns  to  be  made 
to  him  of  all  the  fick  and  wounded  which  have  been  removed  to  the 
hofpitals,  all  that  remain  in  the  hofpital  tents,  all  that  are  become 
jit  for  duty,  all  that  are  convalescent,  and  all  who  may  have 
died,  Specifying  the  particular  maladies  under  which  the  fick  and 
wounded  labour,  and  fhall  make  a  monthly  return  thereof  to  the  di- 
rector, who  fhall  add  it  to  his  general  hofpital  returns,  to  be  tranf- 
jnitted  monthly  to  the  medical  committee. 

That  whenever   any  regimental  furgeon  or  mate  fhall  be  abfent 
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from-,  his  regiment,  without  leave  from  the  chief  phyflcian  and  fur- 
geon,  or  commander  of  the  army  where  his  duty  lies,  the  faid  chief 
phyfician  and  furgeon  (hall  have  power  to  remove  fuch  furgeon  or 
mate,  and  forthwith  appoint  another  in  his  {lead  : 

That  the  purveyor   provide,  or  caufe  to  be    provided,  all  hofpital . 
ftores,  medicines,  inflruments,  drellings,  utenfils,  and  fuch  other  ar- 
ticles as  mall  be  prefcribed  by  the  written  order  of  the  director,  or 
two  of  the  chief  hofpital   phyficians,  and  deliver,  or  caufe  the  fame 
to  be  delivered,  upon  written  orders,  under  the  hand  of  the  director, 
chief  hofpital  phyfician,  or  one  of  the  hofpital  phyficians,  having  the 
charge  of  a  particular  hofpital,  or  of  the  chief  phyfician  and  furgeon 
of  the  army,  which,  with  receipts  thereon  for  delivery  of  the  fame, 
fhall  be  his  fufficient  vouchers.     He  (hall  be  allowed  a  clerk,  and  as- 
many  florekeeepers  as  occafion  may  require  and  the  director  fhall  ap.. 
prove  of.     He  fhall  alfo  pay  the  falaries  of  the  officers,  and  all  other 
e-xpenfes  of  the  hofpitals.     He  mail  render  his  accounts  every  three* 
months  to  the  board  of  treafury,  for  fettlement,  and  make  applica- 
tion for  money  to  the  medical  committee,  before  whom  he   fhall  Iay 
eftimates  of  articles  neceffary,  which  fhall  previoufly  have  been  ap=. 
proved  and  figned  by  the  director  or  two  of  the  chief  hofpital  phyfici-  • 
ans  ;  at  the  fame  time  he    fhall  render  to  them  an  account  of  the 
expenditure  of  the  laft  fum  of  money  advanced  to  him  :  and  the  faid, 
medical  committee  fhall  lay  fuch  eftimates  before  Congrefs,  with  their-, 
opinion  thereon  : 

That  the  affiftant-purveyor  fhall  procure  fuch  fupplies,  and  do  and, 
perform  fuch, parts  of  the  purveyor's  duty,  as  by  him  fhall  be  particu- 
larly affigned  to  him. 

That  the  apothecary  and  his  affiftants  receive,  prepare  and  deliver- 
medicines,,  inflruments  and  dreffings,  and  fuch  other  articles  of  his.< 
department,  to  the  hofpitals  and  army,  on  orders  in  writing  from  the. 
director  or  either  of  the  chief  hofpital  phyficians,  or  chief  phyfician 
and  furgeon,  of  the  army;  and  that  he  be  allowed  as  many  mates  as>j 
occafion  may  require,  and  the  director  fhall  approve  of: 

That  the  director,- or,  in  his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital  phyfician, 
fhall  appoint  a  fleward  for  each  hofpital,  whofe  duty  it   fhall  be  to- 
purchafe  vegetables  and  other  fmall    articles,  under  the  direction  off 
the  purveyor,  and  to    receive  hofpital  ftores  from  the  purveyor,  and( 
provilions  from  the  commiffary-general,  and  iffue  the  fame  for.  the  ufe 
of  the  fick  and  wounded,  agreeably  to  the  order  of  the  phyfician  and 
furgeon  attending  fuch  hofpital ;  the  fleward;to  account  .with  the  pur- 
veyor for  all  fuch  iffues  : 

That  the  director,  or,  in. his  abfence,  the  chief  hofpital  .phyfician* 
appoint  a  proper  number  of  matrons,  nurfes,  and  others  neceffary  for 
the  regular  management  of  the  hofpitals,  and  fix  and  afcertain  their 
pay,  not  exceeding  the  fums  heretofore  allowed  ;  and  point  out  and, 
prefcribe  their  particular  duties'  and  employments,  in  writing,  which 
they  are  enjoined  to  obferve  and  obey  : 

That  the  director,  with  two  chief  hofpital  phyficians,  be  empowered* 
to  fix  the  pay  of  fecond  mates,  and  of  fuch  clerks,  ftore-keepers,  and  other 
perfons  as  may  occafiouaily  be  employed  }  and  alfo  make  fuch  regu- 
Vol.  VI.  T- 
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lations,  and  point  out  and  enjoin,  in  writing,  fuch  further  particular 
duties  for  the  feveral  officers  in  the  hofpital  department,  as  they  may 
judge  neceffary  for  the  regular  management  of  the  fame  ;.  which  du- 
ties fhall  always  be  confiftent  with,  and  in  no  wife  contradictory  to 
any  of  the-  duties  herein  before  particularly  enumerated,  and  which 
being  reported  to,  and  approved  of  by  the  medical  committee,  fhall 
thereupon  become  obligatory  to  all  thofe  concerned  : 

That  the  quartermafter-general  furnifh  the  hofpital  department, 
from  time  to  time,  as  occafion  may  require,  with  fuch  a  number  of 
horfes  and  waggons  as  may  be  neceffary  for  removing  the  fick  and 
wounded,  and  for  tranfporting  the  hofpital  ftores  ;  but  that  no  other 
horfes  than  thofe  belonging  to  the  officers  of  the  department,  for 
which  forage  may  be  herein  allowed,  be  kept  feparately  and  at  the 
expenfe  of  the  department : 

That  no  perfon  concerned  in  trade,  on  his  own  account,  fhall  be 
fuffered  to  act  as  an  officer  in  the  hofpital  or  medical  department  of 
the  army  : 

That  no  officer  or  other  perfon  in  the  hofpital  department,  except 
the  fick  or  wounded,  be  permitted  to  ufe  any  of  tfte  ftores  provided 
for  the  fick. 

That  the  director,  chief  hofpital  phyficians,  and  the  chief  phyfi- 
cians and  furgeons  of  the  army,  phyficians  and  furgeons,  purveyor, 
apothecary,  alliftant  purveyor  and  aiSJlant  apothecary,  be  appointed 
and  commiffioned  by  Congrefs  :  the  regimental  furgeons  and  mates;, 
to  be  appointed  as  heretofore. 

That  the  director,  with  the  advice  and  concurrence  of  two  of  the 
chief  hofpital  phyficians,  appoint  all  hofpital  mates,  which  appoint- 
ments fhall  be  certified  by  warrants  under  the  hand  of  the  director;. 
in  which  appointments  no  perfon  fhall  be  admitted  under  the  age  of 
twenty -one  years. 

That  all  the  officers  in  the  hofpital  or  medical  department,  fhall 
be  fubjected  to  trial  by  courts-martial  for  all  offences,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  officers  in  the  line  of  the  army. 

Resolved,  That  the  pay  and  eftablifhment  of  the  officers  of  the  hof- 
pital department,  and  medical  flaff,  be  as  follows : 

Director,  150  dollars  per  month,  2  rations  for  himfeif,  and  1  for 
his  fervant  per  day,  and  forage  for  2  horfes  ; 

Chief  phyficians  and  furgeons  of  C  140  dollars  per  month,  2  rations 
the  army  and  hofpitals,  each,    £      per  day  and  forage  for  2  horfes. 

Purveyor  and  apothecary,  each,    130  dollars  per  month; 

Phyficians  and  furgeons  of  the  hofpitals,  each,  120  dollars  per 
month,    1  ration  per  day,  and  forage  for  one  horfe  ; 

Affiftant  purveyors  and  apothecaries,  each,  75  dollars  per  month  ; 

Regimental  furgeons,  each,  65  dollars  per  month,  I  ration  per  day, 
and  forage  for  one  horfe  ; 

Surgeons  mates  in  the  hofpitals,  50  dollars  per  month,  1  ration 
per  day. 

Surgeons  mates  in  the  army,  45  dollars  per  month,  1  ration  per 
day. 

Steward  for  each  hofpital,  35  dollars  per  month,  1  ration  per  day, 
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Ward-matter  for  each  hofpital,  25  dollars  per  month,  1  ration  per 
jay. 

Resolved,  That  none  of  the  aforefaicl  officers,  or  other  perfons  em- 
ployed in  any  of  the  hofpitals,  be  entitled  to  rations  of  provihon  or 
forage  when  on  furlough. 

Resolved,  That  the  chief  phyfician  of  the  army  be  allowed  a  two 
horfe  covered  waggon  for  transporting  his  baggage  : 

That  the  feveral  officers  abovementioned  fhall  receive  their  pay  in 
the  new  currency,  emitted  purfuant  to  a  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the 
18  th  day  of  March  laft  ;  and  that  they  be  allowed  and  paid  at  the 
rate  of  five  dollars  of  faid  currency  per  month  for  every  retained  ration  j 
and  fhall  each  be  entitled  annually  to  draw  clothing  from  the  ftores 
of  the  clothier  general,  in  the  fame  manner  and  under  the  fame  regu- 
lations as  are  eltablifhed  for  officers  in  the  line,  by  a  refolution  o£ 
Congrefs  of  the  25th  of  November,    1779  : 

That  the  returns  for  clothing  for  officers  in  the  medical  flafF  (re- 
gimental furgeons  and  their  mates,  who  are  to  draw  with  the  rep-i- 
mental  flafF,  excepted)  be  figned  by  the  director,  or  one  of  the  chief 
hofpital  phyficians  ;  and  fuch  clothing  fhall  be  delivered  either  by  the 
clothier  general  or  any  fub-clothier  in  the  ftate  in  which  the  officer 
to  receive  clothing  fhall  rellde,  in  the  fame  manner  as  is  provided  in 
the  cafes  of  other  flafF  officers  not  taken  from  the  line  : 

That  the  feveral  officers  whofe  pay  is  eflablifhed  as  above  (except 
the  flewards  and  ward-maflers)  fhall  at  the  end  of  the  war  be  entitled 
to  a  certain  provifion  of  land,  in  the  proportion  following,  viz. 

The  director  to  have  the  fame  quantity  as  a  brigadier-general  ; 

Chief  phyfician  and  purveyor,  the  fame  as  a  colonel  ; 

Phyficians  and  furgeons  and  apothecary,  the  fame  as  a  lieutenante 
colonel  ; 

Regimental  furgeons  and  affiftants  to  the  purveyor  and  apothecary, 
the  fame  as  a  major  ; 

Hofpital  and  regimental  furgeons  mates,  the  fame  as  a  captain  ; 

That  the  former  arrangements  of  the  hofpital  department,  and  all 
refolutions  heretofore  paffed  touching  the  fame,  fo  far  as  they  are  in- 
confiflent  with  the  foregoing,  be  repealed,  excepting  that  the  hofpi- 
tals in  the  fouthern  department,  from  North-Carolina  to  Georgia,  in- 
clufive,  be  continued  under  the  fame  regulations  as  heretofore,  until 
the  farther  order  of  Congrefs. 

Monday,  October  2,   1780. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  board  of 
treafury,  of  the  3d  of  Auguft  laft,  refpe&ing  the  fettlement  of  the 
public  accounts,  report, 

That  it  appears  to  them  that  the  board  of  treafury  have  been  atten- 
tive to  their  duty,  in  taking  fuch  meafures  as  feemed  advifeable  for 
procuring  a  fettlement  of  the  public  accounts  ;  that  feveral  of  the 
accountants  have  alleged  difficulties  and  impediments,  arifing  from 
the  former  mode  of  producing  their  vouchers,  which  are  removed  by 
the  refolutions  of  Congrefs  of  the  12th  of  June  laft  ;  and  that  fuffi- 
cient  time  has  been  allowed  for  every  nccefTary  preparation  j  where- 
upon, 
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Resofosd,  That  the  board  of  treafury  immediately  proceed  to  put 
in  execution  the  refolutions  of  the  12th  of  June  laft,  in  order  that 
all  outftanding  accounts  may  be  fettled  and  adjufted  without  delay. 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  approve  the  meafures  taken  by  governor 
Jefferfon,  for  remounting  the  cavalry  with  the  fouthern  army,  and 
requeft  a  continuance  of  his  exertions  for  that  purpofe,  on  the  fame 
principles  he  has  heretofore  adopted. 

On  motion  <©£  Mr.  Henry,  feconded  by  Mr.  Adams  : 

Resolved,  That  bills  of  exchange  be  drawn  on  the  honourable  Henry 
Laurens,  to  the  amount  of  £.10,000  fterling  ;  and  on  the  honourable 
John  Jay,  minifler  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States,  at  Madrid, 
to  the  amount  of  £.10,000  fterling,  payable  at  90  days  fight  ;  and 
that  out  of  faid  bills  the  debt  due  to  MeflYs.  Freney  and  co.  be  dif- 
charged  ;  and  the  amount  of  £.7000  fterling  advanced  by  Mr.  W. 
Bingham,  in  part  payment  of  Jiis  account  as  agent  of  the  United 
States. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Sherman  have  leave  of  abfence. 

TuESDAr,  October  3,    1780. 

The  delegates  for  the  ftate  of  New-York  laid  before  Congrefs  the 
credentials  of  their  appointment ;  which  were  read, 

Resolved,  That  fuch  of  the  fixteen  additional  regiments  as  have 
not  been  annexed  to  the  line  of  fome  particular  ftate,  and  all  the  fe- 
parate  light  corps  of  the  army,  both  of  horfe  and  foot,  and  alfo  the 
German  battalion,  be  reduced  on  the  1ft  day  of  January  next  :  that 
the  non-commillioned  officers  and  privates  in  thofe  feveral  corps,  be 
incorporated  with  the  troops  of  their  refpeftive  ftates,  and  that  fuch 
of  them  as  do  not  belong  to  any  particular  ftate,  be  annexed  to  fuch 
corps  as  the  commander  in  chief  fhall  dire 61. 

That  the  regular  army  of  the  United  States,  from  and  after  the  lft 
day  of  January  next,  confift  of 

4  regiments  of  cavalry,  or  light  dragoons, 
4  regiments  of  artillery, 

49  regiments  of  infantry,  exclufive  of  col.  Hazen's  regiment,  here- 
after mentioned, 

1  regiment  of  artificers  : 

That  each  regiment  of  cavalry,  or  light  dragoons,  confift  of  6  troops, 
and  that  each  troop  confift  of  64  non-commiffioned  officers  and  pri- 
vates, with  the  fame  number  of  commiflioned  officers  as  at  prefenjt: 

That  each  regiment  of  artillery  confift  of  9  companies,  and  that 
each  company  confift  of  65  non-commiflioned  officers  and  matroffes, 
with  the  fame  number  of  commiflioned  officers  as  at  prefent. 

That  each  regiment  of  infantry  confift  of  9  companies,  and  each 
company  confift  of  64  non-commiffioned  officers  and  privates ;  and 

That  the  regiment  of  artificers  confift  of  8  companies,  and  each 
company  of  60  non-commillioned  officers  and  privates : 

That  the  feveral  ftates  furnifli  the  following  quotas,  viz. 

New-Hamplhire,  2  regiments  of  infantry  ; 

Maflachufetts-Bay,    10  regiments  of  infantry  and  1  of  artillery  j 

llhode-Illand,  8cc.  1  regiment  of  infantry  ; 

Connecticut,  5  regiments  of  infantry  and  1  of  cavalry  j 
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New- York,  2  regiments  of  infantry  and  1  of  artillery  ; 

New-Jerfey,  2  regiments  of  infantry  ; 

Pennfylvania,  6  regiments  of  infantry,  1  of  artillery,  1  of  cavalry, 
and  one  of  artificers  ; 

Delaware,    1  regiment  of  infantry  ; 

Maryland,   5  regiments  of  infantry  ; 

Virginia,  8  regiments  of  infantry,  1  of  artillery,  and  2  of  cavalry; 

North-Carolina,  4  regiments  of  infantry  ; 

South-Carolina,   2  regiments  of  infantry  ; 

Georgia,  one  regiment  of  infantry  : 

That  the  Hates  mall  felect  from  the  line  of  the  army  a  proper  number 
of  officers  to  command  the  feveral  regiments,  to  them  refpeclively 
ailigned,  taking  notice  that  no  new  appointment  is  to  be  made  of  a 
higher  rank  than  that  of  a  lieut.  col.  commandant : 

That  the  ftates  be  and  they  are  hereby  called  upon,  in  the  moft 
prefliag  manner,  to  have  their  regiments  completed  and  in  the  field  by 
the  1ft  day  of  January  next  at  fartheft : 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  ftates  to  fill  up  their  refpeclive  re- 
giments, by  enliftments  for  and  during  the  war  ;  but  in  cafe  the  full 
quota  of  any  of  the  ftates  cannot  be  completed  with  fuch  recruits  by 
the  1ft  day  of  December  next,  that  it  be  recommended  to  fuch  ftate  or 
ftates,  to  fupply  the  deficiency  with  mem  engaged  to  ferve  for  not  leis 
than  one  year,  unlefs  iboner  relieved  by  recruits  enlifted  for  the  war, 
which  they  are  requefted  to  exert  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  obtain  as 
fpeedily  as  poifible  :  And,  in  order  thereto,  it  is  further  recom- 
mended, that  the  officers  at  camp  be  empowered,  and  directed  to  uftt 
every  prudent  meafure  and  improve  every  favourable  opportunity  to 
enlift,  for  the  continuance  of  the  war,  fuch  of  the  men  belonging  to 
their  refpedlive  ftates,  as  are  not  engaged  for  that  period,  whether  now 
in  the  field  or  hereafter,  from  time  to  time,  joining  the-army ;  and 
that  a  recruiting  officer  from  each  corps  be  kept  in  the  ftate  to  which, 
the  regiments  refpeclively  belong,  to  enlift  recruits  for  the  war,  as 
well  to  relieve  thofe  who  are  engaged  for  a  ftiorter  or  limited  term,  as 
to  fupply  cafual  deficiencies  : 

That  2  dollars  be  granted  to  the  recruiting  officer  for  every  able  bo- 
died foldier  he  fhall  enlift  for  the  war,  who  fhall  join  the  army  ;  and 
that  a  fum  not  exceeding  50  dollars,  be  allowed  as  a  bounty  to  every 
fuch  recruit : 

That  the  commander  in  chief  be,  and  hereby  is  direcled  to  caufe 
returns  to  be  made  as  fpeedily  as  poffible  to  the  feveral  ftates,  of  the 
number  of  men  they  will  probably  have  in  the  field  on  the  1ft  day  of 
January  next,  that  the  ftates  may  take  immediate  meafures  for  com- 
pleting their  refpeclive  quotas  as  above  recommended,  by  that  time  : 

That  the  commander  in  chief  be  and  he  is-hereby  directed  to  make 
a  return  annually  to  Congrefs,  on  or  before  the  1ft  day  of  September, 
of  the  number  of  troops  from  each  ftate,  in  order  that  Congrefs  may  be 
enabled  to  make  their  requifitions  from  the  feveral  ftates  with  certainty 
and  in  feafon  : 

That  the  clothing  be  furnifhed,  and  regularly  ferved  out  to  the 
troops,  as  it  becomes  due,  and  that  a  full  compenfauon,  be  made  for 
any  arrearages  of  clothing. 
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That  the  regiments  of  cavalry,  artillery  and  of  artificers,  as  they 
now  ftand,  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  ftates  refpectively  td 
which  they  are  or  may  be  ailigned,  which  ftates  fhall  complete  them 
to  the  full  complement,  fupply  them  with  necefl'aries,  and  in  every 
refpect  treat  them  as  if  originally  raifed  therein,  and  that  fuch  other 
ftates  as  now  have  non  commiffioned  officers  or  privates  in  any  of  the 
regiments  aforefaid,  be  credited  in  their  quotas  for  fuch  men  accord- 
ing to  their  numbers,  from  time  to  time  ;  for  which  purpofe  the  ccm. 
mander  in  chief  is  hereby  directed  to  fpecify  fuch  non-commiffioned 
officers  and  privates,  and  the  ftates  to  which  they  formerly  belonged, 
in  the  returns  which  he  fhall  make  to  the  ftates,  and  in  his  annual  re- 
turns to  Congrefs. 

That  the  regiment  commanded  by  col.  Mofes  Hazen  be  continued 
on  its  prefent  eftablifhment,  and  that  all  non-commiffioned  officers  and 
privates,  being  foreigners  belonging  to  any  of  the  reduced  regiments 
and  corps,  be  incorporated  therewith  and  all  volunteers  from  foreign 
ftates,  who  are  now  in  the  fervice,  or  may  hereafter  join  the  American 
army,  be  annexed  to  the  faid  regiment : 

And  whereas,  by  the  foregoing  arrangement,  many  deferving  officers 
moil  become  fupernumerary,  and  it  is  proper  that  regard  be  had  to 
them  : 

Resolved,  That  from  the  time  the  reform  of  the  army  takes  place, 
they  be  entitled  to  half-pay  for  feven  years,  in  fpecie  or  other 
current  money  equivalent,  and  alfo  grants  of  land  at  the  cloie 
of  the  war,  agreeably  to  the  refolution  of  the  16th  of  September, 
1776. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  arrangement  of  the  army  be 
fent  to  the  commander  in  chief,  for  his  opinion  thereon,  and  that  if 
there  (hall  appear  no  material  objection,  the  fame  be  carried  into  im» 
mediate  effect. 

Wedsesdat,  October  4,    1780. 

Mr.  Sharpe,  a  delegate  for  North-Carolina,  attended  and  took  his 
feat  in  Congrefs. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  war  be  and  hereby  are  directed  to 
erafe  from  the  regifter  of  the  names  of  the  officers  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  the  name  of  Benedict  Arnold. 

Thvrsdaj;  October  5,    1780. 

The  board  of  treafury  having  reported,  on  the  petition  of  J.  HamiU 
ton,  which  was  referred  to  them ;  thereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  and  hereby  are  authorifed 
to  direct  Thomas  Smith,  commifiioner  of  the  continental  loan-office 
for  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania,  to  deliver  to  John  Hamilton,  loan-office 
certificates  to  the  amount  of  48,258  dollars,  in  full  compenfation  for 
the  difference  occafioned  by  the  delay  in  granting  him  certificates  on 
the  periods  when  he  actually  loaned  his  money. 

Her  imperial  majefty  of  all  the  Ruffias,  attentive  to  the  freedom  of 
commerce,  and  the  rights  of  nations,  in  her  declaration  to  the  bellige- 
rent and  neutral  powers,  having  propofed  regulations,  founded  upon 
principles  of  juftice,  equity  and  moderation,  of  which  their  moltChrif-

tian  and  Catholic  majefties,  and  mcft  of  the  neutral  maritime  powers 
of  Europe,  have  declared  their  approbation. 

Congrefs,  willing  to  teftify  their  regard  to  the  rights  of  commerce, 
and  their  refpect  for  the  fovereign,  who  hath  propofed  and  the  powers 
>vho  have  approved  the  faid  regulation :  Resolve, 

That  the  board  of  admiralty  prepare  and  report  inftructions  for  the 
Commanders  of  armed  veffels  commiflioned  by  the  United  States, 
conformable  to  the  principles  contained  in  the  declaration  of  the 
emprefs  of  all  the  Ruffias,  on  the  rights  of  neutral  veffels  : 

That  the  minitters  plenipotentiary  from  the  United  States,  if  in- 
vited thereto,  be  and  hereby  are  refpedtively  empowered  to  accede  to 
fuch  regulations,  conformable  to  the  fpirit  of  the  faid  declaration,  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Congrefs  expected  to  affemble  in  purfuance 
of  the  invitation  of  her  imperial  majefty. 

Ordered,  That  copies  of  the  above  refolution  be  tranfmitted  to  the 
refpedtive  miniflers  of  the  United  States,  at  foreign  courts,  and  to  the 
honourable  the  minifler  plenipotentiary  of  France. 

Rcsotved,  That  the  commander  in  chief  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to 
order  a  court  of  enquiry  to  be  held  on  the  conduct  of  major  gen.  Gates, 
as  commander  of  the  ibuthern  army. 

Resolved,  That  the  commander  in  chief  be  and  hereby  is  directed 
to  appoint  an  officer  to  command  the  ibuthern  army,  in  the  room  of 
gen.  Gates  until  fuch  enquiry  be  made. 

Film  at,  October  6,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  executive  of  the  ftate  of  New-York  be  re» 
quelled  to  deliver  to  the  order  of  Abraham  Skinner,  commiffary-ge-

That  in  consideration  of  the  nature  of  the  fervice  in  which  the 
auditors  of  accounts  at  the  army  are  engaged,  they  be  allowed,  each, 
"two  additional  rations  per  day,  while  with  the  army. 

Resolved,  That  Samuel  W.  Stockton,  Efq.  late  fecretary  to  the 
honourable  William  Lee,  late  commiffioner  for  the  United  States  at 
the  courts  of  Vienna  and  Berlin,  be  confidered  on  falary,  at  the  rate 
of  £.300  fterling  per  annum,  from  the  time  he  left  London,  to  go  to 
Mr.  Lee,  at  "Vienna,  which  was  in  the  month  of  May,  1778,  until 
he  came  to  this  city  with  letters  to  Congrefs,  from  Mr.  Lee,  in  the 
month  of  December,  1779  :  That  Mr.  Stockton  be  not  allowed  for 
any  expenfes,  and  that  the  feveral  fums  of  money  he  has  received,  - 
agreeably  to  his  liquidated  account,  be  deducted  from  the  falary 
aforefaid,  and  the  balance  paid  to  Mr.  Stockton,  in  fpecie,  or  cur- 
rent money  equivalent  ;  rating  fpecie  dollars  at  4s.  6d.  fterling. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  from  the  fenate 
and  houfe  of  affembly  of  the  ftate  of  New-York,  of  September  21ft, 
delivered  in  a  report,  which  was  read  ;  whereupon, 

Congrefs  paffed  the  following  refolution  : 

Whereas  the  ftate  of  New-York  was  required,  by  an  act  of  Con- 
grefs of  the  25th  of  February  laft,  to  furnifli  1 1,200  weight  of  beef; 
and  whereas  it  will  be  of  public  advantage  to  procure  rlour  as  near 
as  poflible  to  the  military  pofts  and  quarters  of  the  army  : 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  do  agree,  that  the  ftate  of  New-York, 
according  to  their  propofals  fet  forth  in  the  letter  above  mentioned, 
may  fubftitute  flour  in  lieu  of  any  quantity  of  beef  which  may  he  dc- 
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Ficient  on  the  lft  clay  of  November  next,  of  the  quota  allotted  to  the 
faid  ftate,  at  the  rate  of  4|  dollars  for  every  hundred  weight  of  flour, 
and  5-|  dollars  for  every  hundred  weight  of  beef ;  provided,  never- 
thelefs,  that  the  faid  Mate  lhall  continue  to  provide  and  deliver  the 
quantity  of  beef  requefted  to  be  furnifhed  by  the  committee  of  Con- 
grefs,  lately  with  the  army,  in  their  letter  of  the  2d  of  June  laft,  and. 
1125  head  of  cattle,  in  addition  thereto. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  the  ftate  of 
New-York,  and  the  motion  of  Mr.  Livingfton  for  the  relief  of  the 
treafury  of  that  ftate,  report  as  their  opinion, 

That  if  the  application  fhould  be  granted,  the  like  benefit  may  be 
claimed  for  other  ftates  ;  that  there  is  reafon  to  believe  that  a  com- 
pliance with  fuch  demands  would  involve  the  United  States  in  tho 
greateft  difficulties,  and  that  it  cannot  therefore  be  complied  with: 

Resolved^  That  Gongrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report.

Ordered,  That  doctor  Ifaac  Forfter  and  doctor  Jonathan  Potts  de* 
liver  all  public  ftores  in  their  polYeflion  to  doctor  Thomas  Bond,  pur- 
veyor of  the  hofpitals,  or  his  order,  taking  duplicate  receipts  for  the 
fame,  and  tranfmitting  one  of  each  to  the  board  of  treafury. 

Wedxesdat,  October  18,    1780. 

Gongrefs  took  into  consideration  the  refolution  reported  for  fetting 
a-part  a  day  of  thankfgiving  and  prayer,  and  agreed  to  the  following 
draught : 

Whereas  it  hath  pleafed  Almighty  God,  the  father  of  all  mer- 
cies, amidft  the  viciffitudes  and  calamities  of  war,  to  beftow  bleffings 
on  the  people  of  thefe  ftates,  which  call  for  their  devout  and  thankful 
acknowledgments,  more  efpecially  in  the  late  remarkable  interpofition 
of  his  watchful  providence,  in  refcuing  the  perfon  of  our  commander 
in  chief  and  the  army  from  imminent  dangers,  at  the  moment  when 
treafon  was  ripened  for  execution  ;  in  profpering  the  labours  of  the 
hufbandmen,  and  caufing  the  earth  to  yield  its  increafe  in  plentiful 
harvefts  ;  and,  above  all,  in  continuing  to  us  the  enjoyment  of  the 
gofpel  of  peace. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  to  the  feveral  ftates  to  fet  a-part 
Thurfday,  the  7th  day  of  December  next,  to  be  oblerved  as  a  day  of 
public  thankfgiving  and  prayer ;  that  all  the  people  may  affemble  on 
that  day  to  celebrate  the  praifes  of  our  Divine  Benefactor  ;  to  confefs 
our  unworthinefs  of  the  leaft  of  his  favours,  and  to  offer  our  fervent 
f  upplications  to  the  God  of  all  grace  ;  that  it  may  pleafe  him  to  par- 
don our  heinous  tranfgreilions.  and  incline  our  hearts  for  the  future  to^ 
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keep  all  his  laws  ;  to  comfort  and  relieve  our  brethren  who  are  any 
wife  afflicted  or  diftreffed :  to  fmile  upon  our  hufoandry  and  trade j 
to  direct  our  public  councils,  and  lead  our  forces,  by  land  and  fea,  to 
victory  ;  to  take  our  illuftrious  ally  under  his  fpecial  protection,  and 
favour  our  joint  councils  and  exertions  for  the  eftablifhment  of  fpeedy 
and  permanent  peace-;  to  cherifh  all  fchools  and  feminaries  of  educa- 
tion, and  to  caufe  the  knowledge  of  Chriftianity  to  fpread  over  all  the 
earth. 

Done  in  Congrefs,  this  18th  day   of  O&ober,   1780,    and  in  the 
fifth  year  of  the  independence  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

"Thursday,  October  19,   1780. 

Three  letters  from  gen.  Wafhington,  all  dated  the  15th,  were  read, 
one  of  them  encloling  copies  of  propofals  for  appointing  a  commiflary 
of  prifoners  to  reiide  with  the  American  and  Britifh  armies  relpec- 
tively  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  commander  in  chief  be  authorifed  to  carry  into 
effect  the  propofals  offered  on  his  part,  or  to  make  any  other  agree- 
ment for  the  appointment  of  fuch  CommiiTaries  of  prifoners  as  he  ihall 
judge  proper. 

SjtuRDJr,  October  21,    1780. 
Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  general  Wafliington's  letter  of  the  1 1th  ;  and  thereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  feveral  regiments  of  infantry,  requefted  from 
the  refpective   ftates,  by  a  refolution  of  the    3d  inft.  be  augmented, 
and  confift  of  one  colonel,  one  lieutenant-colonel,  one  major,  where 
the  full  colonels  are  continued :   or  one  lieutenant-colonel  command- 
*  ant  and  two  majors,  where  full  colonels  are  not  continued* 
9  Captains, 
22   Subalterns, 
1    Surgeon, 
1   Surgeon's  mate, 
1    Serjeant-major, 
1   Quartermafter-ferjeant, 

45   Serjeants, 
1    Drum-major, 
1    Fife-major, 
10  Drums, 
10  Fifes, 
6  1 2  Rank  and  file  : 
That  there  be  one  captain  and  two  fubalterns  to  each  company, 
and  that  the  four  fupernumerary  fubalterns  ihall  each  have  the  rank 
of  lieutenant,  one  of  which  is  to  refide  in  the  Hate  to  which  he  be- 
longs, to  enlifl:  and  forward  on  recruits  ;  one  drum  and  fife  from  each 
regiment  to  attend  the  recruiting  officer  ;  the  other  three  fupernu- 
merary officers  to  do  the  duty  of  paymaster,  quartermafler  and  adju* 
tant,  in  their  refpective  regiments. 

That  the  regiments  of  artillery  be  augmented  to  10  companies  each. 

That,  inftead  of  4  regiments  of  cavalry,  there  be  4  legionary  corps, 

Confifting  of  4  troops  of  mounted  dragoons'  and  2  of  difmounted  dra* 
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.-goons,  each  confiding  of  60  privates,  with  the  fame  number  of  com- 
miffioned  and  non-commiffioned  officers  to  each  troop  as  at  prefent. 

That  there  be  two  partizan  corps,  coniifting  of  3  troops  of  mounted 
and  3  of  difmounted  dragoons,  of  50  each,  one  of  which  corps  to  be 
commanded  by  col.  Armand,  and  the  other  by  major  Lee,  and  officered 
by  appointment  of  the  commander  in  chief,  with  the  approbation  of 
Congrel's  :  and  that  the  commander  in  chief  be  authoriied  to  direct  a 
mode  for  completing,  recruiting  and  fupplying  the  laid  corps. 

That  the  whole  of  the  troops  be  enlifted  during  the  war,  and  join 
their  refpective  corps  by  the  1ft  day  of  January  next. 

That  the  commander  in  chief  and  commanding  officer  in  the 
fouthern  department,  direct  the  officers  of  each  ftate  to  meet  and  agree 
upon  the  officers  for  the  regiments  to  be  raifed  by  their  refpective 
dates,  from  thofe  who  incline  to  continue  in  fervice  ;  and  where  it 
xannot  be  done  by  agreement,  to  be  determined  by  feniority,  and  make 
return  of  thofe  who  are  to  remain,  which  is  to  be  tranfmitted  to  Con- 
grefs,  together  with  the  names  of  the  officers  reduced,  who  are  to  be 
allowed  half  pay  for  life. 

That  the  officers  who  fhall  continue  in  the  fervice  to  the  end  of  the 
war,  fhall  alfo  be  entitled  to  half  pay  during  life,  to  commence  from 
the  time  of  their  reduction. 

Ordered^  That  John  Bradford,  continental  agent  at  Bofton,  deliver 
to  the  quartermafter-general  or  his  order,  all  the  duck  in  his  handi- 
fuitable  for  tents,  the  property  of  the  United  States,  to  be  made  up 
into  tents  for  the  army,  referving  only  fo  much  thereof,  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  of  admiralty,  is  neceffary  for  the  immediate  fup- 
ply  of  the  navy. 

That  the  board  of  admiralty  forthwith  give  the  neceffary  information 
to  the  faid  agent,  that  whatloever  is  not  appropriated  to  the  ufe  of  the 
navy,  be  delivered  over  to  the  quartermafter-general  without  delay. 

A  letter,  of  the  4th,  from  W.  Rickman  was  read  ;   whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  doctor  Rickman  be  informed,  that  purfuant  to  his 
former  requeft,  he  is  left  out  in  the  new  arrangement  of  the  hofpital 
department. 

MondaTj  October  23,    1780. 

Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  major  gen.  and  the  ballots 
being  taken, 

Brigadier  Samuel  Holden  Parfons  was  elected,  having  been  previoufly 
nominated  by  Mr.  B.  Huntington. 

Tuesdat,  October  24,    1780. 

Resolved*  That  E.  Blaine,  commiffary -general  of  purchafes  be  di- 
rected to  make  accurate  returns  to  Congrefs  of  the  fupplies  furnifhed 
by  each  ftate  fince  the  laft  day  cf  December  laft. 

That  the  ftate  agents  tranfmit  to  the  commander  in  chief  and  to  the 
commiffary-gentral,  refpettively,  monthly  returns  of  all  the  provisions 
Which  fhall  be  drawn  into  their  hands,  fpecifying  the  articles  and  ma- 
gazines or  places  where  they  fhall  be  depofited.  And  as  this  regula- 
tion is  of  the  utmoft  importance  to  the  fafety  of  the  army  and  the 
iuccefs  of  military  operations,  it  be  sarneftly  recommended  to  the  fs« 
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veral  legislatures  to  enjoin  it  as  a  duty  on  their  ftate  agents,  under 
penalties  which  will  enforce  a  prompt  and  punctual  obedience  ;  and 
that  the  commilTary-general  tranfmit  copies  of  all  fuch  returns  to  the 
board  of  war  without  delay  ;  and  that  he  alfo  lay  before  Congrefs  a 
general  monthly  return  of  all  provifions  which  fhall  hereafter  be  fur- 
nilhed  by  the  ftates. 

Resolved,  That  the  ftates  of  Pennfylvania,  Delaware  and  Maryland 
be  deiired  to  forward  to  camp  without  delay,  the  cattle  called  for  by 
the  refolution  of  the  15th  day  of  September  lalt. 

That  a  ccpy  of  the  letter  from  E.  Blaine,  and  its  enclofures,  be 
tranfmitted  without  delay  to  the  feveral  ftates,  who  are  hereby  re- 
quefted  to  take  into  their  ferious  confideration  the  prefent  want  and 
diffcreffes  of  the  army,  that  they  furnifh  and  forward  by  means  the  mod 
efficacious,  the  fuppli^s  requefted  from  them  reipeciively  ;  and  that 
this  fubjeft,  from  thj  advanced  feafon  of  the  year,  the  critical  ftate  of 
our  affairs,  and  the  calamities  confequent  on  the  dilTolution  of  the 
army,  ought,  in  the  opinion  of  Congrefs,  to  engage  the  unremitted 
attention  of  the  ftates. 

Wednesday,  October  25,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  war  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  order 
fuch  quantities  of  cloth  and  trimmings,  purchafed  from  meffrs.  Tracy 
and  company,  and  now  in  ftore,  as  the  commander  in  chief  fhall  direct, 
to  be  forwarded,  in  order  to  be  made  up  in  the  army  ;  and  that  they 
take  the  neceffary  meafures  for  having  the  reft  of  the  clothing  made 
up  and  delivered  to  the  clothier  general  for  the  ufe  of  the  troops,  as 
they  may  be  required. 

That  in  addition  to  the  meafures  taken  by  Congrefs  ;  it  be  and 
hereby  is  recommended  to  the  relpective  ftates  to  exert  their  utmoft  en- 
deavours to  furnifh  their  quotas  of  troops  in  the  continental  line  with 
clothing,  on  the  terms  mentioned  in  the  former  refolutions  of  Con- 
grefs on  this  fubject. 

Thursday,  October  26,    1780. 

Whereas  the  commilTary-general  of  purchafes  has  reprefented  ta 
Congrefs,  that  5000  bufhels  of  fait,  which  is  lodged  in  the  public  ma- 
gazines in  the  ftate  of  Maffachufetts-Bay,  is  immediately  wanted  for 
the  public  fervice  :  that  a  difpute  has  arifen  whether  it  is  the  pro- 
perty of  the  United  States  or  of  Abraham  Livingfton,  continental 
agent  in  South-Carolina,  and  that  it  has  been  agreed  that  it  fhould 
remain  in  ftore  until  the  determination  of  Congrefs  fhould  be  known  : 
and  whereas  it  is  impracticable  to  afcertain  the  grounds  of  Mr.  Liv- 
ingfton's  claim,  he  being  now  a  prifoner  of  war  in  Charles-Town  : 

Resolved  therefore,  That  the  faid  fait  be  delivered  to  the  commif- 
fary-general  of  purchafes  or  his  order,  for  the  public  ufe  ;  and  if  it 
fhall  hereafter  appear  that  the  fait  or  any  part  of  it  is  the  rightful 
property  of  Mr.  Livingfton,  that  he  fhall  receive  a  juft  compeniation 
for  the  fame. 

Friday,  October  27,    1780. 
Resolved,  That  the  board  cf  war  be   informed,   that  Congrefs  ap- 
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prove  of  their  purchafing  clothing  for  1000  men,  and  laying  out  the 
remainder  of  the  money  ariffng  from  the  fale  of  the  bills  of  exchange 
in  the  purchafe  of  flour  or  other  nec-;rTaries,  to  be  immediately  for- 
warded for  the  prilbners  of  war,  agreeably  to  the  refolution  of  the 
23d  of  Auguft  laft:  that  the  clothing  be  difpofed  of  to  the  conti- 
nental troops  only,  and  the  provifions  to  them  and  the  militia  who 
were  actually  taken  in  arms  and  remain  prilbners  of  war  in  South- 
Carolina  and  Georgia. 

SAfuRDAr,   October  28,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  director  of  the  hofpitals,  the  chief  phyficians  and 
furgeons  of  the  hofpitals  and  the  army,  and  the  other  phyficians  and 
furgeons  of  the  hofpital,  and  alfo  the  purveyor,  apothecary  and  their 
refpective  aiiiftants,  and  the  ftewards,  do  feverally  take  the  oaths  or 
affirmations  directed  by  a  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  February  3d, 
1778  ;  and  depofit  duplicate  certificates  of  taking  the  fame  with  the 
medical  committee  as  foon  as  poifible  :  that  the  faid  officers,  refpect- 
ively,  be  fubject  to  the  pains  and  penalties  mentioned  in  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  above  date  for  neglecting  to  take  the  faid  oaths  or  affir- 
mations :  and  that  the  director  of  the  hofpitals  take  meafures  for 
carrying  this  refolution  into  immediate  effect. 

Resolved,  That  the  honourable  John  Adams  be  and  hereby  is  au- 
thorifed  and  inftructed  to  accept  the  bills  of  exchange  drawn  on  the 
honourable  Henry  Laurens,  in  purfuance  of  the  refolution  of  Con- 
grefs of  the  6th  inftant,  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  is  authorifed  and 
inftructed  to  accept  thofe  heretofore  drawn  on  Mr.  Laurens,  accord- 
ing to  the  refolutions  of  November  23d,  1779  :  and  in  cafe  of  the 
abl'ence  of  Mr.  Adams,  the  authority  hereby  granted  be  and  is  hereby- 
extended  to  the  honourable  Francis  Dana. 

MoNBAr,  October  30,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  approve  the  appointment  by  the  com- 
mander in  chief,  of  major  gen.  Greene  to  the  command  of  the  ibuthern 
army,  agreeably  to  their  refolution  of  the  5th  inftant,  and  adopt  his 
opinion,  that  the  talents  and  fervice  of  major  gen.  the  baron  Steuben, 
infpector-general,  will  be  very  ufeful  in  the  fouthern  department ;  to 
which  he  is,  therefore,  hereby  directed  to  repair  ;

And  whereas  it  has  been  reprefented  to  Congrefs,  that  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  fouthern  department  entertains  doubts  refpecf  ing 
his  powers,  with  regard  to  the  exchange  of  prifoners  :. 

Resolved,  That  he  be  authorifed  to  negociate  from  time  to  time  a 
cartel  or  exchange  of  prifoners,  with  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Britifli  army  in  that  department;  provided  fuch  exchanges  be  not 
contrary  to  any  general  directions  of  Congrefs  or  the  commander 
in  chief.

fliall  be  charged  with  the  deficiency  at  the  rates  aforefaid,  and  the 
like  intereft  thereon,  from  the  time  that  the  fame  ought  to  have  been 
depofited. 

Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  conful  to  refide  in  France, 
and  the  ballots  being  taken, 

William  Palfrey  was  ele&ed,  having  been  previoufly  nominated  by- 
Mr.  Walker. 

Moxdat,  November  6,    1780. 

The  delegates  for  Connecticut  laid  before  Congrefs  the  credentials 
of  their  appointment,  which  were  read. 

Resolved,  That  the  partizan  corps  commanded  by  major  Lee,  in 
future  have  two  field  officers,  a  lieutenant-colonel  and  a  major. 

Resolved,  That  major  Lee  be  and  hereby  is  promoted,  to  the  rank 
of  lieutenant-colonel  of  cavalry  in  the  army  of  the  United  States, 
retaining  the  command  of  his  prefent  corps  : 

That  the  farther  arrangement  of  his  faid  corps  be  referred  to  the 
commander  in  chief,  to  take  order. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  board  of 
treafury,  on  the  memorial  of  R.  Pomeroy,  delivered  in  a  report : 
whereupon, 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  liquidation  of  the  accounts  of  R.  Pomeroy, 
fole  commiffioner  for  fettling  and  paying  the  arrears  of  clothing  for 
the.  army  in  1777,  the  board  of  treafury  be  authorifed  to  allow  him  a 
falary  after  the  rate  of  1200  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  computed  from 
March  0th,  1779,  being  the  time  of  his  appointment  to  office,  to  the 
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14th  of  this  inftant,  November;  and  that  the  balance  be  paid  to  hittx 
in  bills  of  the  emiffion  purfuant  to  the  refolution  of  Congrefs  of  the 
18th  of  March  laft,  and  a  warrant,  reported  accordingly,  in  his  fa- 
vour on  John  Lawrence,  Efq.  commiffioner  of  the  continental  loan- 
office  in  the  ftate  of  Connecticut. 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of  treafury  charge  the  honourable  Arthur 
Lee,  Efq.  in  their  books,  with  the  monies  fupplied  him  by  Mr.  John 
Bradford  ;  that  fo  much  of  their  report  as  relates  to  col.  George 
Morgan's  accounts,  be  re-committed,  and  that  the  board  be  informed, 

That  the  intereft  heretofore  paid  on  loan-office  certificates,  under 
the  refolutions  of  Congrefs,  previous  to  the  28th  of  June  laft,  was 
paid  and  received  as  full  compenfation  for  intereft  due,  agreeably  to 
the  faid  refolutions,  that  all  money  loaned  under  the  faid  refolutions 
was  paid  in  on  a  dependance  that  the  faid  refolutions  would  be  com- 
plied with  ;  and  therefore  that  no  retrofpect  in  additional  intereft, 
where  the  intereft  has  been  duly  paid  agreeably  to  the  refolutions 
aforefaid,  ought  to  take  place,  but  that  from  and  after  the  28th  June 
laft,  all  intereft  on  loan-offi.ce  certificates  be  paid  agreeably  to  the  re- 
folution of  June  28th,  on  which  the  table  for  afcertaining  the  value 
.of  money  loaned  is  founded. 

Thursday,  November  9,    1780. 

A  memorial  of  the  Rev.  James  Sproat  and  Elihu  Spencer  was 
read  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  hofpital  chaplains  having  been  difcontinuedj 
the  commander  in  chief  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  appoint  brigade 
chaplains  from  the  army,  from  time  to  time  to  attend  the  eftab billed 
liofpitals. 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  was  read  ;  whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of  war  take  order  for  the  payment  of  the 
three  horfes  reported  to  be  purchafed  for  the  ufe  of  lieut.  col.  Lee* 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  cavalry  be  enjoined  to  make  no  pur^ 
chafes  of  horfes  on  public  account  without  the  order  of  Congrefs. 

Friday,  November  10,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  Congrefs  approve  of  the  orders  given  by  the  com- 
mander in  chief  to  brigadier  gen.  Clinton,  to  fupply  the  Canadian 
families  refiding  in  the  ftate  of  New-York  with  a  ration  for  each 
individual ;  and  that  the  governor  of  the  faid  ftate  be  requefted  to 
caufe  an  enquiry  to  be  made  into  their  circumftances,  to  take  them 
under  his  protection,  and  to  give  them  fuch  further  affiftance,  at  the 
expenfe  of  the  United  States,  as  he  {hall  judge  necefiary. 

Resolved,  That  the  accounts  of  capt.  Traverfie,  for  fervices  done 
for  the  United  States,  by  order  of  major  gen.  Gates,  be  paid,  and 
that  the  board  of  treafury  liquidate  his  accounts  ;  and  that  a  warrant 
iffue  on  the  treafurer  for  the  balance  which  fhall  be  found  due 
to  him. 

The  board  of  admiralty,  to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  of  the  1ft, 
from  the  minifter  of  France,  fetting  forth  the  feveral  inconveniencies 
refulting  from  the  abufe  the  Britifti  make  of  papers  or  clearances  they 
take  in  American  prizes,  delivered  in  a  report  j  whereupon, 
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Resolved,  That  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  the  governors 
or  presidents  or*  the  feveral  ftates,  who  grant  commifiions  for  private 
veflels  of  war,  that  on  the  back  of  the  commHTion  there  be  inferted,  a 
minute  defcription  of  the  perfons  of  the  captain  and  his  lieutenant, 
with  their  age,  ftature,  complexion,  &cc.  refpectively  certified  by  the 
governor  or  president  under  his  feal  of  office. 

That  where  commifiions,  commonly  called  letters  of  marque  and 
reprifal,  are  granted  to  armed  veffels  going  on  mercantile  voyages,, 
the  mafter  and  his  chief  mate  be  required  to  underlign  their  clear- 
ances, in  the  prefence  of  the  naval  officer  of  the  port,  who  is  alio  to 
infert  on  the  back  of  the  clearance,  a  minute  defcription  of  the  per- 
fons  of  the  mafter  and  chief  mate,  with  their  age,  Mature,  complexions, 
&c.  refpedtively,  and.  to  certify  the  fame. under  his  fignature  and  feaL 
of  office. 

Resolved,  That  the  falary  of  John  Lawrence,  as.  judge  advocate, 
be  fettled  at  the  rate  of  60  dollars  per  month/from  the  time  of  his 
appointment  to  the  27th  of  March  1778,  and  from  that  day  to  the  1ft 
of  Auguft'  laft,  at  the  rate  of  75  dollars  per  month  :  That  the  depre- 
ciation on  his  pay  lhall  be  adjufted  on  the  fame  principles  as  are  di- 
rected with  refpedl  to  that  part  of  the  line  of  the  army  which  is  to  be 
provided  for  by  Congrcfs  :  that  from  the  lM  day  of  Auguft  laft,  his 
pay  and  appointments  be  140  dollars  per  month,  2  rations  per  day, 
exelulive  of  what  is  allowed  to  the  office  by  the  arrangement  of  the 
quartermafter's  department  : 

That  Mr.  Edwards,  befides  his  pay  as  a  lieut.  .fhail  be  entitled  to 
an  addition  of  15  dollars  per  month,  as  deputy  judge  advocate,  and. 
that  Mr.  Strang  fhall  in.  all  refpects,  excepting  the  rank  of  lieut.  be 
entitled  to  the  pay  and  appointments  provided,  for  Mr.  Edwards,  for 
the  time  he  hath  or  ihall  continue  to  execute  the  office  of  deputy 
judge  advocate. 

Resolved,  That  the  commiflioners  of  the  continental  loan-offices  in 
the  refpedlive  ftates,  be  and  hereby  are  directed  to  forward  to  the 
continental  treafury  at  Philadelphia,  all  fuch  continental  bills  of 
credit  as  may  have  been  from  time  to  time  lodged  in  their  offices,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  18th  day  of  March  laft  ;  having- 
firft  cancelled  them  in  the  mode  prefcribed  by  the  refolution  of 
the  1ft  day  of  September  laft,  that  they  may  be  examined  and 
burned. 

Resolved,  That  the  commander  in  chief  be,  and  hereby  is  fully  au- 
thorifed  and  directed  to  caufe  allhorfes  in  the  army,  whether  of  pub- 
lic or  of  private  property,  to  be  immediately  removed  from,  thence, 
which  in  his;  opinion  are  not  abfolutely  neceflary  to  be  retained  for 
public  ufe  : 

That  all.  horfes  belonging-  to  officers,  for  which,  forage  is.  allowed, 
fhall,  in  cafe  they  are  removed  beyond  the  diftance  from  which  long 
forage  is  brought  to  the  army,  be  furnifhed  with  their  rations  of  fo- 
rage during  the  winter,  or  an  equivalent  in  money  paid  for  the  fame, 
if  kept  at  the  expenfe  of  the  owners  : 

That  the  quartermafter-general  take  immediate  meafures  for  re- 
moving  all.  horfesy  the  property  of  the  United  States,  which,  in  the 
o^Lmort  of  the  cony-iunder.  in  chief;  can  be  fpared  from  the  army,  into 
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Some  one  or  more  of  the  faid  ftates  where  he  can  provide  the  faid  honey 
with  forage  on  reasonable  terms  : 

That  if  it  be  deemed  preferable  by  the  commander  in  chief,  that 
a  proportion  of  the  public  horfes  mould  be  difpofed  of  for  draft  oxen, 
to  be  provided  for  the  enfuing  campaign,  he  be  authorifed  to  direct 
the  quartermafter-general  to  effect  the  fame,  in  fuch  manner  as  may 
be  moft  beneficial  to  the  public  fervice  : 

That  the  quartermafter-general  immediately  apply  to  the  executive 
authority  of  the  ftates  neareft  the  quarters  of  the  main  army,  to  fur- 
rufh  fuch  quantities  of  forage  as  may  be  in  their  power,  to  enable 
him  to  lay  up  proper  magazines  for  the  ufe  of  the  army  ;  and  that  he 
alio  apply  to  the  more  diftant  ftates  to  furnifh  the  intermediate  pofts 
with  forage  for  the  purpofe  of  tranfporting  provilions  and  ftores  to  the 
army,  and  provide  forage  for  the  horfes  removed  from  the  army  : 

That,  as  foon  as/the  foregoing  resolutions  for  the  removal  of  the 
horfes  in  camp  are  carried  into  effect,  the  commander  in  chief  caufe 
returns  to  be  made  to  the  board  of  war,  of  all  horfes,  both  of  public 
and  private  property,  kept  in  camp  at  the  public  expenfe,  and  alfo  of 
thofe  removed,  noting  at  what  places  kept  and  on  what  bufinefs  em- 
ployed. 

Monday,  November  13,   1780. 

A  letter,  of  the  7th,  from  governor  Jefferfon,  was  read,  inclofing 
a  letter,  of  the  1ft,  from  major  gen.  Gates,  with  a  particular  account 
of  the  victory  obtained  by  the  militia  over  the  enemy  at  King's  Moun- 
tain, on  the  7th  of  October  laft  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved-,  That  Congrefs  entertain  a  high  fenfe  of  the  Spirited  and1 
military  conduct  of  colonel  Campbell,  and  the  officers  and  privates  of ' 
the  militia  under  his  command,  displayed  in  the  action  of  October 
7th,  in  which  a  complete  victory  was  obtained  over  fuperior  num- 
bers of  the  enemy,  advantageoufly  pofted  on  King's  Mountain,  in  the 
flate  of  North-Carolina;  and  that  this  refolution  be  publiflied  by  the. 
commanding  officer  of  the  Southern  army,  in  general  orders. 

Tuesday,  November  14,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  CongreSs  approve  the  mode  fuggefted  by  the  com- 
mander  in  chief,  of  incorporating  the  remainder  of  the  men  of  the 
late  brigadier  gen.  Pulafkj's  legion,  and  as  many  of  the  officers  as 
there  are  vacancies  for,  into  col.  Armand's  corps  ;  and  that  a  return 
be  made  to  the  board  of  war  of  the  deficiency  of  that  corps,  that  mea- 
sures may  be  taken  to  complete  it  according  to  the  late  eftablifhment ; 
and  that  lieut.  col.  Lee  make  a  return  of  the  deficiency  of  his  corps, 
for  the  fame  purpofe. 

That  the  commander  in  chief  be  directed  to  lay  before  Congrefs  a 
return  oS  the  officers  of  the  engineering  department,  including  thofe 
of  the  companies  of  fappers  and  miners,  and  diftingsifhing  fuch  as,  in 
his  judgment,  it  will  be  neceftary  to  retain  in  fervice,  in  order  that  the 
officers  of  that  department,  who  fhall  be  continued  in  fervice,  may  be- 
put  on  an  equal  eftablifhment  with  the  officers  of  the  line,  and  that 
provifion  may  be  made  for  fuch  as  fhall  be  reduced. 

Resolved,  That  the  claufe  of  the  letter  from  the  commander,  in. 
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chief  of  the  7th,  which  refpects  the  laying  in  magazines  of  provifions 
contiguous  to  the  army,  while  the  feafon  admits  of  tranfportation,  be 
forwarded  to  the  executives  of  the  dates  of  Pennfylvania,  Delaware 
and  Maryland  ;  that  they  be  informed  the  efforts  of  thofe  ftates  are 
become  the  more  effential  from  the  deftru&ion  of  the  grain  upon  the 
weflern  frontiers  of  the  ftate  of  New- York  in  the  late  incurfion  of 
the  enemy  ;   and 

That  they  be  earneftly  required  to  urge  forward,  without  lofs  of 
time,  as  great  a  proportion  of  the  provifions  affigned  to  their  quotas 
as  can  be  procured,  that  the  army  may  no  longer  be  expofed.  xct 
want,  or  Congrefs  to  complaints,  which  it  is  out  of  their  power  to 
redrefs. 

And  whereas  it  is  reprefented  by  the  commander  in  chief,  that  the 
enemy  at  New-York  derive  great  fupplies  of  provifions  from  a  trade 
with  the  adjacent  ftates,  and  that  the  penalty  of  this  criminal  com- 
merce, by  the  laws  now  exifting,  is  either  fo  flight  or  fo  little  attended 
to,  that  it  does  not  prevent  the  practice  :  and  that  by  thefe  mean?  the 
enemy  have  often  been  enabled  to  bear  the  difappointment  of  the  ar- 
rival of  their  provifion  fleets,  and  to  avoid  the  diftrefs  which  they  mufi? 
have  experienced  had  the  refources  of  the  country  been  effectually 
cut  off  from  them  :  and  whereas  moft  nations  have  made  -it  capital  for 
their  fubje£ts  to  furniih  the  enemy  with  provifions  and  military  {teres 
during  war:; 

Resolved,  That  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  the  legislatures 
of  the  refpedYive  ftates,    by  whom  it  hatl'i  not  already  been  done,  to 
i'nfUd  capital  punifhment  en  all  fuch  perfons  as  mail,  dire&Iy  or  in-., 
directly,    fupply   the   enemy    with   provifions    or   military    or    navaF. 
ftores  :  and  that  the  moft  effectual  meafures  be  adopted   by  the  ref« 
Jjedtive  .ftates. for  the  vigourous  execution  of  fuch  lawsD . 

IVEDNESDAr,  November  15,    1780. 

Resolved,  That  the  falaries  of  the  officers  on  the  civil  lift,  as  fixed... 
By  the  refolution  of  the  13th  and  25th  of  September  laft,  fhall  have 
retrofpeit  from  that  day  to  the  2d'of  November,  1778  :  that  the  value 
of  all  monies  and  articles  received  on  account  of  falaries  fince  the  faicP 
2d  day  of  November,  fhall  be  accounted  for  and  afcertained,  agreeably 
to  the  refolutions  of  the  28th  of  June  laft:  and  that  the  balances 
fhall  be  paid  in  the  bills  of  credit  emitted  purfuant  to  the  refolution 
of  the  1 8th  day  of  March,  1780,  any  former  refolution  to  the  contrary% 
notwithftandirig-. 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of'treafury  take  immediate  meafures  for 
completing  the  fettlement  of  the  accounts  of  William  Palfrey,  late 
paymafter-general,  agreeably  to  his  requeft,  that  he  may  forthwith 
proceed  to  the  execution  of  the  office  to  which  he  was  appointed  on 
the  4th  inftant :  that  in  the  adjuftment  of  his  accounts  an  allowance 
Be  made  for  his  pay  and  fubfiftence,  at  the  rate  fixed  by  Congrefs, 
before  the  1ft  day  of  September,  1777,  upon  the  principle  eltablifhed- 
in  the  refolution  of  this  day  : 

That  Mr.  Audibert  be  allowed,  for  his  fervices  as  fir  ft  clerk  in  the 
effice  of  pavmafter-general,  500  dollars  per  anaum  5  and  that  a  fettle- 
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jnent  of  his  accounts  be  accordingly  made  by  the  board  of  treafury  oft 
the  principle  above  mentioned.

Congrefs  took  into  conlideration  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
governor  Jefterfon's  letter,  of  the  7th  ;  and  thereupon,

The  board  of  war,  to  whom  was  referred  the  letter  from  col.  Tupi 
per,  delivered  in  a  report  ;   whereupon, 

Resolved^  That  the  letter,  of  the  6th  inflant*.  from  col.  Benjamin 
Tupper,  requefting  payment  for  55  ftand  of  arms,  detained  by  col. 
Fellows  from  the  men  of  the  8th  Maffachufetts  regiment,  at  the  clofc 
of  the  year  1775,  be  referred  to  the  executive  of  Maffachufett's-Bay, 
to  examine  into  the  nature  of  the  claim)  and,  if  equitable,  to  take 
order  for  the  payment  of  the  fame,  on  account  of  the  United  States, 

Ordered,  That  doctor  Shippen,  director  of  the  hofpitals,  repair  to 
head-quarters,  and  put  himfelf  under  the  orders  of  the  commander  in 
chief.

A  bill  of  exchange  was  prefented  to  Congrefs,  drawn  on  the  ho-, 
hourable  John  Hancock,  prefulent  of  Congrefs,  by  Samuel  Chew,  in 
favour  cf  the  order  of  Michael  Hendrick  Leften,  expreffed  for  the 
fum  of  632  guilders,  expreflVd  to  be  for  fundries  fupplied  for  the 
brigantine  Reiiftance,  dated  at  Demerary,  December  8,    1777; 

Ordered,  That  the  fame  be  referred  to  the  board  of  admiralty,  to 
take  order. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  artificers  in  the  department  of  military  ftores 
in  Pennfylvania,  be  removed  to  Carlifle  ;  and  that  in  future  only  an 
iffuing  ftore  and  an  elaboratory  for  fixing  ammunition  be  kept  in 
Philadelphia* 

That  gen.  Wafhington  detach  a  field  officer  of  artillery  to  take 
the  command  and  fuperintend  the  bufinefs  at  Carlifle,  and  under  the 
orders  of  the  board  of  war. 

That  the  commiiTary-general  of  purchafes  be  directed  to  form  a 
Sufficient  magazine  of  provifions  at  Carlifle  for  the  fupply  of  the  poft» 

That  the  board  of  treafury  tBke  immediate  meafures  for  furnifhing 
fuch  fums  of  money  as  fhall  be  necefiary  for  fupplying  the  department 
of  military  ftores,  agreeably  to  an  eftimate  approved  by  the  board  of 
■war. 

Congrefs  took  into  confideration  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
the  letter,  of  the  12th,  from  Jonathan  Bryan,  which  is  in  the  words 
following  : 

That  the  feveral  matters  ftated  in  his  letter  appear  to  be  true,  and 
therefore  from  the  particular  fituation  of  Mr.  Bryan,  and  in  confide- 
ration of  the  hardfhips  he  has  fullered  by  a  long  captivity  and  removal 
far  from  his  family  and  friends,  at  his  advanced  period  of  life  ;  they 
recommend  that  Mr.  Bryan  be  reimburfed  1400  dollars,  advanced  by 
him  in  March,  1778,  for  the  ufe  of  the  troops  in  Georgia,  according  to 
the  value  of  the  money  at  that  time  ;  that  he  alfo  be  paid,  /T.43  :  10j. 
fterling,  on  account,  being  one  half  of  the  value  of  the  two  boats  at 
the  time  they  were  furnifhed  for  the  ufe  of  the  army  ;  and  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  board  of  treafury,  to  take  order. 

Re±o!ved;  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report«_ 
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3foxDAr,  November  27,  1780. 
Resolved,  That  the  board  of  admiralty  be  and  hereby  are  authorise! 
to  enter  into  -fuch  contracts  as  they,  in  their  discretion,  {hall  think 
fit,  for  the  purpofe  of  difpatching  the  frigate  Trumbull  on  a  cruife, 
Hot  to  exceed  fix  months,  for  the  protection  of  trade  and  annoyance- 
of  the  enemy,  without  lofs  ©f  time. 

Additional  inftructions  to  the  captains  and  commanders  of  all  fhipS 
of  Var  and  private  armed  veffels  who  (hall  have  commiffions  or  let- 
ters of  marque  and   reprifal. 

lft.  You  {hall  permit  all  neutral  veffels  freely  to  navigate  on  the 
high  feas  or  coafts  of  America,  except  l'uch  as  are  employed  in  car- 
rying contraband  goods  or  foldiers  to  the  enemies  of  thefe  United 
States. 

2d.  You  fhall  not  feize  or  capture  any  effects  belonging  to  the  Sub- 
jects of  belligerant  powers  on  board  neutral  veffels,  except  contraband 
goods. 

3d.  The  term  contraband  fhall  be  confined  to  thofe  articles  which, 
are  exprefsly  declared  to  be  fuch  in  the  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce 
of  February  6th,  1778,  between  thefe  United  States  and  his  moft 
Chriftian  majefty,  namely,  arms,  great  guns,  bombs  with  their  fufes 
and  other  things  belonging  to  them,  cannon  balls,  gunpowder,  match, 
pikes,  fwords,  lances,  fpears,  halberts,  mortars,  petards,  grenadoes, 
faltpetre,  fnfcfkets,  mufket-balls,  bucklers,  helmets,  breaft-plates, 
coats  of  mail,  and  the  like  kind  of  arms  proper  for  arming  foldiers, 
mufket  refts,  belts,  horfes  with  their  furniture,  and  all  other  warlike 
fcsftraments  whatever. 

4th.  That  all  commiffions,  bonds  and  inftructions  fhall  be  conform- 
able to  the  preceding  regulations  :  And  if  any  thing  fhall  be  done  or 
willingly  fullered  to  be  done,  contrary  thereto,  the  offender  fhall  not 
only  forfeit  his  commiffion  and  be  liable  to  an  action  for  breach  of  the 
condition  of  the  bond,  but  be  refponfible  to  the  party  grieved  for 
carnages  fuftained  by  fuch  m-alverfation. 

5th.  Thefe  inftructions,  the  principles  on  which  they  are  grounded, 
and  the  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  5th  day  of  October  laft,  fhall  fervc 
as  a  rule  of  proceeding  in  the  United  States  on  the  legality  of 
prizes.

the  2d  of  March,    1778. 

Ordered^  That  it  be  referred  to  the  board  of  treafury,  to  take  or- 
der. 

Ordered^  That  the  commander  in  chief,  the  commanding  office}-  in 
the  Southern  department,  the  inSpe  dor-general,  the  adjutant-general, 
and  the  commanding  officer  of  each  State's  line,  refpectively,  be  Sup- 
plied with  the  journals  of  Congrefs,  for  the  ufe  of  the  army. 

Some  doubts  having  arifen  in  the  minds  of  the  general  officers, 
whether  the  refaction  of  the  2  lit  of  October  laft,  granting  half-pay 
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Tor  life  to  the  officers  who  fhall  remain  in  fervice  to  the  end  of  the 
War,  was  meant  to  extend  to  them  : 

Resolved,  That  the  laid  half-pay  for  life  be  extended  to  all  major- 
generals  and  brigadier-generals,  -who  lhall  continue  in  fervice.  to  the 
end  of  the  war : 

That  the  refolution  of  the  21ft  of  October  was  fo  meant  and  in- 
tended. 

Wednesday  November  29,    1780. 

Mr.  Wolcott,  a  delegate  for  the  ftate  of  Connecticut,  attended 
and  took  his  feat. 

Resolved,  That  the  aft  of  Congrefs,  of  the  8th  of  January  laft, 
providing  for  the  payment  of  officers  horfes  killed  in  action,  be  ex- 
tended to  fuch  officers  entitled  to  keep  them,  who  (hall  have  their 
horfes  wounded  and  difabled  in  action  ;  provided  the  horfes  fo  wounded 
and  difabled  be  delivered  to  the  department  of  the  cpiartermafter-ge- 
neral. 

Resolved,  That  two  commiffioners  be  appointed  to  aft,  in  con- 
iunftion  with  the  treafurer,  in  examining,  counting  and  burning  the 
continental  bills  of  credit  paid  in  by  the  feveral  loan-officers,  to  be 
deftroyed  under  the  direftion  of  the  board  of  treafury  : 

That  the  treafurer  and  commiffioners  aforefaid,  take  proper  care  to 
feleft  all  counterfeits,  if  any  may  happen  to  be  among  the  bills  fo 
.brought  in  to  be  deftroyed. 

Thursdat,  November  30,    1780. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  from  the  board  of 
war,   of  November  27th,  delivered  in  a  report  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  the  fum  of  4000  dollars,  in  fpecie,  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  treafurer,  be  applied  to  the  ufe  of  the  officers  who  are 
prifoners  in  Charles-Town,  and  tranfmitted  for  the  fupply  of  the  faid 
officers  by  the  flag  which  is  now  ready  to  proceed  to  South-Carolina  ; 
and  that  bills  on  our  jninifters  in  Eur-ope,  to  the  amount  of  the  faid 
fum,  be.  by  the  board  of  war  returned  and  deponted  in  the  hands  of 
the  commiffioner  of  the  continental  loan-office  for  the  ftate  of  Penn- 
fylvania. 

Ordered,  That  the  board  of  treafury  immediately  make  fale  of  part 
of  the  aforefaid  bills,  fo  depolited  by  the  board  of  war,  to  the  amount 
of  100,000  dollars,  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  board  of  war,  to 
forward  the  waggons  with  ftores  for  the  ufe  of  the  fouthern  army, 
and  for  payment  of  the  artificers  ordered  to  the  fouthward. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  a  commiffary-general  of  purchafes,  whofe 
duty  ihall  be  to  purchafe  provifions  under  the  direftion  of  Congrefs, 
the  commander  in  chief  or  board  of  war  :  to  call  upon  the  principal 
ftate  agents  or  commiffioners  for  fuch  fupplies  as  their  reipeftive  le- 
gislatures fhall  make  provifion  ibr,  and  to  keep  up  a  regular  corref- 
pondence  with  them,  to  the  end  that  their  profpefts  of  fumifhing  fuch 
'•hpplies  may  be  fully  known  ;  of  which  correspondence  he  fhall  keep 
a  fair  and  correct  regifter,  as  well  as  of  every  other  official  tranf- 
aftion  :  to  direct  the  quantities  and  fpecies  of  provifions  to  be  ftored 
ift  the  magazines  of  the  feveral  ftates}  under  the  orders  of  the  com- 
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jnander  ift  chief,  and  canfe  the  fame  to  be  forwarded  to  the  aimy,  aS 
occahon  may  require  ;  for  which  purpofe  he  is  hereby  empowered  to 
call  on  the  quartermafter-general,  and  the  deputy-quartermafters  for 
the  means  of  tranfportation  :  to  make  monthly  returns  to  the  com* 
mander  in  chief  and  board  of  war  of  all  perfons  employed  by  him, 
fnecifying  for  what  time  and  on  what  terms  ;  and  of  all  provifions  re- 
ceived in  each  month,  from  whom,  from  what  ftate,  and  the  quan- 
tities delivered  to  the  iffuing  commiflaries,  their  names,  and  at  what 
ports  ;  alfo  of  all  provifions  remaining  on  hands,  at  what  magazines 
and  in  whofe  care  ;  the  returns  to  be  made  up  to  the  laft  day  of  each 
month,  and  forwarded  as  foon  after  as  maybe:  to  caule  r.  11  his  ac- 
counts with  the  United  States  to  be  clofed  annually,  on  the  I  ft  day 
of  January,  and  laid  before  the  board  of  treafuiy  for  fettlement,  by 
the  1ft  day  of  March  enfuing : 

That  there  be  a  deputy-commiffary  of  purchafes  for  the  fouthern 
army,  appointed  by  the  commiflary-general,  whofe  duty  mall  be  the 
fame  with  refpedl  to  that  army,  as  that  of  the  commiffary-general 
with  the  main  army  :  he  fhall  made  his  returns  to  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  fouthern  army,  and  to  the  commiflary-general,  to  whom 
he  fhall  be  refponfible. 

The  commiflary-general  and  deputy-coffimiffary  fhall  e*ach  appoint 
one  afliftant-commiffary,  one  fuperintendent  of  live  ftock,  two  clerks, 
and  as  many  butchers,  coopers,  drovers  and  labourers,  as  may  be 
neceffary  for  conducting  the  bufmefs  of  the  department,  and  fhall  have 
power  to  fix  the  pay  of  the  bfttchers,  coopers,  drovers  and  labourers, 
fubje£l  to  the  control  of  the  board  of  war  : 

That  the  pay  of  the  feveral  officers  in  the  department  be  in  the 
bills  emitted  in  purfuance  of  the  refolution  of  the  18th  day  of  March 
laft,  as  follows  : 

The  commiflary-general  177  dollars  per  month,  3  rations  for  him- 
felf  and  fervants,  and  forage  for  2  horfes  ;  deputy-commiffary  1*2  5 
dollars  per  month,  2  rations  for  himfelf  and  fervant,  and  forage  for 
2  horfes  : 

Afliftant  commiflaries  75  dollars  per  month,  2  rations  and  forage 
for   1  horfe. 

Superintendent  of  live  ftock  50  dollars  per  month,  1  ration  and 
forage  for  1  horfe. 

Clerks  40  dollars  per  month  and  1  ration. 

Resolved,  That  no  officer  appointed  under  the  foregoing  regulations 
be  entitled  to  draw  pay  unlefs  he  produce  a  certificate  of  his  having 
taken  the  oaths  prefcribed  by  the  refolution  of  February  3d,    1778  : 

Resolved,  That  Ephraim  Blaine,  Efq.  be  continued  commiflary- 
general  of  purchafes. 

That  it  be  recommended  to  the  feveral  ftates  immediately  to  inform 
the  commiflary-general  and  deputy-commiffary  of  the  names  of  their 
principal  agents  or  commiffioners,  refpeftively,  for  fupplying  the 
army,  and  to  oblige  them  to  give  information,  from  time  to  time,  to 
the  ccmmiffary-general,  or  the  deputy-commiffary  with  the  fouthern 
srmv,  as  the  cafe  may  be,  of  their  profpecls,  and  how  far  they  fhall 
he  able  to  comply  with  their  requifitions  : 

That  the  live  ftock  to  be  furniihed  by  the  feveral  ftates  be  delivered 
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to  fuch  (lore-keepers,  -within  each  (late,  at  fuch  times  and  in  fuch 
quantities,  as  the  commiffary-general  or  deputy-commiffary  lhall  direct, 
under  the  regulations  contained  in  the  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  15th  of 
July  lull,  for  the  delivery  of  all  other  public  property  : 

That  the  flore-keepers  appointed  by  the  deputy-quartermafters  be 
fubjedt  to  the  orders  of  the  commiffary-general,  to  whom  they  are  to 
make  monthly  returns  of  all  their  receipts  and  deliveries,  as  far  as.ref- 
peels  his  departments,  and  in  fuch  manner  as  he  lhall  direct : 

That  all  the  refolutions  of  Congrefs  heretofore  made,  reflecting  the 
department  of  the  commiffary-general  of  purchafes,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed.

Mr.  Houfton,  one  of  the  delegates  for  the  ftate  of  New-Jerfey,  laid 
before  Congrefs  the  credentials  of  their  appointment,  -which  were  read, 

A  report  from  the  board  of  war  was  read  ;   whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  the  accounts  of  Samuel  Fletcher,  late  a  clothing 
agent,  employed  by  the  board  of  war,  by  virtue  of  authority  veiled  in 
them  for  the  purpofe  by  Congrefs,  be  referred  to  the  board  of  trea- 
fury,  who  are  hereby  directed  to  take  order  for  the  fettlement  thereof, 
and  t9  report  to  Congrefs  what  ought  to  be  allowed  as  a  reafonable, 
comnenfation  for  his  fervices  : 

Congrefs  refumed  the  conllderation  of  the  report  cf  the  committee 
on  the  letter  from  A.  Lee  ;  whereupon, 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Lee  be  informed,  that  Congrefs  approve  of  his 
detaining  the  picture  :  that  he  be  further  informed,  in  anfwer  to  his 
letter,  that  there  is  no  particular  charge  againft  him  before  Congrefs 
properly  fupported,  and  that  he  be  allured  his  recal  was  not  intended 
to  fix  any  kind  of  cenfure  on  his  character  or  conduct  abroad  : 

That  the  fame  allowance  be  made  to  his  fecretary  as  was  made  to 
Mr.  Stockton,  who  acted  in  that  capacity  to  the  honourable  William 
Lee  ;  and  that  the  other  articles  ftated  in  his  accounts,  with  the 
vouchers  produced,  be  referred  to  the  board  of  treafury  for  liquidation.

A  letter,  of  November  28th,  from  gen.  Wafhington  was  read,  in. 
doling  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  the  25th  of  the  fame  month,  from  major

articles  for  the  ufe  of  the  troops  in  the  departments  of  the  clothier- 
general,  quartermafter-general  or  commiffary-generai  of  purchafes, 
except  in  cafes  of  neceffity  for  provisions  and  forage  for  detachments 
or  parties  in  places  where  the  fame  cannot  be  drawn  from  the  public 
ilores  or  magazines. 

Resolved,  That,  inflead  of  the  additional  pay  allowed  to  officers  in 
the  infpector's  department,  by  the  relblution  of  Congrefs  of  the  2  jth) 
of  September  laft,  the  following  i'ums  be  allowed,  viz. 

To  the  adjutant-general,  as  aililUr.t  infpeftor,  3,5  dollars  per  month : 
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To  an  affift&nt  infpettor  in  a  feparate  army,  30  dollars  per  months 

To  a  lieutenant-colonel,  as  infpe&or  of  a  diviiion,  25  dollars  per- 
month : 

To  a  major,  as  infpec\or  of  a  brigade,  25  dollars  per  month. 

Resolved,  That  the  corps  of  marachauflee  be  continued  upon  theif 
former  eftablifhment. 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Simeon  de  Witt  be  appointed  geographer  to*. 
the  army,  in  the  room  of  Robert  Erikine,  deceafed. 

Ordered,  That  for  the  future  there  be  only  three  fuperintendants 
of  the  prefs,  and  that  Ifaac  Howell,  Peter  Thomfon  and  Nathaniel 
Falconer  be  continued  in  office  to  difcharge  that  bufinefs  : 

That  the  commiffioners  to  be  appointed,  for  examining,  counting 
and  burning  the  continental  bills  of  credit,  as  mentioned  in  the  refo- 
lution of  Congrefs  of  the  29th  of  November  laft,  be  allowed  at  the 
rate  of  2-19ths  of  a  dollar,  continental  Currency,  per  100  dollars,  or 
the  equivalent  thereof  in  the  new  bills,  or  other  current  money,  to.

Tuesdat,  December  5,    1780. 

A  letter,  of  the  4th,  from  David  Jackfon,  hofpital   furgeon,  Ara*. 
read,  requeuing  leave  to  refign  : 

Ordered^,  That  leave  be  granted. 

A  letter,  of  the  4th,  from  William  Winder,  one  of  the  navy  board 
of  the  middle  department,  was  read,  ftating  that  he  underftands  a 
reform  of  the  faid  board  has  been  in  contemplation,  and  requefting 
leave  to  retire,  his  pay  in  the  mean  time  ceafing,  until  Congrefs  fhali 
have  an  opportunity  of  fixing  the  new  eftablifhment. 

Ordered^  That  he  have  leave  to  retire,  till  farther  orders  frora- 
Congrefs. 

Wednesdat,  Dectmber  6,    1780.

claim  a  high  rank  among  military  atchievements :  in  this  light  they 
view  the  enterprise  againft  fort  St.  George  on  Long-Iuand,  planned 
and  conducted  with  wifdom  and  great  gallantry,  by  major  Tallmadge, 
of  the  light  dragoons,  and  executed  with  intrepidity  and  complete 
fuccefs  by  the  officers  and  ibldiers  of  his  detachment. 

Ordered,  therefore,  That  major  Tallmadge 's  report  to  the  com, 
mander  in  chief- be  publifhed,  with  the  preceding  minute,  as  a  tri- 
bute to  diftinguifhed  merit,  and  in  teflimony  of  the  fenfe  Congrefs 
entertain  of  this  brilliant  fervice..- 

Resolved,  That  fuch  of  the  convention  troops  as  are  not  already 
removed  from  the  barracks  near  Charlotteville,  in  the  ftate  of  Virgi- 
nia, remain  at  that  poft  until,  the  farther  order  of  Congrefs.
